The  Air  we  Breathe  in  rooms  and  public  halls  con- 
tains streptococci  that  are  indigenous  to  the  saliva,  and  Dr. 
Mervyn  Gordon,  of  the  L.G.B.  medical  staff,  speaks  of  this 
as  contamination  (p.  551). 

The  Series  of  Articles  by  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin  on  "  Salts, 
and  the  Ionisation  Theory.''  is  completed  in  this  issue,  and 
prizes  are  offered  to  students  for  the  best  answers  to  a  series 
of  questions  given  on  p.  526. 

A  Canadian  Action  to  stop  cutting  the  price  of  a  proprie- 
tary article  has  failed  because  the  chemist-defendant 
convinced  the  judse  that  the  maker  of  the  proprietary  was 
not  injured  (p.  536). 

In  our  Corner  for  Students  we  resume  the  competitive 
qualitative  analyses.  A  mixture  of  salts  will  be  ready  for 
distribution  on  September  27.  An  analytical  tournament  will 
also  begin  next  month  (p.  527). 

Our  Representative  at  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry's 
meetings  in  New  York  continues  his  account  of  the  proceed- 
ings, and  sends  a  group  photograph  of  the  leading  members  of 
Council,  which  is  reproduced  on  p.  532. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association's  meeting  at 
Kansas  City  is  further  dealt  with  by  our  own  reporter.  The 
Association  is  not  in  a  good  way  financially,  and  is  not 
numerically  supported  as  the  Executive  would  like  (p.  534). 

The  question  of  the  use  of  the  possessive  case  in  connection 
with  medicines  which  are  not  proprietary  is  raised  in  an 
article  on  p.  548,  wherein  we  ask  subscribers  to  assist  us  in 
regard  to  the  origin  of  certain  preparations. 

There  will  be  no  Contest  for  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Council  this  year.  Mr.  Brittain.  of  Drogheda,  will  take  the 
place  of  Mr.  George  Brown.  An  eighth  candidate  (Mr. 
W.  B.  Conyngham)  retired  to  save  voting  (p.  529). 

The  Shop-hours  Act  and  the  position  of  retail  chemists 
in  relation  to  it  will  doubtless  be  discussed  by  Chemists' 
Associations  during  the  winter  session.  We,  therefore,  restate 
the  provisions  of  the  Act.  and  show  the  peculiar  position  in 
which  it  leaves  chemists  as  to  early  closing  (p.  549). 

Writing  about  the  presence  of  ethyl  chloride  in  "  alcohol  " 
chloroform,  Messrs.  J.  F.  Macfarlan  &  Co.  say  that  this  has 
been  known  for  a  long  time,  and  they  do  not  think  the  small 
amount  present  can  have  the  physiological  effect  claimed  by 
Messrs.  Wade  and  Finnemore  (p.  557). 

Mr.  David  How  ard,  with  further  reference  to  Dr.  Paul's 
proposal  regarding  the  official  quinine  test,  gives  the  experi- 
mental data  upon  which  he  bases  his  criticism,  and  maintains 
that  an  adequate  quinine  test  must  not  depend  alone  upon  the 
separation  of  cinchonidine.  as  much  of  the  present-day  com- 
mercial quinine  contains  less  cinchonidine  than  that  of  twenty 
years  ago  (p.  557). 

Two  Morphine-poisoning  Cases  which  have  been  investi- 
gated in  London  this  week  have  raised  the  question  of  repeat- 
ing prescriptions.  In  both  instances  the  juries  adopted  riders 
to  their  verdicts  recommending  that  such  prescriptions 
should  not  be  repeated  without  the  sanction  of  the  prescribers, 
and  that  chemists  should  ascertain  when  they  dispense  pre- 
scriptions that  thev  are  reallv  written  by  medical  practitioners 
(p.  545).

Salts,  and  the  lonisation  Theory. 

Further  Applications  of  the  Ionisation  Hypothesis, 

IT  was  pointed  out  in  a  previous  article  (C.  &  D., 
August  6.  1904.  page  230)  that  the  strongest  polybasic 
acids  are  decidedly  weaker  than  the  strongest  monobasic 
acids,  and  the  reason  for  this  would  appear  to  be  that  in 
the  former  case  the  ionisation  takes  plate  in  stages,  so  that 
in  moderately  concentrated  solution  the  greater  proportion 
of  the  acid  is  ionised  merely  as  if  it  were  a  monobasic 
acid — i.e..  giving  only  one  hydrogen  ion  from  each  mole- 
cule. Thus,  sulphuric  acid  gives  rise  in  the  first  place 
principally  to  the  ions  H'  and  HSO,'  ;  the  HSO,'  ions  in 
their  turn  give  rise  to  another  H'  and  the  ion  SO,",  SO 
that  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  solution  might  be  repre- 
sented as  follows  : 

H.SO  ^  H'  +  H.so  '  —  2H'+SO,". 

In  the  case  of  a  tribasic  acid  like  phosphoric  acid  three 
stages  are  possible,  and  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  solution 
might  be  represented  in  an  analogous  manner — 

H  P04  ^±  H'  +  Ii  ro;  ^  2H"+HP04"  ^±  3H'+PO/". 
In  all  such  cases  increased  dilution  results  in  the  balance 
shifting  towards  the  right,  but  the  last  stage  may  take 
place  only  to  a  very  slight  extent  even  in  dilute  solution. 
On  this  account  phosphoric  acid  behaves  in  many  respects 
practically  as  if  it  were  a  dibasic,  and  not  a  tribasic,  acid. 

The  fact  that  polybasic  acids  can  give  rise  to  several 
different  anions,  as  described  above,  affords  an  explanation 
why  the  normal  salts  of  some  comparatively  strong  poly- 
basic acids  show  a  marked  tendency  to  hydrolysis.  Normal 
sodium  phosphate  undergoes  hydrolysis  to  a  very  much 
greater  extent  than  sodium  acetate  does,  although  deter- 
minations of  the  relative  strength  of  phosphoric  acid  give 
results  higher  than  those  obtained  for  acetic  aiid.  The 
action  which  takes  place  on  the  dissolution  of  sodium 
phosphate  may  be  partially  represented  thus — 
H20+Na3P04  ^  3Na+HP04"+OH' 

w 

P04'"+H\ 

As  stated  above,  the  further  ionisation  of  the  HP04"  ion 
into  H'  and  P04  "  takes  place  to  a  very  slight  extent 
even  in  dilute  solution  of  phosphoric  acid  itself,  and  in 
the  present  case  the  action  represented  by  the  main 
equation  can  take  place  to  a  very  great  extent  before  there 
is  a  sufficient  accumulation  of  hydrogen  ions  to  balance 
with  the  hydroxyl  ions. 

This  process  of  hydrolysis  is  to  be  referred  to  the 
hydrogen  and  hydroxyl  ions  existing  in  water  itself. 
Thus,  we  may  assume  that  when  sodium  phosphate  dis- 
solves in  water,  it  simply  becomes  ionised  like  any  other 
salt,  and  gives  the  ions  3Na'  and  PO/";  there  are  also 
present  the  ions  of  water.  These  four  ions  must  balance 
among  themselves,  and  the  state  of  affairs  is  in  many 
respects  similar  to  that  already  discussed  for  the  mixture 
of  two  salt  solutions,  and  might  be  represented  thus —

Since  HP04"  becomes  so  slightly  ionised,  even  in  very 
dilute  solution,  the  action  will  result  in  the  formation  of  a 
considerable  proportion  of  such  molecules,  even  although 
this  requires  the  breaking-up  of  a  considerable  proportion  of 
water  molecules.  There  will  therefore  be  a  decided  accumu- 
lation of  hydroxyl  ions  in  the  solution,  and  the  latter  must 
exhibit  a  marked  alkaline  reaction. 

In  the  case  of  sodium  acetate,  hydrolysis  involves  the 
formation  of  free  acetic  acid,  which,  in  solution,  is  ionised 


far  more  than  water  itself  is.  Hence,  of  the  four  com- 
pounds represented  in  an  equation-diagram  indicating  the 
state  of  affairs  in  solution  of  sodium  acetate,  water  is  by  far 
the  least  ionised,  and  there  is  therefore  very  little  tendency 
to  form  acetic  acid.  There  is  consequently  only  slight 
hydrolysis  and  a  comparatively  low  concentration  of 
hydroxyl  ions  in  the  solution,  which  is  therefore  not 
markedly  alkaline.  In  order  that  a  salt  of  a  monobasic  acid 
may  yield  a  strongly  alkaline  solution  by  hydrolysis,  it  is 
necessary  that  the  ionisation  of  the  free  acid  should  be  so 
slight  as  to  be  almost  comparable  to  that  of  water  itself.  A 
good  example  of  such  an  acid  is  hydrocyanic  acid. 

The  hydrolysis  of  salts  derived  from  weak  bases  is  explic- 
able in  a  manner  similar  to  that  adopted  in  the  case  of  salts 
of  weak  acids,  only  here  it  is  the  hydroxyl  ions  derived 
from  the  ionisation'  of  the  water  which  become  used  up  to 
form  a  less  ionised  product,  and  there  is  therefore  an 
accumulation  of  hydrogen  ions  in  the  solution,  which  con- 
sequentlv  has  an  acid  reaction.  In  some  cases  the  free  base 
is  the  product  of  the  hydrolysis  :  it  is  rare,  however,  that 
the  base  is  distinctly  soluble  in  water,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  organic  bases  corresponding  to  compound  metallic 
radicals.  When  the  base  is  insoluble  in  water,  an  addi- 
tional factor  is  introduced,  and  the  hydrolysis  may  be 
carried  further  than  might  otherwise  have  been  expected. 
With  salts  derived  from  a  poly-acid  base,  hydrolysis  very 
frequently  gives  rise,  not  to  the  base  itself,  but  to  a  basic 
salt,  which  may  either  be  precipitated  or  remain  dissolved. 
In  the  latter  case  there  will  be  a  certain  amount  of  ionisa- 
tion. with  formation  of  a  cation  containing  hydroxyl  united 
to  the  metal,  just  as  in  the  corresponding  case  with  a  weak 
acid  there  is  formation  of  an  anion  containing  hydrogen. 

Reasoning  from  the  ionisation  hypothesis,  we  should 
expect  the  solubility  of  a  salt  to  be  considerably  affected 
by  the  presence  in  the  solution  of  some  other  salt  which  has 
ail  ion  in  common  with  it.  In  a  saturated  solution  of  a 
salt  we  have  a  balance  between  solid  salt  and  dissolved 
non-ioniseel  salt  on  the  one  hand,  and  between  the 
ions  and  the  non-ionised  salt  in  solution  on  the  other. 
This,  in  the  case  of  sodium  chloride,  for  example,  might  be 
represented  as  follows  : 

NaCl  ^  NaCl  ^  Na'+CP. 
(Solid)  (Dissolved) 

Anything  which  affects  the  balance  between  ionised  and 
non-ionised  salt  must  affect  the  balance  between  the  dis- 
solved salt  and  the  solid—/.'-.,  must  affect  the  solubility. 
Now,  the  addition  of  a  second  salt  having  either  Xa'  or 
CP  as  one  of  its  ions  alters  the  concentration  of  that 
particular  ion.  and  therefore  affects  the  equilibrium  in 
which  that  concentration  is  a  factor.  The  result  is  the 
formation  of  a  larger  proportion  of  non-ionised  salt,  and 
the  excess  so  formed  must  crystallise  out  in  order  to 
restore  the  balance  between  solid  and  non-ionised  salt. 
Direct  experimental  observations  of  the  effects  just 
referred  to  give  quantitative  results  such  as  w-ould  be 
expected  from  theoretical  considerations,  in  the  case  of 
sparingly  soluble  salts  at  least. 

There  are  a  number  of  important  applications  of  the  above- 
fact  to  practical  work,  some  of  which  may  be  shortly  referred 
to  In  soap-making  it  is  the  custom  to  precipitate  the 
hard  soap  (sodium  salts  of  certain  organic  acids)  by  adding 
a  considerable  quantity  of  common  salt  (sodium  chloride) 
to  the  solution,  the  operation  being  known  as  "  salting 
out"  the  soap.  In  the  laboratory  it  is  not  unusual  to 
purify  chlorides  and  nitrates  which  are  easily  soluble  in 
water,  by  adding  to  their  concentrated  aqueous  solutions 
either  hydrochloric  acid  or  nitric  acid,  as  the  case  may  be. 
The  result  is  to  precipitate  the  salt,  which,  in  many  cases, 
is  practically  insoluble  in  the  concentrated  acid. 

In  some  cases  the  results  obtained  are  entirely  different 
from  what  might  at  first  be  expected.  In  such  cases, 
however,  it  can  generally  be  shown  that  this  is  due  to 
the  influence  of  chemical  reactions  giving  rise  to  the  forma- 
tion of  more  complex  substances.  Thus,  potassium  sul- 
phate is  more  soluble  in  dilute  sulphuric  acid  than  it  is  in 
water,  but  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  an  acid  sulphate  is 
produced,  and  the  SO,"  ions  are  in  great  measure  changed 
to  HSO. '  ions.  Similarly,  silver  cyanide  is  far  more 
i  soluble  iii  potassium-cyanide  solution  than  it  is  in  pure 
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water,  because  the  salt  KAg(CN)5  is  produced,  and 
instead  of  the  concentration  of  the  CN'  ions  being^  in- 
creased by  the  addition  of  a  small  quantity  of  KCN,  it  is 
actually  diminished,  owing  to  the  formation  of  the  com- 
plex Ag(CN)',  ions.  It  is  only  in  cases  where  actions  of 
this  kind  are  absent  that  the  considerations  dealt  with  in 
the  three  preceding  paragraphs  apply. 

With  the  foregoing  article  the  Ionisation  Series  is 
brought  to  a  close.  There  are  many  interesting  applica- 
tions of  the  ionisation  hypothesis  to  which  no  reference  has 
been  made  in  these  articles,  and  those  applications  which 
have  been  discussed  are,  for  the  most  part,  of  interest  from 
the  standpoint  of  analytical  chemistry.  In  resuming,  as 
we  now  do,  our  usual  exercises  in  qualitative  analysis,  we 
expect  to  have  frequent  occasion  to  refer,  for  the  explana- 
tion of  special  cases,  to  some  of  the  general  principles 
which  have  been  considered  in  these  articles  during  the 
past  three  months. 

As  promised  at  the  commencement  of  the  publication  of 
the  series  of  articles,  we  now  offer  prizes  of  books  for  the 
best  sets  of  answers  to  the  following  questions  bearing 
upon  the  subjects  dealt  with  in  the  articles.  The  com- 
petition is  open  to  all  students  of  pharmacy,  but  com- 
petitors will  be  divided  into  two  sections — "qualified" 
and  "  unqualified."  To  each  section  we  offer  suitable 
awards,  each  consisting  of  books  to  the  value  of  half 
a  guinea.  Students'  papers  must  be  sent  in  to  the  Editor, 
at  42  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.G..  not  later  than  Tuesday, 
October  25,  and  they  must  bear  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  writers,  although  not  necessarily  for  publication. 
Clear  indication  must  be  given  in  each  case  as  to  whether 
the  writer  has  or  has  not  passed  a  qualifying  pharma- 
ceutical examination. 

Questions  Based  on  the  Articles  of  the 
Ionisation  Series. 

1.  Using  ionic  symbols,  write  equations  representing  the 
actions  which  take  place  when  a  solution  of  an  iodide  is  added 
to  a  solution  of  each  of  the  following'  salts:  (a)  a  silver  salt; 
(b)  a  cupric  salt;  (r)  a  persulphate;  and  also  when  a  solution 
of  iodine  is  added  to  a  thiosulphate. 

2.  Compare  the  solubility  of  potassium  nitrate  in  water  and 
in  dilute  nitric  acid  with  that  of  potassium  sulphate  in  water 
and  in  dilute  sulphuric  acid.  Explain  the  phenomena 
observed  in  the  two  cases. 

3.  What  is  meant  by  hydrolysis  ?  Give  some  examples  of 
salts  which  undergo  hydrolysis  to  a  considerable  extent  on 
dissolution,  and  describe  one  case  in  which  hydrolysis  is  made 
use  of  in  analytical  practice. 

4.  Give  the  explanations  which  are  afforded  by  the  ionisa- 
tion hypothesis  for  the  following  facts  : 

(</)  When  potassium  iodide  is  added  to  solutions  of  mer- 
curic chloride  and  of  mercuric  cyanide,  it  produces  a 
precipitate  of  mercuric  iodide  with  the  former  solution,  but 
not  with  the  latter:  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  solution  of 
mercuric  cyanide  be  previously  mixed  with  hydrochloric  acid, 
even  in  very  small  quantity,  it  behaves  towards  potassium 
iodide  as  the  solution  of  mercuric  chloride  does. 

('<)  When  hydrogen  sulphide  is  passed,  to  saturation,  into  a 
solution  of  zinc  sulphate,  the  zinc  is  only  partially  precipitated 
as  sulphide.  If  the  precipitate  so  formed  be  removed  by  fil- 
tration, and  sodium  acetate  be  added  to  the  filtrate  in  con- 
siderable quantity,  a  further  abundant  precipitation  of  zinc 
sulphide  takes  place. 

(r)  Solutions  of  chromic  salts  give  a  precipitate  of  chromic 
hydroxide  when  mixed  with  excess  of  ammonium  hydroxide : 
solution  of  potassium  chromate,  on  the  other  hand,  is  not 
precipitated  by  ammonium  hydroxide. 


Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 

A  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occurring 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  is  to  be  submitted  to 
a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are 
to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances 
detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
September  27,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the 
following  day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  Octo- 
ber 8.    Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the 


work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an 
accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essen- 
tial constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  for  this  analysis  will  be 
awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  he 
attested  on  their  reports.  Others  may  obtain  specimens  of 
the  mixture  of  salts,  and  their  reports  will  be  separately 
adjudicated,  but  they  will  be  regarded  as  lion  concours. 
Correspondents  who  do  not  state  that  they  are  preparing 
for  a  qualifying  examination  will  be  included  in  the  latter 
list. 

Analytical  Tournament. 
We  now  announce  an  offer  of  special  prizes  for  com- 
petition in  an  analytical  tournament  extending  over  the 
six  months  from  November.  1904.  to  April.  1905.  The 
usual  monthly  prizes  will  be  reserved  solely  for  those 
students  who  are  preparing  for  the  qualifying  examina- 
tions, but  the  tournament  prizes  will  be  awarded  to  the 
three  students  (irrespective  of  qualification)  who  obtain 
the  highest  aggregate  of  marks  in  the  six  exercises.  The 
exercise  to  be  announced  next  month  will  form  the  open- 
ing competition  of  the  tournament,  and  it  will  be  followed 
by  other  analytical  exercises  during  the  succeeding  five 
months.  The  tournament  is  calculated  to  provide  students 
— and  especially  those  who  work  independently— with  a 
periodical  test  of  their  progress  in  chemical  analysis,  and, 
moreover,  it  enables  those  who  have  not  passed  the  Major 
examination  to  rank  for  a  prize  at  the  end  of  the  session, 
without  competing  with  junior  students  for  the  monthly 
prizes.  We  invite  all  pharmaceutical  students  to  take  part 
in  the  tournament,  and.  by  way  of  preliminary  prepara- 
tion, to  practise  upon  the  mixture  offered  for  analysis  in 
this  issue.

A  Stoke  Newington  dairyman  was  fined  5/.  and  costs 
by  the  North  London  Magistrate  on  September  19  for  re- 
fusing to  supply  a  pint  of  milk  to  an  inspector  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  A  sample  got  from  a 
customer  showed  34  per  cent,  of  added  water. 

The  Dewsbury  Magistrates  do  not  regard  herb-beer  in 
the  same  way  as  the  Lambeth  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  for 
last  week  they  fined  a  man  1?.  and  costs  for  keeping  his 
shop  open  as  a  refreshment-house  after  11  p.m.,  herb-beer 
being  the  refreshment  sold. 

Thomas  Latter  and  his  wife,  who  were  charged  at 
Margate  with  causing  the  death  of  their  two  children,  have 
been  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  manslaughter  in  re- 
spect to  the  elder  child.  The  Town  Clerk  informed  the 
Magistrates  that  in  consequence  of  the  small  quantity  of 
arsenic  found  in  the  bodies  the  more  serious  charge  would 
not  be  proceeded  with. 

Burglars  got  into  the  premises  of  Boots  (Limited), 
Eegent  Street,  Yarmouth,  last  week,  and  completely  ran- 
sacked the  place,  breaking  open  every  drawer,  with 
the  exception  of  four.  Nothing  of  importance  was  m  the 
drawers  opened,  but  there  were  valuables  and  money  in 
those  left  untouched.  The  robbery  was  discovered  by  the 
manager  next  morning. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Trades  held  on 
Monday,  a  letter  was  read  from  Sir  Ernest  Flower,  M.P. 
for  West  Bradford,  in  which  he  said  the  C.  0.  D.  "  change 
ought  not  to  be  made  before  the  project  has  been  fully 
debated  in  Parliament."  Sir  Ernest  also  intimated  that  he 
is  pressing  this  view  upon  the  Postmaster-General.  Capt. 
Greville,  M.P.,  has  also  told  Lord  Stanley  how  hard  it  will 
be  upon  provincial  tradesmen. 

The  North  Kent  and  District  Chemists'  Association  have 
issued  a  circular  signed  by  Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  the 
Secretary,  regarding  the  Glyn-Jones  testimonial.  "  It 
would  be  a  graceful  act  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  this 
Association,"  the  circular  says,  "to  be  identified  with  the 
movement,  because  when  we  were  in  process  of  formation 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  attended  a  meeting  at  Gravesend.  and  gave 
great  support  and  encouragement  to  the  movement  by 
his  presence  and  practical  address." 

The  Northampton  Institute. 
Dr.  R.  Mullineux  Walmsley,  the  Principal  of  the 
Northampton  Institute,  Clerkenwell,  E.C.,  in  sending  us  a 
copy  of  the  new  syllabus,  calls  our  attention  to  the  develop- 
ment that  has  taken  place  in  the  department  of  technical 
optics.  A  day  course  has  been  established  to  extend  over 
two  or  three  years,  the  first  term  to  begin  on  October  3. 
The  evening  classes  (beginning  on  September  26)  will  be 
carried  on  as  usual,  and  we  notice  there  is  a  class  in  prac- 
tical sight-testing,  confined,  however,  to  students  who 
have  taken  a  course  of  applied  and  visual  optics. 

A  "No-party"  Candidate. 
Mr.  J.  M.  Furness,  J. P.,  chemist  and  druggist.  Sheffield, 
is  causing  quite  a  nutter  in  the  local  Conservative  dovecote. 
The  party  have  brought  out  a  candidate  in  a  by-election 
in  the  St.  Philip's  Ward,  and,  the  Liberal  candidate 
having  retired,  he  would  have  had  a  walk-over  but  that 
some  of  the  electors,  feeling  that  Mr.  Furness  has  strong 
claims  which  have  been  overlooked,  nominated  him,  and  in 
consequence  there  will  be  a  contest  between  two  candidates 
of  the  same  colour.  Addressing  a  considerable  body  of 
his  supporters  on  Tuesday  evening.  Mr.  Furness  announced 
himself  as  a  non-party  candidate  and  pointed  out  that  his 
action  in  contesting  the  seat  means  ostracism  from  the 
party.  The  following  resolution  was  passed  without  a 
dissentient  : 

That  this  meeting  of  electors  condemns  the  foisting  of  an 
inexperienced  stranger  upon  the  ward  in  preference  to  Mr. 
J.  M.  Furness,  J. P.,  whose  candidature  it  heartily 
approves,  and  urges  upon  him  to  proceed  with  the  same  as 
vigorously  as  he  can. 

Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

A  Council-meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  on  Septem- 
ber 14.  at  St.  Bride's  Institute.  E.G..  the  President  (Mr. 
Bunker)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Mr.  Bennett 
(Stockport).  Vice-President;  Mr.  Higgs  (Kingston).  Trea- 
surer; Mr.  Cuff  (New  Southgate).  Secretary;  and  Messrs. 
Fairbank  (Northallerton),  Blanchford  (Richmond).  Stooke 
(New  Brompton),  Csesar  (Notting  Hill),  and  Horsey 
(Queen  Street,  E.C.).  Twelve  chemists  were  elected 
members  of  the  Society  and  two  assistants  were  also  elected. 
Mr.  Robert  Tocher,  President  of  the  Glasgow  Optical 
Society,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacant  vice-presidency. 
Mr.  Lionel  Laurance,  21  John  Street,  Bedford  Row,  W.C., 
was  next  appointed  "Official  Instructor"  to  the  Society, 
and  a  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  programme  for  the  winter 
session.  It  was  eventually  decided  to  hold  two  evening 
meetings  during  the  winter,  at  which  matters  of  interest  to 
chemist-opticians  are  to  be  discussed.  Other  important 
business  of  a  private  character  was  also  transacted. 
The  Pills. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Harpurhey.  Manchester,  on  Sep- 
tember 21,  regarding  the  death  of  Mrs.  Head  (34)  after 
taking  certain  pills  supplied  by  a  shopkeeper  named  Potts 
it  transpired  that  deceased  had  had  a  miscarriage,  and  the 
husband,  at  the  wife's  request,  burnt  the  foetus.  Potts 
produced  the  following  declaration  from  Mr.  Albert  Smith 
wholesale  druggist  and  herbalist.  23  Shude  Hill  : 

••  I  hereby  certify  and  declare  that  the  pills  supplied  by 
me  to  Mr.  Potts.  100  Couran  Street,  Harpurhey.  contain 
aloes,  ginger,  and  scammony  in  very  small  quantities.  They 
contain  no  harmful  or  noxious  ingredient  of  any  kind  what- 


soever.'' (Signed)  Albert  Smith.— Witnessed  by  James 
McLot'GHLLN.— September  20,  1904. 

The  woman  died  from  uraemic  poisoning,  due  to  kidney- 
disease,  but  she  had  refused  to  see  a  doctor  until  near  the 
end,  knowing  that  she  had  "got  rid  of  baby."  The 
Coroner  said  if  the  post-mortem,  had  shown  death  to  be 
due  to  the  pills,  Potts  would  have  been  committed  for 
trial.    The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  fclo  dc  se. 

A  Dirty  Soda-water  Bottle. 
At  llford  County  Court,  Judge  Tindal  Atkinson  has 
awarded  Mr.  Wray,  a  corn  merchant,  Barking,  and  his 
wife  35/.  damages  against  a  mineral-water  manufacturer,  of 
Leyton.  Mrs.  Wray  became  ill  after  drinking  some  soda- 
water,  and  it  was  found  that  there  was  rancid  oily  matter 
in  the  bottle.  The  defence  was  that  the  bottle  was  over- 
looked during  the  cleaning-process,  and  that  the  poisonous 
matter  was  probably  put  in  while  in  the  hands  of  a  previous 
customer. 

Fire. 

By  a  fire  on  Wednesday.  September  21.  damage  to  the 
extent  of  several  hundred  pounds  was  clone  to  the  shop  at  46 
Hebrew  Road.  Burnley,  occupied  by  Charles  G.  Crooke. 
chemist  and  druggist.  Mr.  Crooke  left  everything  safe 
about  9.30.  and  shortly  after  ten  o'clock  it  was  discovered 
that  the  premises  were  on  fire,  and  the  brigade  were  com- 
municated with.  They  got  it  out  in  about  an  hour.  A 
large  quantity  of  goods  was  destroyed  by  fire  and  water, 
including  photographic  materials.

Birmingham  Notes. 

A  serious  outbreak  of  whooping-cough  has  visited  this 
city,  and  many  deaths  have  been  reported  from  this  cause. 
At  Evesham  there  has  been  an  epidemic  of  scarlet- fever 
for  the  past  two  years,  and  great  expense  has  been  thereby 
incurred.  The  medical  charges  for  the  past  quarter  were 
very  high,  and  a  suggestion  is  made  that  a  permanent 
medical  officer  would  be  a  saving. 
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Daisy  and  Quinine-wine. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Rhondda  Grocers'  Association  on 
Monday,  Mr.  T.  E.  Davies  stated  that  two  or  three  months 
ago  he  received  a  letter  from  Daisy  (Limited)  stating  that 
"Daisy"  powders  could  be  sold  without  a  patent-medicine 
licence.  On  this  understanding  he  had  given  an  order.  He 
had  mentioned  the  fact  to  the  local  Excise  officer  when  the 
latter  bought  a  packet  from  him.  He  received  a  letter  from 
the  Supervisor  at  Pontypridd  stating  that  information  had 
been  laid  against  him.  but  that  the  authorities  were  pre- 
pared to  forego  prosecution  on  payment  of  10--.  as  a  miti- 
gated penalty,  conditionally  upon  his  (Mr.  Davies)  taking- 
out  a  licence,  and  subsequently  he  received  a  letter  from 
the  Solicitor  to  the  Inland  Revenue  pointing  out  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  article,  as  "  an  entire  drug."  may 
be  sold.  He  had  the  following  day  communicated  the 
contents  of  this  letter  to  the  Daisy  (Limited),  asking  for 
the  original  letter  sent  by  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities. 
He  had  not  yet  heard  the  outcome,  and  pending  a  reply 
he  did  not  think  the  Association  could  do  anything.  If. 
however,  he  was  compelled  to  pay  a  fine,  he  thought  that 
action  could  lay  against  the  company  to  re(  over.  Mr. 
D.  H.  Davis  explained  that  his  case  was  pretty  well  on 
all-fours  with  that  of  Mr.  T.  E.  Davies,  with  this  im- 
portant difference — that  he  (the  speaker)  did  hold  a 
patent-medicine  licence,  but  that  he  was  proceeded  against 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  only  chemists,  etc.,  who  were 
competent  to  sell  the  drug  referred  to  without  the  stamp. 
The  Secretary  emphasised  the  differentiating  features  be- 
tween the  two  cases  (substantiating  what  has  been  said). 
It  was  eventually  resolved  to  refer  the  matter  to  a  com- 
mittee. The  Secretary  then  explained  that  another  member 
of  the  Association  (Mr.  J.  J.  Davies)  had  been  pro- 
ceeded against  by  the  Excise  authorities  for  selling  quinine- 
wine,  and  given  the  alternative  of  paying  a  mitigated 
fine  of  1/.  and  taking  out  a  wine-licence  or  defending 
police-court  proceedings.  Mr.  Davies  had  had  a  quantity 
of  the  wine,  and  sold  it  on  the  strength  of  a  circular 
letter  issued  by  the  firm  concerned  at  the  beginning  of 
last  year,  to  the  effect  that  they  had  come  to  an  under- 
standing with  the  Inland  Revenue  people  that  no  licence 
would  be  required,  the  constituents  of  the  wine  having 
been  so  modified  (the  quantity  of  spirit  being  reduced) 
as  to  render  this  course  unnecessary.  The  firm,  on  being 
communicated  with,  explained  that  their  letter  had  only 
reference  to  the  position  of  matters  at  the  time  it  was 
written.  This  matter  was  also  referred  to  the  committee. 
The  Week's  Poison-record. 

Since  our  last  issue  we  have  received  reports  of  eighteen 
deaths  from  poisons  usually  sold  by  chemists  and  druggists, 
four  deaths  being  accidental  and  nine  suicidal.  Five  of 
the  poisons  are  scheduled  as  such,  two  are  unscheduled,  and 
the  nature  of  one  was  not  ascertained.  The  last  case  was 
that  of  an  actress  (Marian  B.  McGuinness,  professionally 
known  as  Mabel  Oakley),  who  committed  suicide  in  London 
in  a  sensational  manner.  She  died  at  the  Royal  Free 
Hospital,  and  Dr.  Laura  Veale  stated  at  the  inquest  that 
the  white  powder  used  was  an  irritant  poison,  the  nature  of 
which  was  not  ascertained.  The  other  cases  we  briefly 
mention  : 

Ammonia. — Taken  accidentally  by  Florence  Cockerill 
(22),  a  shop-assistant  at  Hull.  Having  a  cold  she  purchased 
some  glycerin,  and  took  some  of  it  with  whisky  before 
going  to  bed  on  September  16.  Next  morning  she  was 
found  dead  ;  then  it  was  discovered  that  the  bottle  was 
labelled  "  Camphorated  oil,"  and  at  the  "post-mortem  Dr. 
Cook  noted  that  the  stomach-contents  had  the  odour  of 
ammonia.  The  Coroner  has  adjourned  the  inquest  for  a 
fortnight  so  that  the  police  may  unravel  the  mystery. — Two 
other  cases  of  the  accidental  administration  of  ammonia  are 
reported  from  Halifax.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  E.  H.  Hill) 
said  the  two  cases  showed  the  necessity  for  ammonia  being- 
sold  only  in  bottles  labelled  "  Poison."'  In  purchases  made 
from  chemists  safety  in  this  respect  was  no  doubt  well 
attended  to,  but  in  the  case  of  grocers,  oilmen,  etc.,  the 
practice  required  more  care,  although  he  was  quite  aware 
that  ammonia  was  not  one  of  the  poisons  scheduled  under 
the  Act. 

_  Carbolic  Acid.— A  little  boy  of  three  picked  up  a  bottle 
in  his  aunt's  house  at  Plumstead,  drank  some  of  the  acid  in 
it,  and  died.  At  Liverpool  William  Lloyd  (6S)  died  from 
this  poison  taken  intentionally  owing  to  business  worry. 
Frances  Jay  (69)  left  Chertsey  workhouse  last  week,  and 


her  body  has  since  been  found  on  the  heath  at  Weybridge, 
with  a  bottle  which  had  contained  carbolic  acid  by  Her  side. 

Hydrocyanic  Acid. — Lewis  Denton  (22),  a  Leeds  account- 
ant, committed  suicide  on  September  16.  The  "  symptoms 
were  similar  to  those  caused  by  prussic  acid,"  but  various 
bottles  were  about,  one  labelled  "'  Tincture  of  arnica." 

Laudanum. — Aaron  Waddington  (66),  a  retired  Bradford 
merchant,  living  at  Moreeambe,  had  been  in  a  depressed 
state,  and  was  a  customer  of  Mr.  Robert  Knowles,  chemist 
and  druggist  there.  From  him  he  bought  some  launanum 
and  vermin-killer;  and  the  week  before  last  ended  his  life 
with  the  laudanum. 

Morphine. — We  report  on  another  page  two  suicides 
with  morphine  which  happened  in  London.  Another 
case  is  that  of  William  Patrick  Kinsella  (59).  a  retired  sea 
captain,  who  since  1888  had  practised  dentistry.  He  was 
staying  with  a  niece  at  Liscard,  and  purchased  a  drachm  of 
morphine  from  a  local  chemist.  He  took  too  much  of  this 
on  the  night  of  September  13,  and  died  next  day.  The 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide. 

Oxalic  acid  was  taken  by  George  Jacobs  (32),  a  clerk  at 
Tottenham,  and  by  John  Pulser  (61),  an  Islington  boot- 
maker.— A  woman  died  at  Wallaston  on  Monday  from 
oxalic-acid  poisoning  probably,  that  article  having  been 
found  near  her  body;  but  she  told  a  man  before  she  died 
that  she  had  taken  a  cupful  of  carbolic  acid. — An  inquest 
was  held  at  Camberwell  this  week  regarding  the  death  of 
Henrietta  Sweet  (46).  which  was  due  to  this  poison.  Dr. 
H.  B.  Shillingford,  who  was  called  in  when  she  was  dying, 
found  a  packet  in  the  room  containing  a  few  white  crystals, 
which  turned  out  to  be  Epsom  salts  purchased  from  Mr. 
Blackie,  chemist.  134  High  Street,  Peckham.  A  large 
quantity  of  oxalic  acid  was  afterwards  found  in  the  stomach. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — Arthur  Emms  (44),  a  Plaistow  decorator, 
got  out  of  bed  one  night  last  week  for  some  whisky,  and 
drank  spirit  of  salt  instead.   He  died  next  day. — Charlotte 
Woodley  (37),  a  widow,  took  the  same  poison  intentionally 
about  three  weeks  ago,  and  died  in  St.  Mary's  Hospital, 
Paddington.    At  the  inquest  last  Saturday  the  doctor  was 
not  sure  whether  alcohol  or  the  acid  had  caused  death. 
We  observe  that  at  a  Hampstead  inquest  on  September  20 
Mr.  Walter  Schroeder.  Deputy  Coroner,  said  that  the 
number  of  deaths  from  earbolie-acid  poisoning  has  decreased 
since  that  poison  has  been  scheduled.    Now  he  hardly  ever 
has  a  case.

The  Board 
ordered  that  the  medical  officers  be  requested  to  see  to  the 
return  ol  the  empties  without  delay. 

Guardians'  Drugs. 

The  Local  Government  Board  are  very  curious  to  know 
how  it  is  that  discounts  on  drugs  and  medicines  amounting, 
in  some  cases,  to  45  per  cent,  off  the  list-price  approved 
by  the  Government  can  be  given  by  contractors,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  ordinary  circumstances  20  per 
cent,  rebate  is  as  much  as  can  be  made  with  safety  to  the 
supplier.  Irishmen  are  proverbial  for  fattening  on  their 
losses,  but  despite  this  peculiarity  the  L.G.B.  are  not 
satisfied,  and  it  is  understood  that  two  medical  experts 
have  received  a  roving  commission  to  inquire  into  the 
matter.

The  London  correspondent  of  the  "Glasgow  Herald" 
states  that  the  authorities  are  considering  the  position  of 
the  proprietors  of  dutiable  medicines  with  regard  to  the 
uttering  in  Ireland  of  packets  of  medincine  unstamped, 
even  though  they  are  for  sale  in  Ireland  or  abroad,  and 
the  position  of  the  purchaser  who  may  be  led  to  believe 
that  he  is  paying  for  a  stamp.  This  appears  to  be  the 
matter  raised  by  Messrs.  Leonard  &  Co..  of  Dublin.

Chemists'  Sunday  Trade. 

The  "  Evening  Post"  of  Dundee  says  that  in  the  town 
there  are  certain  chemists'  shops  which  are  kept  open  on 
Sundays  from  morning  till  late  at  night  without  closing  at 
stated  intervals.  They  do  a  roaring  trade  in  commodities 
other  than  drugs.  In  one  the  specialities  that  draw  the 
hundreds  on  Sunday  are  famous  temperance  drinks  fit  to 
make  the  mouths  of  Prohibitionists  and  other  extremists 
water.  On  Sundays  from  morning  till  night  there  is  a  con- 
tinual stream  of  customers  for  a  drink  of  "  sars — ,"  "  lemon 
squash,"  "  rasp,"  &c,  and  some  five  to  six  dozen  tumblers 
are  displayed  on  the  counter  at  the  back  of  the  establish- 
ment with  the  concoction  prepared,  the  only  additional 
needfuls  being  baking-soda  and  ice  to  complete  a  most  re- 
freshing and  cooling  drink. 

A  Quaint  Personality. 
The  Rev.  James  Inches  Hillocks,  who  died  at  Southend- 
on-Sea  on  September  17.  was  a  native  of  Dundee,  where, 
in  the  Hilltown,  at  one  time  he  had  a  little  drug-shop. 
He  was  a  self-taught  man.  of  humble  origin  and  low  stature, 
and  in  the  course  of  time  became  a  preacher  at  Darlington, 
where  he  was  minister  of  an  Independent  congregation.  In 
1861  he  moved  to  London,  and  until  his  death  was  engaged 
in  mission  and  temperance  work.  It  was  his  custom  to 
return  to  his  native  town  periodically,  when  he  preached 
in  some  of  the  local  churches.  Mr.  Hillocks  wrote  several 
books,  including  "  Hard  Battles  for  Life  and  Usefulness." 
and  in  1885  Queen  Victoria  granted  him  a  Civil  List  pen- 
sion.   He  died  in  his  78th  year.

The  Municipal  Laboratory  at  Paris. — The  "Matin" 
states  that  the  control  of  the  milk-supply  is  neglected  by 
the  head  of  the  Municipal  Laboratory,  and  hints  that  if 
M.  Charles  Girard  cannot  cope  with  the  matter  he  should 
make  place  for  a  younger  man. 

An  "Immortal"  Freethinker. — M.  Berthelot's  journey 
to  Rome  as  French  delegate  to  the  Freethinkers'  Congress 
is  causing  comment  in  the  Clerical  and  anti-Clerical  Press. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  veteran  scientist  has  never  con- 
cealed his  leanings  towards  positivism,  and  was  a  close 
friend  of  Ernest  Renan. 

The  Secret  of  Japanese  Success. — M.  Ludovic 
Naudeau,  war-correspondent  of  a  leading  French  daily,  has 
been  studying  the  contents  of  Japanese  knapsacks  found 
on  the  field  of  battle.  Among  the  contents  are  photos  of 
charming  geishas  and  small  quantities  of  sustaining  drugs 
(kola  and  the  like).  A  strange  contrast  to  the  Russian's 
icon  and  vodka-flask. 

The  Proof  of  Respectability. — The  unfortunate  Renee 
Botelin  (the  young  woman  murdered  by  her  lover  last 
week)  had.  it  appears,  respectable  aged  parents  living  near 
Autun.  She  perpetrated  a  pious  fraud  to  soothe  their 
declining  days,  and  assured  them  she  was  earning  her 
living  as  cashier  "in  a  pharmacy  in  the  Avenue  de  la 
Grande  Armee  "  as  a  conclusive  proof  of  the  regularity  of 
her  life  in  Paris. 

The  Hygiene  Exhibition  at  Paris. — On  a  second  visit 
I  found  some  new  exhibits.  Robert  &  Leseurre.  rue  de 
Bourgogne,  show  surgical  requisites,  and  the  Pharmacie 
Centrale  have  a  very  varied  collection  of  medicinal  and 
antiseptic  products.  There  are  many  interesting  items  in 
the  disinfectant  class,  and  Dr.  Poehl.  of  St.  Petersburg, 
shows  his  "beastly  extracts"  which  had  better  have  been 
dubbed  more  correctly. 

Food  and  Appendicitis. — Professor  Armand  Gautier 
has  been  working  up  the  food-statistics  of  Paris,  and  forms 
the  opinion  that  the  average  Parisian  is  well  nourished. 
During  the  last  half-century  the  consumption  of  butcher's 
meat  has  nearly  doubled  here.  In  this  connection  Dr. 
Lucas  Championniere  has  the  conviction  that  appendicitis 
may  usually  be  attributed  to  a  heavy  meat  diet.  Vege- 
tarians seem  to  escape  the  complaint,  and  so  do  the 
Japanese,  who  come  largely  under  the  latter  category. 

The  Air  we  Breathe  in  Paris  is  regularly  analysed  by 
M.  Albert  Levy,  director  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory  at 
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the  Montsouris  (Municipal  Meteorological)  Observatory. 
He  tells  us  that  in  the  sewers  of  Paris  there  are  39  litres 
of  carbonic-acid  gas  per  100  cubic  metres  of  air.  The 
underground  railway  shows  54  to  102  litres  m  the  stations, 
but  171  to  189  in 'the  carriages.  The  Senate  shows  70 
litres,  the  communal  or  board  schools  of  Pans  average 
150  litres,  and  the  Palace  of  Justice  varies  from  84  to 
221  litres,  this  last  "record"  being  held  by  Police  Court 
No.  8. 

M.  Alfred  Elie  Hotjde.  the  new  pharmaceutical  member 
of  the  Paris  Municipal  Council,  was  born  at  Vineelottes 
(Yonne)  in  1854.  His  grandfather  was  exiled  for  his 
political  opinions,  and  his  father  was  conspicuous  in  his 
opposition  of  the  Imperial  regime  during  Napoleon  III. 's 
reign.  M.  Houde  is  a  "self-made  man,"  who  has  divided 
his^life  between  pharmacy  and  politics,  and  has  apparently 
resolved  the  difficult  question  of  simultaneous  success  in 
the  two  lines.  He  took  the  Orfila  prize  in  1885,  and  in 
1893  was  elected  Corresponding  Member  of  the  Madrid 
Academy  of  Medicine.  His  pharmacy  is  situated  in  the 
rue  Albouy,  in  the  Tenth  Arrondissement  of  Paris,  where 
he  has  long  interested  himself  in  matters  of  hygiene, 
charity,  and  education,  and  now  gives  particular  attention 
to  the  financial  and  poor-law  questions  that  come  before 
the  City  Fathers. 

The  ' '  Phaemacie  Britannique  "  is  the  latest  addition 
to  the  long  list  of  Paris  pharmacies  in  the  Vendome  or 
hotel  quarter  which  seek  Anglo-Saxon  patronage  It  is 
a  quiet  and  sufficiently  English-looking  establishment, 
nearly  opposite  the  "Peine  d'Angleterre "  (a  fur-shop 
whose  sign  is  Queen  Victoria  in  her  Coronation  robes)  in 
the  rue  St.  Honore.  A  twelve-page  circular  issued  in 
connection  with  it  contains  three  pages  in  English,  one 
of  which  announces  English  and  American  patents.  Eno's 
fruit  salt  is  priced  at  3f.  50c.  ;  Beetham's  glycerin  and 
cucumber  at  2f.  25c;  Carter's  little  liver-pills  at  If.  50c; 
while  immediately  below  the  enterprising  pharmacist  offers 
his  own  "little  liver-pills"  at  If.,  and  glycerin  and 
cucumber  at  If.  50c  The  "up-to-date  American  soda- 
fountain"  (also  announced  in  English)  was  installed  by 
Stiles,  of  Holborn,  and  is,  I  believe,  the  only  apparatus 
of  this  kind  yet  placed  in  a  Parisian  pharmacy. 

"  Chartreuse." — It  is  reported  that  the  chemist  employed 
by  the  Official  Eeceiver.  who  has  taken  possession 
of  the  property  of  the  Chartreuse  monks,  claims 
to  have  succeeded  in  his  endeavour  to  make  their  liqueur. 
He  states  that  when  he  entered  on  his  duties  he  found 
that  all  the  apparatus  had  been  purposely  damaged  by  the 
former  occupants,  so  that  it  could  not  be  again  used.  They 
had  omitted,  however,  to  clean  out  various  utensils  con- 
taining ingredients,  the  analysis  of  which  proved  of  con- 
siderable assistance.  The  Official  Eeceiver  is  not  only  re- 
suming the  manufacture  but  is  taking  action  against  the 
monks  to  prevent  them  continuing  the  use  of  the  word 
"Chartreuse"  as  the  name  of  their  product,  as  well  as 
against  wholesale  dealers  in  France.  Father  Rey,  who 
claims  that  the  trade-mark  and  goodwill  are  his  private 
property,  has  a  counter-action  to  this. 

The  Congress  of  French  Pharmacy  Assistants  which 
was  held  in  Paris  last  week  proved  to  be  the  most  suc- 
cessful gathering  of  the  kind  yet  held  in  this  country,  and 
one  of  the  results  of  it  was  the  formation  of  a  Federation 
of  the  various  associations  of  pharmacy  assistants  of  France. 
The  speakers  at  the  various  meetings  of  the  Con- 
gress advocated  boycotting  as  the  most  energetic  means  for 
securing  an  improvement  in  the  status  of  pharmacy  assist- 
ants. The  following  were  the  most  important  of  the 
motions  adopted  by  the  Congress  : 

That  the  law  on  accidents  to  workers  should  be  applied 

to  pharmacy. 

That  the  various  Pharmacy  Assistants'  Associations  of 
France  should  fix  a  minimum  salary  for  their  members 
according  to  the  region — that  is,  assistants  in  Paris  and 
large  towns  would  be  better  paid  than  those  in  country 
districts,  where  living  is  cheaper. 

That  municipal  pharmacies  open  from  8  P.M.  to  8  A.M. 
should  be  created. 

That  for  Paris  and  towns  already  possessing  municipal 
pharmacies  open  during  the  day,  a  special  night  service 
should  be  inaugurated,  which  could  be  tried  without  any 
inconvenience  and  but  slight  expense. 

That  in  towns  where  municipal  night  services  cannot  be 


established,  the  medicines  should  be  charged  at  an  enhanced 
price  when  supplied  between  8  p.m.  and  8  a.m. 
In  the  course  of  a  conversation  with  the  representative  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  who  attended  the  meetings. 
M.  Raynaud,  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Paris  Association 
of  Pharmacists'  Assistants,  who  was  mainly  responsible  for 
organising  the  Congress,  said  that  he  considered  a  good  deal 
of  useful  work  had  been  accomplished.  The  task  of  form- 
ing a  strong  organisation  of  assistants  is  a  difficult  one  on 
account  of  the  long  hours  in  French  pharmacies,  and  it  is 
never  possible  to  call  meetings  before  11  p.m.,  which  of 
course  means  a  very  late  hour  before  they  terminate.  With 
reference  to  a  recent  lawsuit  concerning  an  error  in  pre- 
scribing by  a  doctor,  which  an  unqualified  assistant  had 
not  noticed  when  dispensing  the  medicine,  the  Congress 
voted  the  following  suggested  addition  to  the  proposed 
new  French  Pharmacy  Law  : 

The  pharmacist  is  authorised  to  have  the  aid,  but  under 
his  personal  responsibility,  of  one  or  several  assistants,  for 
the  preparation  and  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines. 
This  is  proposed  as  the  text  of  the  existing  law  implies 
that  the  qualified  owner  of  a  pharmacy  must  always  be 
present  when  the  pharmacy  is  open.  The  provincial  dele- 
gates, before  leaving  Paris,  handed  to  M.  Leon  Raynaud, 
Secretary  of  the  Parisian  Syndicate,  a  donation  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund.

(President-elect),  Sir  William  Ramsay,  K.C.B.,  P.R.S.  (President),  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  (London),  and  Mr.  T.  J.  Parker 
'New  York). 
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enthusiasm  were  great.  The  menu,  exquisite  in  design  and 
execution,  was  from  Tiffany's ;  the  music  was  choice ;  and 
for  each  guest  there  were  a  white  chrysanthemum,  a  gilt 
three-handled  loving  cup,  and  a  leaf  of  laurel. 

The  cover  on  the  menu  was  executed  in  chromo-collotype, 
ind  shows  a  sketch  of  the  oldest  part  of  New  York,  where 


business-men  most  do  congregate,  the  power-station  at 
Niagara,  and  the  Falls  thereof. 

Americans  are  past-masters  as  after-dinner  speakers. 
Professor  Chandler  was  toast-master.  In  an  inimitable 
vein  of  quiet  humour  he  called  Sir  William  Eamsay  to 
task  for  bringing  into  the  world  five  of  the  laziest 
elements,  which  had  not  done  an  honest  day's  work  in 
their  lives.  Whether  it  was  that,  or  whether  the  success 
of  the  organisation  of  the  meeting  seemed  to  be  complete, 
the  President  was  led  to  talk  of  the  subject  that  lies 
nearest  his  heart.  His  announcement  in  regard  to  the 
prospective  synthesis  of  atoms  was  a  great  surprise  to  all. 
Proposing  "  The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,"  he  said 
there  was  a  stepfather  to  this  set  of  lazy  elements.  Just 
think,  he  said,  if  they  had  happened  to  bring  elements 
like  oxygen  and  chlorine,  they  would  have  had  to  double 
the  text-books — and  he  was  always  considerate  for  the 
students.  Then  he  went  on  to  tell  of  the  very  small  baby 
from  whom  so  much  might  be  expected.  Concluding,  he 
hoped  that  the  Society  would  ever  remain  one  body,  with 
the  branches  in  perfect  unison  with  the  parent  Society, 
foreshadowing  a  much  larger  union  with  the  Colonies  and 
Greater  Britain — not  under  one  Government,  for  that  is 
impossible,  but  under  the  same  Society. 

Professor  Erdmann,  of  Charlottenburg,  who  spoke  in 
German,  as  a  visitor  from  the  German  Chemical  Society, 
said  he  did  not  look  with  envy  on  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry,  but  rather  as  a  proud  younger  sister  upon  her 
elder.  Their  mutual  object,  the  bringing  together  of 
science  and  technical  knowledge,  was  largely  helped  by  the 
social  element  of  their  meetings.  He  asked  them,  while 
toasting  America  and  England,  to  let  "Germany  be  in 
your  counsel  a  third,"  as  Schiller  had  said.  Many  German 
chemists  joined  in  the  dreimal  Hoeh  that  followed. 

Dr.  W.  H.  Wiley  responded  for  "  Industrial  Corpora- 
tions "  in  place  of  the  Hon.  James  R.  Garfield  (a  son  of  the  ' 


late  President  Garfield).  He  convulsed  the  meeting  with 
his  sallies  when  describing  what  the  visitors  would  see 
while  in  the  States.  He  told  of  an  onion  which  has  been 
discovered  which  is  so  strong  as  to  bring  tears  to  the  eyes 
of  the  potatoes,  and  so  the  problem  of  irrigation  has  been 
solved. 

Professor  Ostwald  spoke  in  excellent  English.  Science, 
he  thought,  forms  the  sure  and  only  construction  of  in- 
ternational interdependence  :  science  is  conquering  all 
human  thinking  and  feeling,  and  uniting  the  peoples  of  the 
world  into  intimate  brotherhood. 

President  W.  H.  Nichols  gave  "  American  Chemical 
Industry."  They  have  in  America,  he  said,  all  kinds  of 
crude  material  and  good  labour,  well  paid  :  it  is  profitable 
to  pay  men  well,  sometimes  doubling  the  production. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer's  toast  was  "The  Committee."  He 
paid  a  choice  compliment  to  the  Executive ;  such  tact,  he 
said,  such  solicitude  and  care  for  our  safety  and  comfort, 
deserved  the  largest  acknowledgment.  He  noted  with 
special  pleasure  the  new  feature  of  a  ladies'  committee. 
They  were  indebted,  more  than  to  anyone  else,  to  Dr. 
Schweitzer,  to  whom  was  due  the  inception  of  the  Ameri- 
can Section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and 
which  had  made  that  delightful  assembly  possible. 

Dr.  Schweitzer  responded  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive, 
and  called  for  special  thanks  to  Mr.  T.  G.  Parker  and 
Dr.  E.  G.  Love,  the  joint  Secretaries,  who  had  been  the 
gold-dust  twins  and  had  clone  the  work. 

The  Excursions. 
Simultaneous  visits  were  conducted  on  Friday  to  chemi- 
cal-works of  varied  interest.  The  copper-refinery,  at 
Laurel  Hill,  of  the  Nichols  Chemical  Company,  of  which 
Mr.  W.  H.  Nichols  is  President,  came  first.  The  party 
was  entertained  here  at  luncheon.  Another  party  visited 
the  spiegel  furnace  of  the  New  Jersey  Zinc  Company,  the 
works  of  the  Balbach  Smelting  and  Refining  Company, 
and  those  of  the  Murphy  Varnish  Company  at  Newark. 
On  Saturday  morning  most  of  the  ladies  and  a  good  many 
of  the  gentlemen  visited  the  jewellery  establishment  of 
Tiffany  &  Co.,  and  were  conducted  by  Dr.  George  Frede- 
rick Kunz,  head  of  the  house  and  a  member  of  the  Society. 
Diamond  and  jewel  cutting  and  setting  were  seen  and 
explained,  and  pieces  of  the  priceless  stock  examined  and 
appraised.  A  string  of  pearls  valued  at  20,000/.,  and  the. 
Tiffany  diamond  (125-carat),  which  no  money  can  buy, 
were  shown  to  them.  Here,  too,  was  seen  the  new  mineral 
— Kunzite — discovered  a  year  ago  in  Canada,  and  which  is 
now  cut  into  gems  of  rich  lilac,  pink,  and  rose.  It  is 
named  in  honour  of  the  director.  Kunzite  has  been 
studied  by  Professor  Charles  Baskerville  along  with  Dr. 
George  F.  Kunz. 

Another  party  on  Saturday  visited  the  works  of  Thomas 
A.  Edison  on  the  East  River.  The  invitations  of  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  other  electrical  works  had 
also  been  accepted.  The  inevitable  brewery  claimed  a 
share,  and  the  genial  Dr.  Wm.  McMurtrie  (Royal  Baking- 
powder  Company)  conducted  a  party  over  his  cream-of- 
tartar  works.  More  paint-works  and  the  plant  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Borax  Company  (a  few  years  ago  all  the  boric 
acid  was  imported),  and  others.  Visitors  to  the  model 
mineral-water  factory  of  Mr.  Carl  H.  Schultz  were  served 
with  luncheon  and  presented  with  another  loving  cup. 

On  Saturday  at  the  Liederkranz,  a  German  club  whose 
object  is  indicated  by  its  name,  an  illuminated  address  was 
presented  by  Sir  William  Ramsay  on  behalf  of  the  visitors 
who  had  been  the  guests  of  the  New  York  Section  during 
the  annual  meeting,  to  place  on  record  their  feelings  of 
gratitude  and  esteem  to  the  New  York  Section  for  the 
magnificent  reception  accorded  to  them. 

The  most  of  Sunday  was  occupied  with  a  steamer-trip 
through  the  "goodliest  scenes  of  the  mighty  Hudson," 
the  classical  ground  of  the  legend  of  "the  late  Diedrich 
Knickerbocker."  The  surprise  on  this  occasion  was  the 
presentation,  by  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer,  on  behalf  of  the 
eighteen  lady  visitors,  of  a  silver  vase  of  unique  and  chaste 
design  to  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Pellew,  chairwoman  of  the 
Ladies'  Committee,  wife  of  Dr.  Pellew,  Adjunct  Professor 
of  Chemistry  at  Columbia  University,  and  daughter  of 
Professor  Chandler,  the  Professor  of  Chemistry.  With 
this  trip  concluded  the  arrangements  for  the  visit  in  New 
York.    This  morning  the  home  party  started  for  St.  Louis. 
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Kansas  City,  Mo..  September  7.* 

THE  fifty-second  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  con- 
vened on  September  5  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  with 
an  attendance  of  over  four  hundred.  "  Delegates  were 
present  from  the  various  State  Associations,  from  boards 
and  colleges  of  pharmacy,  from  the  American  Medical 
Association,  from  the  N.W.D.A.  and  the  N.A.R.D..  and 
official  representatives  of  the  U.S.  Agricultural,  Navy, 
and  Marine  Hospital  services.  The  Association  was  wel- 
comed by  the  Mayor  of  Kansas  City,  and  after  the  usual 
opening  exercises, 

The  President's  Address 
was  delivered  by  Mr.  L.  C.  Hopp.  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
The  address  dealt  principally  with  the  present  condition 
of  the  Association,  especially  as  regards  membership  and 
finance.  The  slow  growth  of  the  Association  the  President 
considered  to  be  due  to  lack  of  proper  publicity,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  Committee  on  Publicity  was  advised, 
whose  duties  should  be  to  keep  the  trade  Press  informed 
as  to  the  work  of  the  various  Sections  during  the  interval 
between  the  annual  meetings.  At  the  same  time,  the 
advisability  of  establishing  sections  of  the  Association 
in  Canada,  Cuba,  and  Hawaii  was  pointed  out, 
with  a  view  to  increasing  the  membership  in  those  coun- 
tries. As  the  finances  are  in  a  bad  way,  and  the  Associa- 
tion is  running  behind,  the  President  suggested  retrench- 
ment in  expenditures  and  possibly  reduction  of  the  salary- 
list.  Great  care  should  be  exercised  in  recommending  new 
legislation,  but  the  Association  was  advised  to  encourage 
the  passage  of  laws  in  the  various  States,  similar  to  the 
New  York  pre-requisite  law,  providing  that  all  applicants 
for  registration  as  pharmacists  must  be  graduates  of  a 
recognised  college  of  pharmacy.  The  plan  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  National  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Medicines  should 
be  discussed  by  the  various  Sections  interested  before  being 
taken  up  by  the  Association  as  a  whole.  Suggestions  were 
also  made  as  to  the  routine-work  of  the  Association,  and  it 
was  recommended  that  the  Section  on  Historical  Phar- 
macy be  made  a  permanent  feature  of  the  Association. 

The  address  was  referred  to  the  usual  committee  of  three 
for  consideration. 

The  New  U.S.P. 
An  unofficial  statement  was  made  by  some  of  the  trustees 
of  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeial  Committee  to  the  effect  that 
the  new  U.S.P.  will  be  published  on  January  1,  1905,  and 
will  take  legal  effect  on  April  1.  1905.  The  delay  in 
publication  is  due  to  the  unwieldy  character  of  the 
Revision  Committee,  which  consists  of  twenty-six  mem- 
bers, rendering  agreement  on  certain  matters  a  long  and 
tedious  process.  The  death  of  the  late  Chairman.  Mr. 
Charles  Rice,  had  also  much  delayed  the  work  of  the  Re- 
vision Committee.

Finances. 

The  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  reports  dealt  with  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Association,  and  showed  that 
last  year's  business  had  resulted  in  a  deficit  of  $1,044.04. 
the  total  receipts  being  $6,970.36.  and  expenditures 
$8,014.40.  The  Procter,  Centennial,  and  Ebert  funds  had 
increased  in  value,  their  total  present  value  being 
$17,412.41. 

Committee  on  Revision  of  the  U.S.P. 

Th  report  of  this  committee  was  presented  by  Mr.  F.  S. 
Hereth,  Chicago,  the  Chairman,  and  contained  a  number

of  suggestions  relative  to  the  future  work  of  the  committee. 
In  the  first  place  the  name  was  inaccurate,  as  the  com- 
mittee had  no  power  to  make  changes  in  the  U.S.P.  The 
name  should  therefore  be  changed  to  "  Committee  on  the 
U.S.P.,"  and  the  committee  advised  that  the  members,  or 
the  Chairman  at  least,  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  ten 
years  in  order  properly  to  systematise  the  work.  It  was 
further  recommended  that  the  National  Committee  on  the 
Revision  of  the  U.S.P.  be  requested  to  furnish  an  abstract 
of  its  proceedings  to  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
Press  or  to  manufacturers  of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  Some  method  should  also  be  adopted  by 
which  physicians  and  pharmacists  could  be  notified  of  any 
marked  changes  in  the  strength  of  official  preparations 
when  the  new  U.S.P.  is  issued.  The  advisability  of  bind- 
ing the  National  Formulary  with  the  U.S.P.  was  also 
urged,  and  questions  were  asked  as  to  how  far  manufac- 
turers may  go  in  departing  from  the  strict  letter  of  the 
U.S.P.  in  making  tinctures  and  fluid  extracts,  and  still  be 
justified  in  labelling  their  products  U.S.P.  For  example, 
in  making  tincture  of  opium,  is  a  manufacturer  justified  in 
extracting  the  opium  with  water,  adding  the  official  quan- 
tity of  alcohol,  and  labelling  his  product  "U.S.P."?  The 
question  was  also  raised  whether,  in  the  manufacture  of 
unofficial  fluid  extracts  which  are  made  of  a  definite 
strength  of  alkaloid  by  assay,  the  maker  is  justified  in 
using  a  high-grade  drug  and  making,  say,  a  pint  (16  oz.) 
of  extract  from  §  lb.  of  drug,  or  whether  he  must  only 
dilute  his  extract  with  an  inferior  extract  of  the  same  drug. 

A  prolonged  discussion  followed  the  report,  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee  were  adopted  except 
that  suggesting  the  binding  together  of  the  N.F.  and  the 
U.S.P.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  the 
changes  in  the  by-laws  of  the  Association  which  were 
rendered  necessary  by  the  adoption  of  the  suggestions  of 
the  committee. 

The  Commercial  Section. 

The  Chairman  of  this  section  was  prevented  by  pro- 
tracted illness  from  attending,  and  there  was  consequently 
no  address  from  the  chair.  Papers  were  presented  on 
"Pay  versus  Free  Telephones"  and  on  "Department 
Accounts,"  which  precipitated  long  wrangles  on  the  advisa- 
bility of  making  the  drug-store  a  place  of  accommodation 
to  the  general  public. 

The  President-elect  (Mr.  J.  H.  Beal)  discussed  "  The 
Deficiency  in  Assistant -pharmacists  and  the  Need  for  a 
Longer  Probationary  Period."  He  pointed  out  that  the 
present  scarcity  of  assistants  is  due  to  the  fact  that  at  an 
early  age  the  assistant  becomes  a  proprietor,  resulting  in  an 
increased  number  of  stores,  greater  competition,  lessened 
profits,  and  poorer  salaries  for  assistants.  If  a  proba- 
tionary period  of  three  to  five  years  were  required  between 
registration  as  an  assistant  and  as  a  pharmacist,  it  would 
seem  to  keep  the  young  man  from  opening  a  store  hastily, 
would  keep  down  competition,  and  enable  proprietors  to 
pay  better  salaries. 

Mr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler,  chief  of  the  drug  laboratory  of 
the  LT.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  discussed  the 
enormous  range  in  prices  for  "C.P."  chemicals,  as  shown 
by  bids  for  Government  supplies.  He  said  that  the  letters 
"C.P."  are  variously  interpreted  by  manufacturers  as 
"commercially  pure,"  "conscientiously  pure,"  and  often 
by  chemists  as  "  cussedly  poor.  The  reason  for  the  varia- 
tion in  price  is  not  easy  to  understand.  Some  manufac- 
turers bid  on  chemicals  of  their  own  make,  which  they 
honestly  believe  are  CP.,  while  at  the  same  time  they  are 
ignorant  of  their  quality,  as  they  keep  no  expert  to  ex- 
amine their  products.  Other  makers  consider  Government 
business  a  good  advertisement  and  accept  orders  at  a  loss 
for  this  reason.  The  following  shows  the  wide  range  in 
prices  of  a  few  chemicals  required  by  the  Government  for 
analytical  purposes  :

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The  speaker  pointed  out  that  it  is  by  no  means  the  case 
that  the  highest-priced  goods  are  the  V  <&t  in  quality. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  Section  for  the  ensuing- 
year  resulted  in  Mr.  C.  R.  Sharman,  of  Detroit,  being 
made  Chairman,  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Riley,  of  Alton,  111.,  was 
appointed  Secretary. 

The  Historical  Committee, 
irreverently  called  by  some  "The  Has  Beens,'  held  one 
session,  at  which  some  interesting  papers  descriptive  of  the 
drug-trade  in  America  were  presented.  Dr.  Kremers, 
the  Chairman  of  the  committee,  recommended  that  the 
Association  be  requested  to  make  the  committee  a  regular 
section  of  the  Association,  and  it  seems  likely  that  this 
will  be  adopted.  The  comittee  is  collecting  an  excellent 
lot  of  photographs,  papers,  and  other  data  of  historical 
interest. 

The  Section  on  Education  and  Legislation. 
The  work  of  this  Section  is  becoming  more  valuable  year 
by  year,  and  its  work  is  bearing  fruit  all  over  the  United 
States,  not  only  in  securing  better  educational  facilities, 
but  in  directing  the  manner  in  which  pharmacy  laws  in  the 
various  States  should  be  framed.  The  work  of  last  year's 
session  on  the  subject  of  the  sale  of  narcotics  has  already 
borne  fruit  in  the  passage  of  laws  in  some  States  restrict- 
ing the  traffic  in  narcotic  drugs. 

The  Chairman's  Address. 

Mr.  Harry  B.  Mason,  of  Detroit,  who  presided  over  the 
Section,  in  opening  the  proceedings  referred  to  the  past 
year  as  ushering  in  a  new  era  in  the  evolutionary  develop- 
ment of  the  profession.  Over  thirty  years  ago  a  movement 
was  initiated  which,  consciously  or  unconsciously  to  its 
supporters,  looked  towards  the  enactment  of  a  pharmacy 
law  in  every  State  and  Territory  in  the  Union — a  law 
making  it  necessary  for  druggists  to  undergo  State  Board 
examinations,  and  surrounding  the  vocation  with  other 
necessary  and  proper  restrictions.  This  movement  has 
been  brought  to  its  culmination  during  the  past  year  by 
Congress  in  enacting  a  law  for  Indian  Territory,  the  last 
Commonwealth  to  be  provided  with  a  statute.  The  first 
stage  in  the  legislative  process  has  thus  been  passed ;  and 
the  second  stage  has  been  entered  upon  without  delay.  New 
York  has  this  year  placed  an  Act  upon  her  statute-book 
which  insists  that  every  man  who  desires  to  practise  the 
art  of  the  apothecary  must  not  only  pass  the  State  Board 
examination,  but  must  also  be  graduated  from  a  reputable 
school  or  college  of  pharmacy.  The  year  has  thus  wit- 
nessed the  closing  of  one  era  and  the  opening  of  another ; 
and  it  is  no  idle  statement  that  the  date  1904  will  be 
looked  back  upon  with  great  interest  in  the  years  to  come, 
when  the  historic  sense  and  the  pride  of  profession  shall 
have  reached  a  fuller  and  more  satisfactory  development 
in  pharmacy.  Mr.  Mason  proceeded  to  discuss  the  future 
of  pharmaceutical  education,  as  influenced  by  this  de- 
parture, then  spoke  of  the  stringency  of  the  drug-clerk 
market,  and  anti-cocaine  legislation. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  L.  Cliffe, 
of  Philadelphia,  followed  the  lines  adopted  in  previous 
years,  and  embodied  the  principal  features  of  the  reports 
of  the  various  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy.  A  draft  of  a 
model 

law  to  regulate  the  sale  of  narcotics 
was  presented,  and  provides  for  fines  and  imprisonment  for 
the  sale  of  certain  drugs  except  on  the  order  of  a  physician, 
and  also  fines  for  physicians  who  may  issue  a  prescription 
for  a  narcotic  to  any  habitual  user  of  drugs  or  to  any 
person  not  regularly  under  his  care.  The  proposed  model 
law  was  adopted,  with  the  suggestion  that  the  various 
State  Associations  endeavour  to  follow  the  lines  laid  down 
therein  in  securing  the  passage  of  such  laws. 

The  officers  of  the  Section  were  re-elected  for  another 
year. 

Section  on  Practical  Pharmacy  and  Dispensing. 
The  annual  address  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Burke,  of  Detroit,  dealt  entirely  with  the  work  of  the 
Section,  and  was  chiefly  interesting  from  the  fact  that  the 
recommendation  was  made  that  this  Section  be  consolidated 
with  the  Commercial  Section  owing  to  the  lack  of  interest 
shown  in  the  work  of  the  latter  since  the  formation  of  the 


N.A.R.D.  The  recommendation  precipitated  a  long  dis- 
cussion, which  resulted  in  the  veto  of  the  proposal  on  the 
grounds  that  the  two  Sections  had  little  if  anything  in 
common. 

Committee  on  National  Formulary. 

Mr.  C.  Lewis  Diehl  presented  the  report  of  this  com- 
mittee, which  consisted  entirely  of  a  description  of  the 
changes  which  would  be  necessitated  owing  to  the  near 
approach  of  the  new  U.S. P.,  and  also  of  the  changes  in 
title  which  would  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  resolution 
of  last  year  instructing  the  committee  to  make  the  titles 
of  N.F.  preparations  as  terse  as  possible. 

A  long  and  somewhat  acrimonous  discussion  followed 
upon  the  motion  to  instruct  the  committee  to  adopt 
"coined  and  euphonious"  titles  in  place  of  descriptive 
ones.  Some  of  the  retailers  arrayed  themselves  strongly 
against  the  "journalistic  and  professional  element,"  and 
urged  that  the  only  way  to  meet  the  competition  of  the 
"St.  Louis  ethpharmal  houses"  and  such  ilk,  as  repre- 
sented in  preparations  of  the  antikamnia,  ammonol,  listerine, 
etc.,  type,  was  for  the  trade  to  adopt  similar  titles  for 
N.F.  preparations.  The  proposal  wac  finally  voted  down, 
and  the  report  of  the  committee  adopter. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Westcott,  of  Atlantic  City,  N.J..  was 
elected  Chairman  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Kirchgessner,  of  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  Secretary  of  the  Section  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Scientific  Section. 

The  Chairman's  address  by  Professor  W.  A.  Pnckner. 
of  Chicago,  dealt  with  "Recent  Progress  in  Analytical 
Chemistry,"  but  was  prefaced  by  a  report  of  the  officers 
of  the  Section  in  which  suggestions  were  made  relative  to 
making  the  work  of  the  Section  more  attractive  to  the 
retail  pharmacist.  The  plan  of  compelling  authors  of  long 
technical  papers  to  present  them  in  abstract,  and  of  having 
a  short  abstract  in  the  printed  programme,  had  been  founds 
to  work  well,  and  much  facilitated  the  work  of  the  Section. 
It  was  recommended  that,  if  possible,  some  distinguished 
pharmacist  or  man  of  science  be  asked  to  deliver  a  popular 
address  on  some  of  the  leading  questions  of  the  day  at 
each  annual  meeting. 

THE  EBERT  PRIZE 

was  not  awarded,  but  the  committee  recommended  that 
two  papers  by  Dr.  H.  M.  Gordin  on  "The  Crystalline 
Substances  of  Prickly  Ash  Bark  "  and  "  A  Contribution  to 
the  Chemistry  of  Chelidomne,"  by  Messrs.  J.  0.  Schlotter- 
beck  and  H.  C.  Watkins,  which  were  of  the  nature  of 
preliminary  reports,  be  taken  into  consideration  upon., 
completion  of  their  work. 
The  report  of  the 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  DRUG-MARKET 

was  presented  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Gane,  of  New  York,  and 
called  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  character  of  the 
medicinal  chemicals  offered  by  American  manufacturers, 
pointing  out  that  it  had  been  stated  that  the  failure  of 
some  American  chemicals  to  respond  to  the  simple  test  of 
making  a  clear  solution  in  water  has  discredited  them  in 
foreign  markets.  The  committee  further  recommended 
that,  in  view  of  the  recent  advances  in  the  price  of 
American  crude  drugs  and  their  increasing  scarcity,  en- 
couragement should  be  given  to  efforts  to  stimulate  interest 
in  the  cultivation  of  such  drugs,  and  to  introduce  to  culti- 
vation such  foreign  drugs  as  can  be  introduced  to  advan- 
tage. Detailed  results  of  examinations  of  many  hundreds 
of  various  drugs  and  chemicals  which  failed  to  respond  to 
the  usual  standard  were  appended  to  the  report,  which  was 
adopted.  Papers  were  then  presented.  Dr.  Jowett's  on 
cascara  (printed  in  the  0.  <f-  D.  last  week)  was  presented 
by  Mr.  E.  H.  Gane,  and  received  in  a  most  cordial  manner. 
A  paper  on 

ALOES  AND  ALOIN 

by  Drs.  A.  R.  L.  Dohme  and  H.  Engelhardt  was  pre- 
sented, in  which  were  given  deails  of  a  method  for  the 
estimation  of  the  amount  of  aloin  in  aloes,  based  on 
Sehonteten's  reaction.  The  aloes  is  extracted  with  methyl 
alcohol  and  chloroform,  the  residue  taken  up  with  hot 
water,  and  the  aqueous  solution  mixed  with  a  solution  of 
borax,  which  gives  a  yellow  solution  with  a  vivid  green 
fluorescence.    By  the  intensity  of  the  fluorescence  the 
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amount  of  aloin  is  determined,  using  a  standard  solution  of 
aloin  in  borax  solution  1  to  250,000  for  comparison. 
The  same  authors  also  presented  a  paper  cn 

COFAIEA, 

giving  results  of  the  examination  of  a  number  of  samples, 
and  stating  that  rosin  is  a  common  adulterant,  and  that 
petroleum  or  paraffin  has  also  been  found,  one  sample 
being  evidently  a  mixture  of  paraffin,  rosin,  and  oil  of 
copaiba.  The  new  U.S. P.  will  contain  tests  for  acid  and 
saponification  numbers,  which  it  is  hoped  will  prevent  the 
adulteration  of  (his  drug. 

Dr.  Dohme  also  presented  a  paper  cn 

ACETIC-ACID  EXTRACTS, 

criticising  the  use  of  the  menstruum,  and  pointing  out 
that  assays  of  the  drug  and  resulting  extracts  show  that 
in  some  cases  hydrolysis  of  the  active  principle  occurs,  and 
that  the  acid  is  not  a  fit  menstruum  for  general  use. 
Belladonna  and  colchicum  extracts  retain  the  alkaloids 
unchanged,  while  extracts  of  lobelia  and  digitalis  show  a 
loss  of  nearly  50  per  cent  of  active  principle  in  percolation. 

Dr.  Dohme  also  presented  a  note  on  the  fixed  oil  of 
mandrake  (podophyllum),  stating  that  he  is  working  on 
the  composition  of  the  oil  and  will  have  the  results  ready 
in  time  for  the  "Proceedings." 

By  a  Later  Post 
we  learn  that  Mr.  Eustace  H.  Gane,  Ph.C,  chief  of  Messrs. 
McKesson  &  Robbins's  laboratories,  and  a  former  Bell 
scholar  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Bloomsbury  Square, 
was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Scientific  Section  of  the 
Association.  The  Enno  Sander  prize  for  the  best  prac- 
tical paper  on  pharmacy  was  awarded  to  Mr.  G.  M. 
Beringer  (Camden,  N.J.)  for  his  work  on  "  Sapo  mollis  " 
Owing  to  disagreement  among  the  committee  the  Maisch 
and  Association  prizes  were  not  awarded.  It  was  decidod 
to  erect  in  the  grounds  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  a  bronze  statue  of  William  Procter.  The 
Association  will  meet  at  Atlanta  City.  N.J.,  next  year. 
We  reserve  the  rest  of  our  reporter's  notes  until  a 
iater  issue. 


Canadian  IRcws. 

(Frcm  our  own  Correspondent.) 


A  Dogfish-oil  Factory  is  to  be  established  in  British 
Columbia,  probably  on  Vancouver  Island.  This  will  make 
the  fourth  in  the  maritime  provinces. 

The  Drug -trade  Company  has  been  registered  in  Ontario 
with  a  capital  of  $80,000.  The  promoters  are  Messrs.  A. 
Hargreaves,  I.  Curry,  G.  Marshall,  A.  E.  Walton,  A.  M. 
Dow,  W.  H.  Worden,  and  D.  E.  Munro.  of  Toronto. 

White-lead  Manufacture. — Mr.  Barber,  of  the  Carter 
White-lead  Company,  Chicago  and  Omaha,  has  concluded 
arrangements  for  the  leasing  of  the  large  C.P.R.  shops  on 
Delorimier  Avenue,  Montreal,  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing a  white-lead  factory,  British  Columbian  ore  being  used. 

The  Cut-price  War.— The  Executive  Board  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Medicine  Association  held  a  meeting  at  Toronto 
on  September  7  regarding  the  proposed  anti-cutting  agree- 
ment. The  Board  disapproved  of  the  action  of  the  whole- 
sale houses  in  trying  to  force  the  retail  druggists  to  buy 
direct  from  them,  ai,d  proprietors  have  practically  decided 
to  withhold  supplies  from  the  wholesalers  if  any  pressure 
is  brought  to  bear  upon  retailers  to  coerce  them  into  sign- 
ing agreements  to  deal  only  with  wholesale  houses.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  look  into  the  action  of  the  whole- 
salers and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Marriage  of  Miss  Dorothy  Fulford  was,  accord- 
ing to  a  local  chronicler,  "one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
elaborate  ever  seen  in  Brockville."  The  church  was  con- 
verted into  a  bower  of  beauty  with  lavish  floral  decora- 
tions. The  bridal  party  stood  under  a  massive  green  arch, 
extending  from  which  were  streamers  of  cedar  wreathing, 
sprinkled  with  wreaths  of  China  asters,  forming  a  canopy. 
The  natural  beauty  of  the  bride  was  further  enhanced  by 
an  exquisite  gown,  a  Parisian  creation  of  white  Liberty 
satin,  with  elaborate  trimmings  of  white  rose,  point  lace, 
and  orange-blossoms.  Her  tulle  veil  was  fastened  with  a 
wreath  of  orange-blossoms.    She  wore  a  diamond  crescent, 


the  gift  of  the  bridegroom.  A  reception  in  keeping  with 
the  occasion  was  held  at  Fulford  Place.  Mrs.  Hardy  re- 
ceived congratulations  under  a  large  floral  bell.  Senator 
Fulford  presented  the  bride  with  Thornton  Cliff,  a  magni- 
ficent residence,  overlooking  the  St.  Lawrence,  where  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Hardy  will  reside  on  returning  from  an  Eastern 
wedding  trip. 

Protecting  Prices. — At  Montreal  on  September  5,  Mr. 
Justice  Pagnuelo  gave  judgment  in  an  action  by  Messrs. 
Wampole  &  Co.,  of  Toronto,  makers  of  a  tasteless  prepara- 
tion of  cod-liver  oil,  to  prevent  by  injunction  Mr.  John  T. 
Lyons,  a  druggist,  of  Montreal,  from  selling  the  prepara- 
tion at  less  than  $1  a  bottle.  The  plaintiff's  case  was 
that  they  had  contracted  with  defendant  to  supply  him 
with  the  preparation  at  a  price  equivalent  to  56c.  or  58c. 
a  bottle,  on  condition  that  he  should  not  retail  it  at  less 
than  $1,  and  Mr.  Lyons  had  sold  for  85c.  a  bottle,  and 
had  advertised  it  for  68c.  The  judge  refused  the  injunc- 
tion, holding  that  Wampole  &  Co.  had  no  interest  in  the 
matter,  as  the  proceedings  were  taken  in  the  interest  of 
the  restrictive-price  plan  of  the  Drug  Section  of  the 
Retail  Merchants'  Association,  who  fixed  the  $1  price  in 
their  own  interest.  The  Court  also  held  that,  even  if  the 
petitioners  had  an  interest,  they  were  not  exposed  to  the 
serious  and  irreparable  damage  required  to  justify  the 
injunction.  The  Court  further  held  that  the  preparation 
sold  by  Lyons  at  less  than  $1  was  shown  not  to  have  been 
purchased  by  him  from  Wampole  &  Co.,  but  came  from 
another  source,  and  consequently  the  contract  invoked  did 
not  apply.  Mr.  Surveyer.  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiff, 
gave  notice  of  appeal. 

Dumping  Ended. — You  dealt  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  some  time  ago  [July  23,  page  130]  with  the 
Budget  speech  by  the  Canadian  Minister  of  Finance,  in 
which  he  outlined  the  new  method  which  has  been  intro- 
duced to  prevent  dumping.  The  new  regulations  made 
under  the  enactment  since  passed  were  issued  on  Septem- 
ber 2  by  the  Department  of  Customs  at  Ottawa,  100,000 
copies  being  printed  and  furnished  to  Collectors  of  Customs 
and  exporters.  The  articles  from  the  United  States  which 
are  most  largely  dumped  in  Canada  include  hardware 
and  patent  medicines.  The  manufacturers  of  the  latter 
in  Canada  have  been  able  to  establish  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Department  that  patent  medicines  from  the  United 
States  are  sold  in  Canada  at  25  per  cent,  less  than  in  the 
country  of  manufacture,  and  under  the  new  enactment 
these  medicines  will  have  to  pay  this  25  per  cent,  besides 
the  regular  duty  on  imported  medicines.  Goods  imported 
from  Great  Britain  will  be  treated  similarly,  but  there  is 
little  dumping  from  that  quarter;  nevertheless  T  give  a 
concise  statement  of  the  conditions  of  importation  : 

Invoices  in  duplicate  (instead  of  one  copy  as  hitherto)  pro- 
perly certified  to,  must  be  delivered  to  the  Custom  House  with 
the  bills  of  entry  for  all  imported  goods,  one  copy  to  be  filed 
as  usual  at  the  ports,  and  the  other  to  be  sent,  with  a  copy 
of  the  entry,  to  a  special  checking  branch  at  headquarters  in 
Ottawa.  This  follows  the  rule  of  the  United  States  Customs 
authorities,  who  require  two  copies  of  each  invoice. 

The  regulations  further  provide  that  each  invoice  shall  show 
in  one  column  the  actual  price  at  which  the  articles  have  been 
sold  to  the  importer  in  Canada,  and  in  a  separate  column  the 
fair  market- value  of  each  article  as  sold  for  home  consump- 
tion in  the  country  of  export. 

The  Department  has  prepared  and  approved  a  form  of 
invoice,  and  it  is  intended  that  this  form  shall  be  adopted 
by  all  exporters  to  Canada  as  soon  as  possible.  Specimen 
copies  will  be  furnished  at  the  various  Custom-houses. 

An  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  form  of  certi- 
fication of  invoices.  The  certificate  known  as  Form  "J." 
which  heretofore  has  been  required  on  all  invoices  of  goods 
except  for  entry  under  the  British  preferential  tariff,  has 
been  abolished,  and  a  new  and  more  comprehensive  one 
substituted,  which  is  substantially  a  signed  declaration  that 
the  goods  are  not  dumped  in  the  sense  of  the  Statute. 

Pharmaceutical  Research. — At  the  last  Council-meef- 
ing  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Quebec  a  letter 
was  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Research  Committee  of 
the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy.  It  has  evidently  been 
decided  to  form  a  committee  of  each  of  the  Associations 
throughout  the  Dominion,  the  purpose  being  to  compile 
certain  formula?  which  will  tend  to  lessen  the  amount  of 
semi-patent  medicines  which  are  in  the  market.  Several 
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■compounds,  such  as  pulv.  acetanilid  co.,  compound  pepsin 
powder,  elixir  of  terpin  hydrate,  wine  of  cod  liver  oil,  and 
similar  preparations,  are  under  consideration.  The  aim  of 
-the  committee  will  be  to  form  a  Canadian  Formulary  on  a 
similar  basis  to  the  National  Formulary  ;  but  the  Associa- 
tions which  have  this  project  in  hand  evidently  forget  that 

■  there  is  already  a  committee  on  the  Canadian  Addendum, 
■of  which  Professor  Adami  is  the  Canadian  President,  he 
having  with  him  such  men  as  Messrs.  W.  H.  Chapman, 
J.  E.  Morrison,  Alex.  B.  J.  Moore,  and  Professor  Black- 
ader.  Each  of  the  Associations  throughout  the  Dominion, 
-of  which  there  are  about  seven,  are  invited  to  send 
formula?,  which  will  be  fully  attested  and  approved  as 
regards  title,  external  appearance,  reliable  effect,  and 
stability.  The  committee  which  has  been  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Quebec 

■  consists  of  Messrs.  Henry  E.  Gray,  A.  E.  Duberger,  J.  E. 

Morrison,  W.   H.   Chapman,   and  Alex.   B.   J.  Moore. 

The  report  of  each  Association  has  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
■the  Eesearch  Com.nittee  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Phar- 
macy by  January  1,  1905.

Cape  Colony. 

Messrs.  James  Hamilton  &  Son,  of  Dundee,  Scotland, 
-are  registering  a  design  for  a  trade-mark  in  Classes  38  and 
50,  Cape  Colony,  covering  a  leather  and  metal  polish. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Helmore,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of 
'Helmore  &  Alldridge,  chemists,  Kimberley,  has  taken  over 
■the  business  and  will  carry  it  on  in  future  under  his  own 
name. 

Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.,  Cape  Town,  secured  the 
contract  for  the  supply  of  medicines  and  medicinal  com- 
forts to  the  American  Squadron  on  its  arrival  in  Cape 
waters. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. — A  general 
.meeting  was  called  for  August  24  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  rooms. 
The  attendance  was  only  large  enough  to  form  a  quorum, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  (Mr.  J.  S.  North)  Mr. 
A.  J.  Rivett  occupied  the  chair.  The  previous  minutes  were 
•read,  but  no  business  was  transacted  thereafter. 

New  Chemists. — The  following  have  been  registered  to 
practise  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  Colony  :  Andrew 
Hare  Stewart,  chemist  and  druggist,  Great  Britain  (1899)  ; 
Job  Parry  Casewell,  pharmaceutical  chemist  (1892) 
(formerly  of  Preston,  Brighton);  Joseph  Barrie,  chemist 
and  druggist  (1899)  (formerly  of  Bonnyrigg,  N.B.)  ; 
Arthur  Houldsworth  Mirrilees,  chemist  and  druggist  (1894) 
(formerly  of  Partick,  N.B.). 

Consumption  Crusade. — A  deputation,  composed  mainly 
of  medical  men  attended  at  the  Colonial  Office  on 
August  26  in  order  to  bring  before  Sir  Lewis  Michell, 
Acting  Secretary,  some  resolutions  which  had  been  adopted 
•by  the  Council  of  the  Society  for  the  Cure  of  Consump- 
tion. Sir  Lewis,  in  replying  to  the  speakers,  indicated  that 
he  considered  the  municipal  proposal  in  regard  to  street 
•expectoration  to  be  too  drastic,  and  assured  them  that 
the  Government  have  no  power  to  prevent  the  landing  of 
consumptives.    The  deputation  was  a  bit  disappointed. 

Doctors  Differ. — In  the  Supreme  Court,  Cape  Colony, 
■on  August  8,  Dr.  J.  J.  Coulton,  of  Humansdorp,  obtained 
interdict  and  2QQI.  damages,  and  costs,  against  Dr.  J.  E. 
Bull,  also  of  Humansdorp.  The  case  for  plaintiff  was  to 
the  effect  that  he  engaged  defendant  in  England  as  his 
assistant  for  twelve  months,  at  a  salary  of  20/.  a  month 


and  tree  apartments,  paying  his  passage  from  England 
In  the  agreement  it  was  specified  that,  at  the  end  of  the 
engagement,  the  defendant  should  not  practise  in  the  dis- 
trict for  a  period  of  five  years,  under  a  penalty  of  1,000/ 
In  breach  of  the  agreement  defendant  after  a  period  of 
twelve  months  carried  on  a  practice  in  Humansdorp.  De- 
fendant alleged  that  he  had  been  wrongfully  and  unlaw- 
fully dismissed  by  the  plaintiff  prior  to  the  termination  of 
the  agreement. 

Infamous  Conduct  in  a  Professional  Respect.— Mr 
Arthur  Meyer,  a  German  subject,  and  a  graduate  in  dentis- 
try of  the  Berlin  University,  went  out  to  Cape  Town  in 
1899,  and  started  in  practice  there  as  the  Anglo-African 
Dental  Association.  Last  June  the  "  Cape  Times  "  brought 
out  a  special  issue,  and  Mr.  Meyer's  announcement  appeared 
m  it  among  "  Prominent  Business  Houses  in  Cape  Town." 
Thereupon  the  Colonial  Medical  Council  considered  his  con- 
duct, and  on  June  28,  1904,  ordered  his  name  to  be  struck 
off  the  register,  because  it  was  contrary  to  the  terms  of 
their  resolution  come  to  in  1900,  which  constituted  adver- 
tising either  in  newspapers  or  by  other  means  improper  and 
unprofessional  conduct.  Mr.  Meyer  took  action  against 
the  Council  before  the  Supreme  Court,  on  August  24,  for 
an  order  declaring  the  Council's  resolution  to  be  illegal. 
Mr.  W.  P.  Schreiner  and  Sir  Henry  Juta  were  his  counsel, 
and  Mr.  Burton  represented  the  Council.  After  a  long- 
argument  the  Chief  Justice  (the  Right  Hon.  Sir  J.  H.  de 
Villiers)  and  Mr.  Justice  Hopley  granted  Mr.  Meyer's 
application.  The  Chief  Justice,  in  the  course  of  his  judg- 
ment, said  the  Council's  conduct  was  an  illegal  and  irre- 
gular proceeding,  which  the  Court  was  justified  in  declaring 
to  be  such.  It  was  not  necessary  for  him  to  go  into  the 
question  as  to  whether  in  any  case  advertising  could  become 
disgraceful  or  infamous,  even  if  persisted  in.  In  the  pre- 
sent case  the  only  advertisement  which  was  referred  to  in 
the  notice  given  to  the  applicant  by  the  Council  was  a 
kind  of  puffing  statement  in  regard  to  the  applicant,  pub- 
lished in  a  special  edition  of  the  "  Cape  Times,"  in  which 
the  general  progress  of  the  Colony  in  regard  to  its  indus- 
tries and  so  on  was  set  forth.  There  was  no  evidence  that 
Mr.  Meyer  had  paid  for  this.  He  refused  to  answer  the 
question  whether  he  had  paid  for  it  or  not.  The  question 
really  did  not  arise  whether  there  had  been  such  improper 
or  unprofessional  conduct  as  would  have  justified  a  warn- 
ing or  a  reprimand  in  terms  of  the  first  part  of  Section  13, 
but  he  did  say  this  :  that  the  applicant  had  no  due  notice, 
as  he  ought  to  have  had,  and  there  had  been  an  utter 
absence  of  the  elementary  principles  of  justice  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  proceedings  against  Mr.  Meyer.  He  there- 
fore declared  the  resolution  of  the  Medical  Council  to  be 
illegal  and  irregular,  and  ordered  that  the  Council  should 
pay  the  costs.    Mr.  Justice  Hopley  concurred. 

Natal. 

Mr.  H.  Watkins-Pitchford,  of  Maritzburg,  has  been 
appointed  Government  Analyst  for  the  Colony  of  Natal, 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Adulteration 
Act. 

Smallpox  was,  unfortunately,  very  active  in  Maritz- 
burg during  the  week  ending  August  27.  There  were 
three  European  deaths,  one  of  them  being  the  grown-up 
daughter  of  Mr.  Justice  Finnemore,  the  Acting  Chief 
Justice  of  Natal.  An  order  has  been  issued  by  the 
Education  Department  to  all  the  schools  in  the  Colony, 
instructing  responsible  persons  that  all  unvaccinated 
children  who  attend  school  must  be  vaccinated.  Children 
of  parents  who  refuse  to  allow  vaccination  will  be  pro- 
hibited from  attending.  There  is  a  steady  demand  for 
lymph  at  all  the  pharmacies,  as  it  is  not  the  practice  of  the 
medical  men  to  supply  lymph  to  the  people  who  wish  to  be 
vaccinated. 

Transvaal. 

Pharmacy  Board. — Writing  on  August  29,  a  Johan- 
nesburg correspondent  states  that  the  Secretary  of  the 
Transvaal  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  written  to  the 
Assistant  Colonial  Secretary  asking  whom  the  Govern- 
ment mean  to  nominate  as  members  of  the  Board,  the 
object  of  this  being  to  prevent  duplication,  which  is  not 
unlikely.  The  Society  also  asked  the  Government  not  to 
accept  any  more  certificates  for  registration  until  the 
Board  is  constituted.

Duty-free  Spirit  in  Russia. — On  September  13,  says  the 
"  Novoe  Vremya,"  the  Moscow  local  Government  received 
permission  from  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  get  spirit  for 
lighting  and  medical  uses  free  of  excise-duty. 

Professor  V.  S.  Bogoslovski,  of  the  Imperial  Moscow 
University,  died  at  Pyatigorsk  on  July  31.  He  had  filled 
the  chair  of  pharmacology  since  1884.  He  was  deeply 
interested  in  the  question  of  the  Caucasian  mineral  waters, 
on  which  he  wrote  a  work. 

Gum-arabic  Tender. — The  "  Gaceta  de  Madrid"  of  Sep- 
tember 5  publishes  a  notice  issued  by  the  Spanish  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Mint  and  Stamps  inviting  tenders  for 
the  supply  of  20,000  kilos,  of  gum  arabic  for  use  in  the 
production  of  stamps.  Further  particulars  and  conditions 
of  tender  may  be  examined  at  the  office  of  the  Administra- 
tion in  Madrid.  Tenders  will  be  opened  at  10  a.m.  on 
October  6. 

New  Government  Laboratory  at  New  York. — On 
September  6  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry  at  Washington,  opened  at  the  Appraiser's 
Stores,  New  York,  the  new  chemical  laboratory  for  the 
examination  of  imported  food-products  and  other  foods. 
Mr.  R.  E.  Doolittle,  formerly  State  chemist  of  Michigan, 
is  in  charge  of  the  laboratory.  The  special  object  in  the 
establishment  of  this  laboratory  is  to  prevent  the  delays 
which  hxve  heretofore  been  caused,  as  the  samples  had  to 
be  sent  to  Washington. 

New  Zealand  Preferential  Tariff  Act. — A  difficulty 
has  arisen  under  this  Act  in  cases  where  small  parcels  of 
foreign  goods  have  been  imported  enclosed  in  packets  also 
containing  British  goods,  the  foreign  goods  thus  becoming 
liable  to  forfeiture,  to  the  loss  and  inconvenience  of  the 
importers.  To  meet  such  cases  the  Commissioner  of  Cus- 
toms has  issued  instructions  permitting  the  importation  of 
small  parcels  of  foreign  goods  in  cases  containing  British 
goods,  provided  that  the  foreign  goods  are  enclosed  in  a 
separate  package,  and  that  there  is  a  separate  invoice  on 
which  there  is  a  note  of  the  case  in  which  such  package  is 
enclosed. 

Alcohol-manufacture  in  South  Australia.  —  At  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  South  Australian  Vine-growers'  Asso- 
ciation, a  letter  was  read  from  the  Chamber  of  Manufac- 
tures in  regard  to  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  for  industrial 
purposes.  Mr.  G.  A.  Goyder,  analyst  and  assayer,  moved 
in  the  matter,  calling  attention  to  the  movement  in  England 
on  the  same  subject,  and  suggesting, 

as  there  is  also  a  wide  field  for  the  utilisation  of  alcohol  in 
Australia  for  manufacturing  and  for  power  purposes,  and 
as  the  material  for  such  manufacture  can  be  grown  very 
cheaply  here,  and  the  free  spirit  would  displace  the  im- 
ported light  petroleum  for  power-purposes,  the  Chamber 
should  compile  a  paper  on  the  subject,  in  order  that  in 
conjunction  with  the  Agricultural  Societies  and  Chambers 
of  Commerce  of  the  different  States,  if  they  consider  advis- 
able, Parliament  may  be  moved  to  take  action  in  the  matter. 
Nothing  appears  to  have  been  done  at  the  meeting  except 
that  Professor  A.  J.  Perkins  (Secretary  for  Agriculture) 
read  a  paper  entitled  "  The  Profitable  Extraction  of  Alcohol 
from  Pressed-grape  Husks.'' 

Egyptian  Pharmacy. — The  new  pharmacy  regulations 
which  are  to  be  gazetted  soon  comprise  thirty-four  articles, 
with  two  schedules  containing  the  list  of  substances,  in  use 
either  in  pharmai  y  or  in  trade  and  agriculture,  which  are 
considered  poisons.  Article  33  declares  that  the  decree  of 
June  13,  1891.  regarding  the  carrying-on  of  civil  pharmacy 
and  that  of  November  21.  1891.  referring  to  the  trade  in 
poisonous  substances,  are  annulled.  All  the  authorisations 
now  in  force  are  declared  null,  and  those  who  sell  poisonous 
substances,  without  exception,  must  procure  a  new  licence 
during  the  ninety  days  following  the  publication  of  the 
decree.    If  the  authorisation  has  not  been  obtained  by  the 

time  prescribed,  the  shop  will  have  to  be  closed.  Mr. 

Nacamuli,  the  Cairo  druggist  who  was  committed  for  trial 
on  July  11  on  the  charge  of  poisoning  a  child  by  giving  her 
.strychnine  for  santonin,  is  to  come  before  the  Italian  Con- 
sular Tribunal  when  several  important  witnesses  return. 


Sir  Milliam  IRamsa^ 


OUR  representative  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  in  New  York  has  sent  us  a  lot  of 
interesting  things  besides  what  has  come  from  his  own 
pen  or  the  type-machine  of  the  official  stenographer  who. 
is  travelling  with  the  S.C.I,  party  west  to  St.  Louis;  and 
there  is  nothing  more  interesting  than  the  interviews  with 
Sir  William  Ramsay.  We  notice  that  the  papers  use  the 
photograph  of  the  eminent  chemist  which  was  printed  in 
the  C.  &  D.  last  week — that  is,  the  one  given  to  the 
Principal  of  the  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy  on  the 
occasion  of  Sir  William  presiding  at  the  College  dinner 
last  year.  It  is  the  custom  in  America,  we  understand, 
for  interviewers  to  be  taken  in  a  batch.  This  is  apparent 
from  the  results  before  us,  the  same  statements  recurring, 
but  there  is  individuality  in  each.  We  give  some  extracts 
from  them,  without  pretence  at  the  chronological  order, 
for.  were  we  to  print  all  that  has  come  to  us,  this  issue 
would  resolve  itself  into  a  Ramsay  Number  : 

Interesting  as  are  the  discoveries  which  he  has  made,  they 
are  not  more  so  than  Sir  William  Ramsay  himself. 

After  leaving  Glasgow  he  went  to  the  University  of  Tubin- 
gen. His-  introduction  to  the  laboratory  of  that  institution 
was  told  by  him  recently  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society  where  he- 
had  had  the  opportunity  of  conferring  a  gold  medal  upon  hit. 
classmate,  Ira  Remsen,  President  of  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity. 

'•I  went  to  the  front  door  of  the  laboratory,"'  said  he, 
'"  little  knowing  then,  as  I  soon  after  learned,  that  that  en- 
trance was  only  opened  for  the  King.  After  much  rattling 
of  bolts  and  locks  the  door  was  finally  opened,  and  there 
stood  before  me  a  young  man  whose  hands  and  arms  seemed, 
to  be  as  black  as  ink.  In  my  best  German  I  inquired  for 
Vorlesezimmer. 

"  '  Well,'  came  the  reply  in  English,  '  I  guess  that  you, 
want  to  go  to  the  lecture-room '!  ' — That  was  my  first  meeting 
with  Ira  Remsen." 

Those  who  know  him  say  that  he  is  the  busiest  man  in  all 
England,  for  his  life  is  devoted  to  countless  plans  for  the 
improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  human  race. 

The  King  of  England  knighted  him,  the  Emperor  of 
Germany  called  him  to  lecture  in  the  royal  presence. 

Sir  William  Ramsay  impresses  one  as  a  man  who  is  never 
in  a  hurry.  He  will  travel  from  London  to  Glasgow  and  back 
again,  using  up  the  night  in  the  journey,  and  appear  in  his 
laboratory  the  next  day  as  unconcerned  as  though  he  had  gone 
only  for  a  drive. 

He  is  a  musician,  too,  and  he  can  play  the  piano  with  as- 
much  expression  as  many  a  man  who  has  devoted  his  whole 
life  to  music.    Among  his  accomplishments  is  whistling. 

Under  his  direction  he  has  a  separate  laboratory  with  six 
assistants  where  they  are  endeavouring  to  find  some  means  for 
the  disposition  of  sewage. 

The  Germans  have  discovered  a  way  to  meet  the  shortage 
of  camphor  caused  by  the  Russo-Japanese  war.  At  an  early 
stage  of  the  game  the  chemists  in  their  laboratories  got  to 
work  and  manufactured  an  admirable  artificial  camphor 
out  of  coal-tar.  They  are  selling  tons  upon  tons  of  it.  The 
substitute  is  not  so  good  as  real  camphor,  of  course,  but  .the 
point  is  that  German  manufacturers  were  quick  to  take 
advantage  of  an  emergency. 

It  is  twenty  years  since  Sir  William  was  last  in  the  United 
States,  although  he  has  a  brother  in  Montana  who  is  an 
American  citizen. 

As  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  College  of 
London  he  is  nearly  always  in  the  laboratory  when  he  is  not 
in  bed.  He  has  but  two  recreations —the  bicycle  and  the 
piano.  He  has  no  time  for  an  automobile.  The  distances- 
he  travels  are  not  long  enough  to  make  it  an  object  to  own 
one.    But  he  is  fond  of  cycling.    So  is  his  wife. 

Sir  William's  apartments  at  the  Seville  Hotel  were  be- 
sieged last  week  by  scientists  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
and  by  callers  of  almost  every  race,  colour,  and  previous 
condition  of  servitude.  He  saw  a  great  many  of  them,  but 
none  found  him  in  the  slightest  hurry  or  uncomfortably 
pressed  for  time.  He  maps  his  appointments  to  the  minute 
and  sticks  to  the  map.  He  bowed  his  last  caller  out  of  his 
room  Thursday  evening  with  an  allowance  of  exactly 
six  minutes  to  dress  for  dinner.  Well  within  that  time  he 
joined  his  associates  in  the  corridor  to  drive  to  the  Waldorf. 
"  1  have  dressed  in  four  minutes,"  said  Sir  WilJiam. 

All  these  things,  and  much  more  about  the  elements  and 
researches  with  which  Sir  William  Ramsay's  name  is 
associated,  have  been  told  in  the  Sunday  editions  of  the 
newspapers,  the  "Herald''  and  "Times"  excelling  their 
contemporaries  in  felicity  of  expression. 
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THE  period  of  the  sere  and  yellow  leaf  is  again  upon 
us,  and  the  "nip"  in  the  air  suggests  the  approach 
of  winter.  With  the  object  of  discovering  what  is,  or  is 
likely  to  be,  new  in  cold-weather  commodities  handled  by 
chemists,  I  have  made  a  round  of  calls  during  the  past 
fortnight.  I  find  variations  in  patterns  and  designs  for 
winter  goods  that  presage  interest  and  increased  retail 
sales,  and  already  Christmas  perfumery  is  on  view  in  most 
of  the  showrooms.  Incidentally  I  perceive  a  healthier  and 
more  hopeful  business  tone  generally  and  good  prospects 
■of  seasonable  trade. 

Across  Southwark  Bridge. 
At  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis's  (Limited),  South- 
wark Street,  S.E.,  I  found  everything  at  high  pressure,  but 
Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor  spared  me  a  few  minutes  to  talk  on 
the  newer  introductions  of  his  company.  The  tablet 
•department  is  one  that  has  developed  remarkably  within 
the  last  two  or  three  years,  the  "  Heron  "  brand  being  now 
recognised  as  unsurpassed  by  any  other.  It  happened  that 
on  the  evening  of  my  visit  to  Hearon's  I  met  a  well-known 
pharmacist  in  the  train  and  our  conversation  turned  on  the 
disintegration  of  tablets.  "What  is  used  in  the  'Heron' 
tablets  I  don't  know,"  said  my  companion,  "  but  it  is  simply 
wonderful  the  way  the  tablets  break  up  when  dropped  into 
water."  There  is  no  doubt  the  tablets  are  winning  their 
way  on  their  merits,  and  that  is  the  kind  of  thing  that  lasts. 
I  examined  particularly  tablets  of  saccharin,  pepsin,  cascara 
sagrada  (coated),  phenacetin,  Easton  syrup  (coated),  and 
mercuric  potassium  iodide.  The  last-named  are  red.  and 
the  quantity  of  the  salt  is  so  arranged  that  one  tablet  dis- 
solved in  a  pint  of  water  makes  a  l-in-1.000  solution.  The 
pill  department,  which  adjoins  the  tablet-room,  is  well  sup- 
plied with  up-to-date  machinery,  so  that  pills,  either  round 
or  oval,  can  be  coated  with  either  gelatin  or  chalk.  Packed 
pills  were  shown  me  in  many  varieties.    New  lines  in  per- 


fumery suitable  for  Christmas  trade  were,  however,  what 
1  had  come  to  inquire  about,  and  in  the  packed-goods 
■department  I  came  across  as  nice  a  selection  as  I  have  seen 
in  my  travels.  The  illustration  gives  an  idea  of  one  of  the 
cases  of  perfume  which  retails  at  about  5s.,  but  the  retail 
iprices  vary  from  Is.  upwards.  The  style  of  the  cases  is 
.good,  and  the  perfumes  are  well  put  up.  Cut-glass  bottles 
-of  scent  are  another  speciality  of  this  company.  I  noted 
■  quite  a  large  number  of  distinct  patterns.  Cut-glass  bottles 
rilled  with  crystal-bright  perfume  are  a  fascination  to  most 
people  and  a  necessity  on  a  lady's  toilet-table.  There  is  the 
"true  old-fashioned  smell  about  the  "  Heron  "  lavender-water 
which  both  old  and  young  appreciate,  while  a  revival  of  the 
popularity  of  sachet-powders  and  pot-pourri  might  well  be 
brought  about  by  a  small  show  of  this  company's  tastefully 
-got-up  productions.  The  jars  of  pot-pourri  put  up  ready 
iov  sale  are  beautifully  labelled,  and  sell  at  a  reasonable 


figure.  Large  premises  adjoining  have  recently  been  taken 
in  by  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis,  and  a  re-arrange- 
ment of  the  departments  is  taking  place.  "  We  are  so  busy 
at  present  that  we  can  only  make  slow  progress  with  our 
plans,"  explained  Mr.  Naylor,  which  I  take  as  a  sign  that 
the  company  are  still  on  the  upward  grade. 

In  the  course  of  a  brief  interview  with  Mr.  John  C. 
Umney,  I  discovered  that  there  is  unlikely  to  be  any 
striking  novelty  in  the 

Umniaxa  Series  of  Specialities. 
Customers  are  well  content  with  the  cartons  of  yester-year, 
and  there  never  have  been  larger  orders  for  bottled  "malt 
extract  and  for  malt  and  cod-liver  oil.  These  nutrients 
and  the  other  winter  specialities  and  perfumes  will  not 
be  added  to  any  great  extent,  as  Wright,  Layman  & 
Umney  (Limited)  have  practically  reached  the  high-water 
mark  in  packed  pharmaceutical  specialities.  The  great 
progress  which  Wright's  coal-tar  soap  has  made  during  the 
past  few  years  has  brought  with  it  development  of  the 
company's  soap-making  plant,  and  I  notice  that  they  are 
now  producing  attractive  toilet-soaps,  some  of  which  are 
particularly  suitable  for  Christmas  trade.  For  example, 
there  is  a  case  of  a  dozen  tablets,  assorted  in  odours  and 
colours,  the  case  being  inexpensive  but  covered  with  imita- 
tions of  those  old-fashioned  figured  poplins  which  our 
grandmothers  used  to  wear.  The  golden  lily,  lavender, 
rose,  cold-cream,  and  other  soaps  are  put  up  in  boxes  of 
three  tablets,  so  artistically  that  they  make  a  good  show  for 
the  festive  season,  or  at  any  period.  The  soaps  are  milled, 
and  care  is  taken  in  the  selection  of  colouring  and  flavour- 
ing matters  that  nothing  hurtful  to  the  skin  is  put  in. 
They  are  also  cheap,  for  in  the  dozen  boxes  18s.  per  gross 
of  cakes  is  the  price,  and  5s.  per  gross  extra  for  the  three- 
cake  boxes.  The  prices  used  to  be  18s.  to  24s.  per  gross 
tablets  in  3-dozen  boxes,  so  that  a  substantial  reduction  has 
been  made.  The  company  stamp  soaps  with  chemist's  own 
name  free  on  one  gross  tablets  of  one  kind. 

Yorkshire  Specialities, 
as  seen  at  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.'s  London 
branch  in  Southwark  Street,  S.E.,  are  by  no  means  to  be 
j  ignored.  Of  course,  culinary  adjuncts  far  excellence  are 
primarily  in  evidence,  as  might  be  expected  from  the 
manufacturers  of  a  table-sauce  that  sells  in  millions  of 
bottles  a  year.  In  this  category  the  long  and  attractive  list 
of  culinary  essences — all  nicely  produced — is  well  worth 
looking  into,  especially  with  the  festive  season  in  the  near 
future.  Calves'-foot  jelly  flavoured  with  port  wine,  salad- 
dressings,  ginger  cordial  (exceptionally  well  got  up  in 
Hollands  bottles  with  bronze  caps  and  a  brilliant  label), 
and  ginger-wine  essence  are  all  seasonable.  But  besides 
these  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.  are  large  packers 
of  pharmaceutical  specialities.  Cod-liver  oil,  malt  extract, 
and  combinations  of  both,  and  compound  cough-mixture  (in 
cartons  with  "principal  ingredients"  in  plain  letters) 
are  among  the  winter  wants.  "  Goodall's  Household 
Ammonia"  (12-oz.  bottle  for  6<l.)  has  a  neat  label,  and  each 
bottle  is  fitted  with  a  blocked  rubber  cork.  Jelly  squares 
are  affected  by  many  family  chemists,  and  for  all  there  is  a 
superabundance  of  attractive  showcards  and  a  host  of  novel 
advertising  devices.  Perfumes  are  not  forgotten,  and 
Goodall's  lavender-water  is  almost  a  cult  in  some  parts  of 
the  country.  Metropolitan  visitors  are  always  sure  of  a 
Yorkshire  welcome  from  Mr.  Reynolds,  the  London 
manager,  at  Southwark  Street,  and  there  they  will  see  many 
things  by  no  means  uninteresting. 

Camel-hair  Goods. 
Chest-protectors  (single  and  double,  and  of  all  sizes), 
lined  vests,  and  sleeping-socks  of  delightfully  soft  and 
warm  camel  hair  are  now  put  on  the  market  by  Messrs. 
F.  Schutze  &  Co.  They  are  named  the  St.  John  series, 
and  although  the  chest-protectors  are  slightly  dearer  than 
the  ordinary  variety  the  vests  are  listed  at  the  same 
prices.  Of  course,  Southdown  wool  and  many  other  kinds 
of  protectors  are  stocked  for  those  who  do  not  fancy  the 
newest  type.  In  the  firm's  showroom  there  is  a  fine  show 
of  perfume-caskets  in  all  shapes  and  sizes.  These  contain 
either  Corbyn's  or  Grant  et  Cie.'s  perfumes.  The  series 
ranges  from  a  sixpenny  line  (boxes)  to  a  fifty-shilling 
casket. 
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at  present  with  Messi 
"Jaborandi,  Quirine,

Jaborandi  is  a  vogue  at 
present,  and  this  particular 
preparation,  put  up  in  nice 
long-necked  rounds  with  an 
attractive  label  and  covered 
sprinkler,  is  much  sought 
after.  It  retails  readily  at 
Is.,  and  costs  only  half  that 
sum ;  so  the  buyer  who  went, 
saw,  and  promptly  ordered 
six  gross  knew  what  he  was 
about.  A  scries  of  smelling- 
bottles  perfumed  with  laven- 
der, eau  de  Cologne,  _  or 
eucalyptus  is  likewise  having 
a  run  ;  and  "  Frozen  Foam," 
the  snow-like  witch-hazel  con- 
centration produced  by  Messrs. 
Davy  Hill  &  Co.  some  time 
ago,  has  caught  on.  and  phar- 
macists will  find  this  elegant 
preparation  a  free  seller  dur- 
ing the  cold  season.  Horse- 
balls  of  all  kinds  with  perfect 
gelatin  coatings  are  now  sup- 
plied with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  purchaser  of 
gross  quantities  printed  in  gilt 
lettering  on  each  ball.  Messrs. 
Davy  Hill  &  Co.  are  sole 
agents  for  the  "Blue  Finch" 
brand  of  eucalyptus — a  season- 
able article.  This  oil  (guar- 
anteed to  be  obtained  from 
Eucalyptus  globulus)  is  put  up 
in  panels  holding  about  2j  Oz., 
and  each  bottle  is  packed  in 
a  neat  and  effectively  printed 
carton.  The  firm  also  show 
a  new  series  of  Christmas  per- 
fumes, including  caskets. 

What  to  Drink  in  Winter  Weather. 
A  chat  with  Mr.  Clements,  one  of  the  directors  of  Steven- 
son  &  Howell  (Limited),  revealed  satisfactory  prospects  for 
the  season's  soluble-essence  trade.  Messrs.  Stevenson  & 
Howell  are  convinced  that  they  now  produce  as  nearly 
perfect  a  soluble  essence  of  lemon  as  is  possible,  and  ever- 
inci'easing  orders  for  their  lemon  testify  to  the  soundness  of 
their  claim,  but  the  work  of  research  is  never  stopped. 
What  seems  perfection  may  yet  be  further  perfected,  and 
unwearying  application  is  the  way  to  the  highest  success. 
The  winter  season  makes  greater  demand  for  essence  for 
stone  ginger-beer  and  other  warming  beverages  of  a  like 
nature.  A  new  and  very  successful  concentration  recently 
consummated  is  banana  essence,  which  has  a  faithful  and 
characteristic  odour  and  flavour,  and  in  the  concentrated 
form  is  being  much  taken  up  by  biscuit-makers  and  confec- 
tioners. A  soluble  essence  is  produced  for  aerated-water 
makers.  The  "  Fruitex  "  preparations  are  steadily  gaining 
in  popularity,  and  a  dry  malt-extract  in  powder,  of  con- 
siderable diastasie  power,  is  much  used  by  bakers  and  in 
the  confectionery-trade. 

The  Preponderance  of  Enamelled  Tins 
of  all  sizes  and  descriptions  is  the  main  feature  at  White- 
cross  Works,  Rockingham  Street,  S.E.,  the  headquarters  of 
Shirley  Brothers  (Limited).  The  stock  of  decorated  tins 
for  tooth-powders,  toilet-powders,  ointments,  and  all 
other  chemists'  requisites  is  so  great  that  it  baffles  the  esti- 
mation of  the  casual  visitor.  Mr.  Shirley  assured  me  on  a 
recent  visit  that  they  start  the  winter  season  with  a  stock 
of  2,000  gross  of  cr.mphcr-ice  tins  alone,  and  of  many  other 
patterns  1.000  gross  is  the  usual  stock.  The  latest  is  the 
"  XLCR  "  tin,  which  is  so  shaped  as  to  permit  the  last  trace 
of  the  contents  to  be  scooped  out  by  the  tip  of  the  finger. 
Shirley  Brothers  manufacture  these  tins  at  their  own  works. 
I  saw  a  sample  of  a  very  pretty  decorated  tin  with  dredger- 
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top,  for  a  talc  toilet-powder,  which  the  company  had  pro- 
duced for  a  large  Canadian  firm.  A  speciality  with  the 
company  is  "own-name"  tins,  and  every  stock  design  that 
chemist's  require  is  to  be  had  at  any  moment.  About  forty 
different  patterns  are  kept  of  tooth-powder  tins  alone.  I 
had  a  walk  through  the  packing  department,  where  many, 
bright-looking  girls  were  packing  vaseline,  menthol,  men- 
thol snuff,  culinary  herbs,  cod-liver  oil  emulsion,  and  so  on. 
The  menthol  snuff  is  a  very  effective  production,  a  mahogany 
effect  having  been  attained  on  the  tin  after  eight  printings. 
The  fitting-up  of  feeders  and  soothers  keeps  over  forty  girls* 
constantly  employed.  The  "Evelina"  hygienic  feeder, 
with  a  teat  that  can  be  turned  inside  out,  is  being  well  taken 
up  by  municipalities  who  are  careful  of  the  health  of  their 
poor  children.  "  The  only  sixpenny  cod-liver  oil  emulsion 
on  the  market "  looks  well  worth  a  shilling,  and  the  show 
of  Christmas  perfumery,  from  the  humble  carded  twopenny 
bottle  to  the  elegant  casket,  is  too  extensive  to  more  than 
hint  at. 

Perfume  Novelties. 
Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited),  Plough  Court, 
Lombard  Street,  E.G.,  are  well  up  to  time  with  their  novel- 
ties in  Christmas  perfumery.  1  journeyed  to  the  Bethnal 
Green  factory  one  day  this  week,  and  saw  the  samples  that 
have  been  prepared  for  the  town  and  country  travellers. 
The  good  taste  and  style  expected  from  this  company  are 
well  maintained  in  the  perfumery  department,  many  of  the. 
articles  embodying  ideas  that  will  ensure  good  sales.  The. 
"Postcard"  case  of  perfumes,  for  instance,  is  both  an  in- 
genious idea  and  a  happy  thought.  The  lid  of  the  box  has 
a  depression  into  which  is  fitted  a  picture  postcard  cut  to 
shape.  This  not  only  gives  a  charming  effect  to  the  case,  but 
by  the  use  of  views  of  the  neighbourhood  enables  a  local 
character  to  be  given  to  the  perfume.  There  are  very  few 
towns  in  these  days  of  picture  postcards  that  have  not. 


available  a  wealth  of  local  views.  The  illustration  hero 
given  embodies  this  idea,  a  view  of  Folkestone  Harbour 
being  inserted  in  the  lid.  Another  series  is  known  as  the 
"  Lily,"  from  the  embossed  lilies  that  ornament  the  lids  of 
the  boxes.  The  lilies  being  in  relief  are  much  bolder  than  they.

would  be  if  flat,  and  the  effect  is  heightened  by  the  skilful' 
hand-painting  of  the  flowers.  By  "painting  the  lily"  irt 
this  case  an  exact  resemblance  is  obtained  to  Nature.  The 
third  illustration  shows  the  style  of  another  series,  the 
centre  panel  being  devoted  to  coloured  pictures  of  Nature's 
finest  views.  The  idea  of  a  coloured  picture  need  nob. 
horrify  the  aesthetically  minded,  as  the  work  in  question  is- 
some  of  the  finest  we  have  seen  in  this  class.    The  process  ia 
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a  new  one,  a  nice  soft  appearance  being  imparted  without 
■any  jarring  effect  being  produced — in  fact,  the  views  are  as 
much  like  hand-work  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them.  There 
•are  many  other  distinctive  lines — one,  for  instance,  in  which 
Japanese  lacquer  boxes  are  used,  and  another  in  which  a 


celluloid  plaque  is  inserted  in  the  lid— but  the  examples 
enumerated  above  will  suffice  to  show  that  novelty  and 
saleabihty  have  been  well  blended.  So  far  I  have  only 
written  of  the  outer  cases,  but  as  much  care  has  been  taken 
over  the  perfumes  and  the  bottles  in  which  they 'are  con- 
tained. Very  pretty  the  bottles  look  reclining  on  a  couch 
of  silk  or  satin,  the  effect  being  heightened  by  judicious 
glass-cutting.  There  is  a  panel  on  most  of  the  labels  where 
the  chemist's  name  can  be  added  when  three  dozen  bottles 
are  ordered.  The  perfumes,  it  should  be  noted,  are  other- 
wise "  no-name  "  goods,  and  can  be  made  a  speciality  of  by 
any  chemist.  The  cases,  complete  with  perfume,  retail  from 
a  shilling  upwards ;  for  4s.  6d.  a  very  handsome  case  can 
be  sold,  the  prices  being  regulated  according  to  the  number 
•of  bottles  the  cases  contain. 

At  Maw's 

<one  can  always  be  sure  of  meeting  with  the  latest  develop- 
ments in  pharmaceutical  accessories.  On  this  occasion 
under  the  guidance  of  the  courteous  Mr.  Weight,  I  exam- 
ined a  new  pedestal  prescription-desk  in  mahogany  in- 
tended for  use  in  high-class  West-end  pharmacies  The 
writing-portion  of  the  desk  is  raised  to  the  inclined  plane 

i  \V  rest'"  while  a  sliSht  turn  of  the  key  releases  a  col- 
lapsible upright  shutter  arrangement  and  uisplays  the  in- 
terior of  the  receptacle,  which  is  fitted  with  shelves  for 
stationery  etc.  It  is  made  to  sell  at  the  reasonable  figure 
of  70s.  Passing  on,  I  saw  a  choice  collection  of  pump- 
sprays  of  all  sizes  and  designs  for  the  Christmas  trade. 
Already  colonial  orders  are  being  executed.  :  I  was  much 
struck  with  the  new  styles  of  sprays  made  entirely  of  art 
metal  known  as  "  Clossine "  ware.  They  can  be  had  in 
-all  varieties  of  colours,  the  designs  and  decoration  being 
ingrained  in  the  metal  in  exquisite  taste  and  finish.  Cold- 
cream  of  roses  will  be  in  vogue  presently,  and  with  that 
■end  in  view  the  firm  are  pushing  a  series  put  up  in  Delft 
pots  of  various  sizes,  with  celluloid  caps  to  match,  the 
printing  ^being  done  on  the  cover  in  superior  style. 
•"Velyey"  is  the  latest  adaptation  of  the  rubber  sponge. 
It  is  in  the  form  of  a  hand-pad  with  rubber  strap,  and  I 
am  told  that  as  a  bath-adjunct  it  bids  fair  to  outstrip  the 
loofah  in  popularity. 

Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke. 
Knowing  that  additions  are  frequently  being  made  to 
the  many  lines  of  packed  goods  and  specialities  produced 
at  Artillery  Lane,  E.,  I  sought  an  interview  with  Mr 
Wren,  who  has  charge  of  that  department  of  his  firm's 
business.  "It  is  difficult  to  find  anything  absolutely  new 
nowadays,"  said  he  in  reply  to  my  question,  "  but  we  have 
several  novelties  in  winter  lines  which  are  worth  calling 
attention  to  "  Then  we  looked  round  a  goodly  selection, 
f otters  asthma-cure  is  now  put  up  as  a  mixture  in  con- 
venient form  for  smoking  in  pipes.  It  contains  the  same 
ingredients  as  the  asthma-cure,  and  is  packed  in  6d.  tins  at 


4s.  6d.  per  dozen  net.    Lanoline  toilet  cream  in  1-oz.  porce- 
lain pots  with  celluloid  tops,  to  retail  at  Ai>d.  each,  is  a 
new  line ;  and  a  cheap  3c/.  series  of  cold-cream  perfumed 
with  otto,  in  opal  pots  with  celluloid  lids,  is  also  new. 
The  recent  alterations  in  connection  with  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Act  have  enabled  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke  to  intro- 
duce a  sixpenny  anti-catarrh  smelling-salts  in  actinic  globe- 
stoppered  bottles,   according    to    a    published  formula. 
Floral  cachous  are  a  popular  item  among  "Lion"  brand 
goods,  and  as  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  their 
manufacture  the  sales  have  rapidly  increased.    They  are 
handsomely  put  up  in  square  wide-mouth  bottles  with 
glass  stoppers,  and  many  of  them  bear  special  titles,  which 
have  been  chosen  by  customers  and  are  reserved  for  them. 
A  few  of  these  are  "Brighton  Breezes,"  "Bolton  Abbey 
Violets,"  "  Hastings  Breezes,"  and  so  on.    The  firm  are 
actual  makers  of  mint  lozenges  containing  genuine  English 
oil  of  peppermint  of  their  own  distillation.      A  recent 
addition  to  the  series  of  carded  goods  is  globulus  eucalyp- 
tus oil  in  all  sizes,  retailing  at  from  2d.  to  Is.  per  bottle. 
The  oil  is  of  B.P.  standard,  and  as  the 
goods  are  neatly  carded,  with  labels  of 
various  colours,  they  are  worth  prominent 
display  in  the  shop  at  this  season  of  the 
year.    In  consequence  of  tic  and  nerve 
snuff  and  influenza  snuff  being  liable  to 
stamp-duty,  a  new  line  of  menthol  snuff 
has  been  adopted  to  take  their  place.  It 
is  packed  in  threepenny  tins,   in  one- 
dozen  boxes,  at  18s.  per  gross.    The  last 
thing  I  noted    was    that  fail-me-never 
herbal  carminative  composition  essence, 
which  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke  now  put 
up  in  sixpenny  sizes  under  the  "  Peerless  " 
brand,  gross  lots  of  which  are  invoiced  at 
42s.    This  brand  is  recommended  where  a 
large  showy  bottle  is  required  as  a  cheap  line,  and  we 
understand  that  in  the  North  especially  considerable  quan- 
tities are  sold.    Mr.  Wren's  well-known  intimacy  with 
medicine-stamp  questions  makes  his  firm  sure  about  the 
labels  for  their  packed  goods  and  specialities ;  all  of  them 
have  been  brought  up  to  date,  and  freed  from  liability 
where  that  is  the  intention. 
A  peep  into  the  showrooms  of 

Messrs.  Lynch  &  Co., 

at  15  Silver  Street,  Falcon  Square,  E.G.,  sufficed  to  bring 

under  my  notice  some  seasonable  things. 

have  recently  patented  a  tooth-brush 

known  as  the  "  Silium,"  the  stock  or 

handle  of  which  is  made  of  pure  solid 

aluminium,  and  has  the  appearance  of 

polished  silver.    It  is  claimed  for  the 

"Silium"  toothbrush  that,  being  of 

non-absorbent  material,  it  is  free  from 

the  objections  to  be  found  in  bone 

tooth-brushes,  as  it  can  be  thoroughly 

cleaned    and    sterilised    in  boiling 

water.    The  cost  is  very  little  more 

than  that  of  an  ordinary  bone  brush 

of  good  quality.      Only  the  finest 

bristle  drawn  on  silvered  wire  is  used, 

and  this  is  securely    fastened  with 

cement.      Among    winter    goods  I 

noticed  the  "Fleecy  Wool"  chest- 
protectors  in  all  sizes,  which  are  a 

standard  line.  I  understand  that 
chest-protectors    are    going    out  of 

fashion,  but  why,  it  is  difficult  to 
answer.  Hot-water  bottles  of  British 
make  are  a  staple  at  Lynch's,  the 
latest  improvement  being  that  the 
screw-stoppers  are  now  fitted  with 
washers  vulcanised  into  the  stopper. 
"Lynchgate"  belts  are  also  promin- 
ently shown  in  the  surgical  depart- 
ment; also  a  highly  absorbent  lint 
known  as  "  Lintol,"  packed  in  attractive  1-lb.  cartons 
and  packets.  There  is  now  a  demand  for  anti-rheumatic 
galvanic  finger-rings,  which  may  be  had  in  9-carat  gold 
shell,  gilt  or  silvered,  as  required,  at  prices  ranging  from 
18s.  to  66s.  per  dozen.    Among  the  sundries  I  was  shown 
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the  celebrated  "  Florian "  plate-polish,  packed  in  wood 
outers  containing  one  dozen  bottles  to  retail  at  6d.  each, 
and  costing  48s.  per  gross.  I  also  noticed  a  large  selection 
of  perfumes  in  basket-straw  caskets  (several  shades  of 
colour),  each  containing  two  bottles  of  perfume.  Chate- 
laines and  bottle-purses  are  coming  into  fashion  again,  I 
hear,  and  those  offered  at  8.s.  6d.  per  dozen  are  good  value. 
It  is  not  too  late  to  mention  that  Messrs.  Lynch  fitted  up 
the  dispensary  and  operating-theatre  of  the  London  Hos- 
pital, their  canopy-stopper  shop-rounds  being  selected  for 
the  galenicals  and  chemicals. 

In  Charterhouse  Square 
I  inspected  several  quite  new  designs  in  Christmas  caskets 
produced  by  Messrs.  Francis  Newbery  &  Sons  (Limited). 
One  casket  was  embossed  in  metal  to  represent  a  Nubian 
lady  holding  a  snow-white  flower.  The  brown-and-green 
colour-scheme  is  effective.  There  are  many  other  designs 
— woodland  scenes,  coloured  floral  designs,  cameos,  and 
some  delicate  black-and-white  or  coloured  pictures  suggest- 
ing etchings.  The  prices  suit  rall  purses.  The  sixpenny 
and  shilling  boxed  souvenirs  are  quite  fetching,  and  look 
good  value.  A  card  case  containing  a  cut-glass  spray  and 
cut  bottles  of  perfume  is  not  expensive  at  3s.  6d.,  but  a 
.series  of  six  assorted  perfume-sprays  packed  in  a  counter- 
display  case  is  selling  even  more  freely.  A  larger  size  has 
a  glass  lid,  and  the  sprays  are  in  assorted  colours.  These 
enable  the  retailer  to  make  a  good  display  and  to  give 
variety  in  sprays.  The  cost  of  the  first  case  is  8.?.  and  of 
the  glass-top  one  12  s.  6d.  Pump-sprays  with  the  handle 
fixed  flush  with  the  lid  are  numerous,  there  being  several 
very  pretty  designs  in  frosted  glass  with  coloured  flower- 
ing. A  threepenny  line  in  camphor  ice  is  attractive  for 
cold  weather,  but  muff-warmers  in  the  shape  of  model  hot- 
water  bottles  of  g-pint  and  ^-pint  capacity  might  prevent 
the  necessity  for  the  camphor  application.  Many  other 
novelties  will  be  noted ;  most  are  illustrated  in  Messrs. 
Newbery 's  new  catalogue  just  issued. 

The  Stock  of  Chest-protectors 
and  all  else  of  that  ilk  being  still  in  my  mind,  I  called  at 
188  Goswell  Road,  E.G.  (Messrs.  Solport  Brothers),  to  see 
what  trade  in  that  department  is  likely  to  be.  "I  am 
afraid  I  have  little  to  tell  you,"  said  the  manager  in  reply 
to  my  questions.  "  Chest-protectors  are  still  one  of  our 
leading  lines,  but  they  are  not  now  so  largely  worn  as  they 
were,  and  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  account  for  the  falling- 
off,  except  that  perhaps  the  public  are  adopting  warmer 
underclothing,  and  their  tastes  are  changing  with  the 
rising  generation.  The  more  attractive  vest  or  waistcoat 
of  chamois  leather  and  felt  appears  to  be  taking  the  place 
of  the  old-fashioned  chest-protector;  and  as  these  are  made 
in  many  patterns  they  no  doubt  appeal  more  to  the  eye  of 
the  wearer."  Elastic  woven  finger-stalls  are  largely  manu- 
factured by  Solport  Brothers;  various  sizes  of  them  are 
now  put  up  neatly  in  glass-topped  boxes,  a  mode  of  pack- 
ing which  is  preferred  to  the  cards.  Face-leathers  of 
chamois  in  assorted  sizes  are  also  put  up  in  similar  manner ; 
and  of  corn  plasters,  of  which  the  firm  are  large  manu- 
facturers, I  saw  an  excellent  selection.  "Solport"  is  a 
name  so  long  established  in  the  trade  that  almost  every- 
body is  aware  what  their  specialities  consist  of.  and  those 
who  are  large  buyers  would  do  well  to  inspect  their  stocks 
of  chest-protectors,  respirators,  powder-puffs,  face-leathers, 
bath-gloves,  loofahs,  and  other  lines  before  completing 
their  winter  purchases. 

R.  Hovenden  &  Sons. 
It  was  with  a  feeling  of  trepidation  that  I  entered  the 
emporium  at  85  City  Road,  E.G.,  for  there  is  always  such  a 
bewildering  display  of  tempting  goods  that  are  chemists' 
side-lines.  Interviewing  the  manager  of  the  perfumery 
department.  I  found  I  was  a  little  too  early  for  the  usual 
Christmas  display  of  perfumery,  but  this  did  not  prevent 
me  from  recognising  the  stock  lines  of  Roger  &  Gallet. 
Picard  Freres,  and  Pinaud,  for  which  the  firm  are  sole 
wholesale  agents.  Cheap  perfumes  are  represented  by 
many  varieties  of  boxes  in  assorted  colours  to  sell  at  6d.  and 
Is.  in  single  bottles,  and  even  a  cheaper  line  of  a  shilling  box 
containing  three  bottles  is  to  be  obtained,  all  of  which  seem 
good  value.  In  the  more  expensive  qualities  in  cut-glass 
bottles  prices  range  from  2s.  6d.  to  1/.  Is.  per  bottle. 
Many  varieties  of  boxed  soaps  are  shown,  most  of  which 


retail  at  6d.  and  Is.  the  box.  Passing  on,  I  caught  sight  of 
some  very  pretty  manicure-sets  in  silver,  ebony,  and  art 
metal — "A  useful  present  for  a  lady,"  said  my  guide.  In 
the  brush  department  ebony  goods  are  a  feature.  They 
comprise  many  varieties  of  hair,  tooth,  and  nail  brushes, 
made  from  the  genuine  wood,  a  large  block  of  which  is  on 
show.  Silver-backed  hair-brushes  and  combs  in  cases  are 
well  represented,  those  offering  at  lis.  6d.  each  being  good 
value.  Cheaper  descriptions  of  black  or  white  bone  in 
cases  can  be  had  at  19s.  per  dozen.  In  order  to  make  an 
effective  counter-display  of  hair-brushes  the  firm  have  intro- 
duced a  crescent-shaped  stand  to  hold  one  dozen  brushes, 
and  for  orders  of  this  quantity  the  stand  may  be  had  at  cost 
price.  Of  late  there  has  been  a  demand  for  shaving-mirrors, 
and  the  firm  supply  these  in  plain  or  magnifying  glass,  all 
being  adjustable  or  telescopic.  Some  comprise  a  complete 
shaving-outfit,  including  spirit-lamp,  soap-bowl,  and  brush, 
and  others  are  fitted  with  sconces. 

At  Sanger's. 

My  next  call  was  at  Messrs.  John  Sanger  &  Son's, 
2  Winsley  Street,  W.,  where  trade  was  reported  to  be 
brightening  up  after  the  holiday  season.  The  new  lines  in 
Christmas  perfumery  are  ready  for  the  market,  and  the  rule 
here  being  that  all  season  perfumery  must  be  sold  out  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  styles  are  quite  new  and  up  to  date. 
There  are  several  varieties  in  boxed  perfumes — a  shilling 
line,  yielding  a  good  profit  to  the  retailer,  consisting  of  a 
bottle  of  good  perfume  in  a  prettily  designed  case.  More 
expensive  cases  are  produced  to  hold  one,  two,  or  three 
bottles  of  perfume,  the  boxes  being  stylishly  produced, 
some  of  the  embossed  designs  particularly  fine,  the  perfume 
of  best  quality,  and  the  bottles  of  cut  glass.  The  prices  of 
these  goods  are  most  reasonable — that  is  to  say,  they  strike 
one  as  well  worth  the  money.  A  remark  to  this  effect 
brought  from  my  cicerone  a  sixpenny  line — a  case  labelled 
"  Souvenir,"  containing  three  small  bottles  of  perfumes, 
which  I  was  bound  to  confess  was  a  record  of  cheapness. 
The  cases  in  which  the  perfumes  are  contained  are,  more- 
over, English-made — a  fact  which  indicates  that  English 
box-makers  can  readily  combine  artistic  ideas  with  com- 
merce when  necessary.  I  afterwards  inspected  a  variety  of 
bottled  perfumes,  a  cut-glass  pyramid  bottle  taking  my 
fancy.  For  counter-display  a  good  idea  is  the  method  of 
buying  a  case  of  a  dozen  cut-glass  bottles  of  perfume,  each 
bottle  of  a  different  pattern.  In  this  way  the  customer  has 
a  better  choice  of  bottle,  and  all  tastes  can  be  catered  for. 
Bottles  of  smelling-salts  with  various  coloured  fluids  are 
another  attractive  line ;  the  colours  look  very  pretty,  and  1 
was  assured  do  not  alter  on  keeping.  The  bottles  are  rounds 
and  squares,  and  the  labels  may  be  printed  with  the 
chemist's  name  and  address.  This  latter  applies  equally  to 
other  perfumes  and  toilet-articles,  some  chemists  having  a 
particular  style  reserved  for  their  exclusive  use.  Mention 
should  also  be  made  of  the  method  of  supplying  bulk  per- 
fumes in  free  bottles  with  cut-glass  stoppers,  the  containers 
forming  excellent  shop-rounds  for  the  perfumes. 

Some  Pretty  Things. 
In  the  showroom  of  Messrs.  Thomas  Christy  &  Co. 
(Limited),  Old  Swan  Lane,  E.G.,  the  "Snow-drift" 
crystal  cream  with  witchhazel  in  three  sizes  (two  screw- 
cap  jars  and  one  fancy  pot),  and  the  same  with  eau  de 
Cologne  in  a  very  pretty  Delft  jar,  are  as  seasonable 
articles  as  one  could  wish.  The  "Turtle"  series  of  opal 
iridescent  pots  with  dome  lid,  gilt  bands,  and  gold  seal 
on  top  are  likely  to  prove  sellers  on  sight.  They  are 
filled  with  tooth-pastes.  A  big  range  of  French  per- 
fumery-caskets, hair-washes,  toilet-powders,  etc..  is  attrac- 
tive for  Christmas  trade.  Special  lines  in  violet-powders 
and  fuller's  earth  packed  in  nicely  decorated  cartons  are 
shown ;  perhaps  the  most  attractive  is  a  white  fuller's 
earth  in  large  round  light-blue  card  boxes  with  white 
lettering.  Tooth-powders  in  enamelled  tins  are  reinforced 
by  a  fascinating  line  in  aluminium  boxes,  with  a  neat 
label  on  top  and  the  box  tied  with  baby-ribbon.  A  copious 
selection  of  puffs  is  on  view,  the  neatest  being  a  tiny  puff 
in  aluminium  box  fitted  with  a  mirror  inside  the  lid.  and 
the  most  ingenious  is  a  pneumatic  puff  with  a  handle  of 
oxidised  silver,  which  unscrews.  The  powder  is  filled  into 
the  hollow  puff,  the  handle  fitted  on,  and  all  is  ready  for 
use.    These  are  in  two  sizes,  costing  Is.  3d.  and  Is.  6d. 
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(groceries  of  tbc  present 


THE  twelfth  annual  exhibition  of  the  grocery,  provision, 
oil  and  Italian  warehouse  trades  opened  at  the  Agri- 
cultural Hall,  Islington,  on  Saturday,  September  17,  and 
closes  on  Saturday,  September  24.  It  shows  no  signs  of 
decrepitude — no  diminution  in  the  number  of  exhibitors 
or  in  the  quality  of  the  exhibits.  Some  firms  no  doubt 
hang  on  because  when  the  show  was  a  smaller  thing  than 
it  is  to-day  they  were  offered  special  terms  for  contracts 
for  space  extending  over  a  number  of  years.  What  will 
happen  then,  we  leave  to  the  future.  Perhaps  the  most 
sioteworthy  feature  of  this  year's  show  is  the  large  display 
made  in  the  minor  hall  by  the  Canadian  Government.  It 
is  an  object-lesson  on  what  Canada  can  send  to  the  Mother 
Country.  Certainly  Canada  is  the  "Pears"  among  States 
who  advertise. 

Some  say  that  chemists  and  druggists  are  glorified 
-grocers,  others  that  grocers  are  gwasi-ehemists.  However 
that  may  be,  it  is  impossible  to  ignore 

The  Uniting  Link 
between  the  old  genus  and  its  modern  but  more  pro- 
fessional species,  and  we  have  it  exemplified  here  in  many 
of  the  exhibits.  We  fancy  the  evolution  of  species  is  still 
going  on.  The  retail  druggist,  weary  of  waiting  for  the 
prescriptions  that  do  not  come,  is  realising  that  the 
quickest  way  to  get  out  of  it  all  is  to  make  money  as 
rapidly  as  possible  by  methods  of  business  more  modern 
than  pharmaceutical ;  and  he  gets  ideas  at  the  Agricultural 
Hall.  We  try  to  pick  some  of  them  for  those  who  have 
Biot  been  able  to  attend. 

The  visitor  cannot  escape  Vinolia.  Should  he 
promenade  up  one  avenue  he  will  find  the  company's 
•choicest  products  displayed  in  an  elegance  of  surrounding 
fitting  their  reputation.  This  is  their  principal  exhibit; 
but  not  far  off  another  double  stall,  facing  two  of  the 
main  avenues,  is  devoted  to  their  show  of  household 
soaps.  Yet  another  large  stand  is  concerned  with  a  display 
of  the  gifts — including  bicycles,  pianos,  sewing-machines, 
and  a  thousand  articles  of  use  or  ornament — offered  to 
purchasers  of  V.H.S.  Should  the  visitor  stray  into  the 
gallery  he  will  not  escape,  for  there  he  encounters  a  com- 
posite Vinolia  exhibit  with  a  Vinolia  staff  ready  to  expound 
the  respective  merits  of  each  individual  preparation.  In 
the  principal  lodgment  we  found  a  coterie  of  representa- 
tives known  to  the  drug-trade — Mr.  Henry  Mason,  assisted 
by  Messrs.  Redington,  Corkett,  Tripe,  and  Child.  We 
observed  that  the  company  have  been  honoured  by  receipt 
of  the  Royal  Warrant,  that  hallmark  of  merit  which  so 
many  seek  and  so  few  receive.  To  enumerate  the  Vinolia 
specialities  on  view  would  be  to  repeat  a  tale  told  many 
times.  But  Christmas  novelties  are  a  p>-opos  of  this  issue. 
The  field  of  invention  in  form,  design,  and  colouring  is 
every  year  ransacked  to  produce  something  to  tempt  the 
eye  and  open  the  purse,  and  the  Vinolia  perfume-caskets 
always  include  many  specimens  exhibiting  the  essentials 
of  quality  of  contents,  elegance  of  "  get-up,"  and  moderate 
price.  The  "  Liril "  series  includes  Violettes  de  Parme 
soap,  shaving-stick,  complexion-powder,  violet-powder, 
lip-salve,  and  perfume.  The  Vinolia  sachets  are  obtainable 
in  sixteen  odours.    Among  the  Vinolia  toilet-preparations 

are         But  dare  we  enter  on  a  list  which  would  savour 

of  a  C.  cfc  D.  index-page? 

The  Crown  Perfumery  Company  naturally  take  rank 
among  the  exhibitors  of  high-class  perfumes.  It  was 
pointed  out  to  us  that  while  the  specialities  are  not  on  the 
P.A.T.A.  list,  the  company  see  to  it  that  prices  of  every 
new  preparation  are  maintained.  Among  the  new  things 
are  the  "Natural  Violets"  perfume  (exceedingly  attrac- 
tive) and  the  "Sweet  Pea"  perfumes  in  6d.,  Is.,  and 
2s.  6d.  bottles.  A  popular  line  is  offered  in  2d.  milled 
soaps,  put  up  in  boxes  of  a  dozen  cakes,  and  yielding  a 
good  profit  to  the  retailer.  The  seeker  after  '.'  own-name" 
soaps  and  perfumes  will  find  here  a  good  selection,  as 
well  as  a  new  range  of  Violette  de  Parme  specialities,  in- 
cluding a  shilling  soap,  a  violet-oatmeal  bath-powder,  and 
a  violet-oatmeal  cream.  The  most  seasonable  novelties  are 
perhaps  the  very  fine  selection  of  new  French  art  designs 
in  perfume-caskets  for  the  Christmas  trade. 

In  a  glass  case  owned  by  Oowana  (Limited)  one  may  see 


a  tin  box  with  a  gross  of  soap  cakes  lying  alongside,  and 
if  one  care  to  read  he  may  learn  that  the  soap  was  two 
years  in  the  Antarctic  regions  on  board  the  s.s.  Scotia.  The 
first  impression  is  that  the  explorers  found  it  rather  too 
cold  to  wash  in  the  "  Farthest  South,"  and  one  cannot 
blame  them  much.  But  the  impression  would  be  wrong. 
The  soap  was  sent  out  that  it  might  be  brought  back  to 
show  what  effect  extremes  of  temperature  had  had  upon  it. 
We  examined  some  of  the  cakes,  and  the  quality  seemed 
in  no  way  impaired.  We  also  saw  a  certificate  stating  that 
after  tests  made  by  six  medical  experts  Oowana  soap  was 
selected  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  officers  and  scientific 
experts  in  the  expedition.  Altogether  the  company  make 
a  good  and  business-bringing  display. 

If  one  seeks  to  fill  the  eye  and  only  half  empty  the 
pocket  of  its  modest  store  this  Christmastide,  he  may  do 
worse  than  examine  the  range  of  perfumes  offered  by  the 
Maypole  Company  (1899)  (Limited).  They  are  good  value. 
Penny  eau  de  Cologne,  twopenny  assorted  perfumes, 
"Parma  Violettes"  in  carton  to  retail  at  4£<7.,  and  many 
more  items  tell  how  the  public  taste  is  improving.  Other 
exhibitors  of  soap  and  kindred  products  include  the 
Chiswick  Soap  Company,  with  a  large  water-wheel  in 
action  drawing  attention  to  their  wares ;  Christopher 
Thomas  &  Brothers  (Limited)  ;  and  Joseph  Crosfield  & 
Sons  (Limited),  whose  "Gloria"  and  "  Erasmic "  toilet- 
soaps  are  beautifully  displayed.  Turning  to  exhibits  which 

ArPEAL  to  the  Inner  Man, 
we  find  that  Bovril  (Limited)  make  a  show  befitting  their 
reputation.  In  their  list  of  products  there  is  little  new 
to  report,  but  it  may  be  well  to  mention  that  Holbein  and 
Burgess,  in  their  attempts  to  swim  the  Channel,  were  much 
sustained  by  administration  of  Bovril. 

The  Liep.ig's  Extract  of  Meat  Company  (Limited) 
report  that  the  name  "  Oxo  "  has  caught  the  public  fancy 
just  as  the  preparation  has  hit  its  taste.  The  company 
have  a  new  showcard  upon  which  a  girl  is  depicted  blowing 
a  steaming  cup  of  "  Oxo."  The  inscription  reads. 
"  Impatience  is  natural  when  it's  '  Oxo.'"  The  card  is  to 
be  got  by  retailers  for  the  asking. 

The  usual  Swiss  chalet  houses  the  exhibit  of  Henri 
Nestle,  which  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  in  the  build- 
ing. "  Milo  "  food  is  the  new  name  for  the  infants'  food, 
as  "Nestle"  applied  to  both  milk  and  food  led  to  con- 
fusion.   Retailers  can  help  in  making  this  known. 

The  Swiss  Milk  Society  exhibit  for  the  first  time. 
They  have  various  brands,  but  claim  special  attention  for 
the  "Edelweiss"  brand  of  unsweetened  condensed  milk, 
the  sixpenny  tin  of  which  weighs  about  a  pound. 

The  Hovis-bread  Flour  Company  (Limited)  include  in 
their  extensive  exhibit  in  King  Edward's  Hall  (they  have 
the  whole  of  it)  "  Hovis "  foods  for  infants.  One  is 
intended  for  the  period  pi'ior  to  weaning,  and  it  is  claimed 
that  its  addition  to  diluted  cow's  milk  gives  a  product 
presenting  the  same  composition  as  human  milk.  The 
No.  2  food  is  for  infants  after  weaning,  and  for  invalids. 

The  Frame  Food  Company  (Limited),  whose  bas-relief 
showcards  lose  nothing  of  their  charm,  show  their  food  and 
jelly.  In  a  few  weeks  they  will  move  into  their  new 
factory  at  Southfields,  and,  with  the  advantages  of  speci- 
ally provided  conveniences  in  manufacture,  expect  to  be 
in  a  position  to  overtake  an  even  larger  volume  of  business 
than  at  present. 

Among  exhibitors  of  foods  the  Banana  Food  Company, 
of  46  Artillery  Lane,  E.,  deserve  mention.  Their  pro- 
duct is  prepared  from  bananas  grown  in  Cuba,  and  is 
claimed  to  be  a  sustaining  and  perfect  food.  The  Veda 
Food  Company,  Edinburgh,  make  their  first  appearance. 
Their  specialities  are  claimed  to  have  special  virtue  in 
cases  of  indigestion  and  dyspepsia.  There  are  two  prepara- 
tions, "Veda"  bread  and  "Veda"  oat  food. 

Galak  Milk-products  (Limited)  are  a  comparatively 
new  concern,  and  make  their  first  appearance  at  the 
"Grocers'"  on  the  present  occasion.  The  "Galak"  milk- 
powder  is  made  from  the  lactic  fluid  by  the  Just-Hatmaker 
process.  It  is  a  light-yellowish  flaky  powder  with  the 
natural  taste  and  odour  of  milk.  The  machine  which 
performs  the  conversion  resembles  a  cylindrical  paper- 
making  machine,  and  the  operations  by  the  two  machines 
are  not  unlike  each  other.  The  particular  packing  most 
interesting  to  chemists  will  be  carton  boxes  retailing  at  . 
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6d.  and  containing  six  cakes,  each  of  which  has  been  con- 
densed from  half  a  pint  of  Devonshire  milk. 

A.  J.  Caley  &  Son  (Limited),  of  Norwich,  have  in  the 
•vain  hall  a  show  of  their  milk  chocolate.  In  the  minor 
hall  the 3  iave  a  very  large  exhibit  of  crackers  and  other 
Christmas  novelties.  "  Calorit "  is  something  new.  It 
is  the  principle  of  heating  food  already  cooked  by  allowing 
water  to  penetrate  quicklime.  The  method  seems  to  be 
as  practical  as  the  circumstances  permit.  The  tin  is  in- 
verted, and  a  sharp  instrument  is  used  to  perforate  the 
bottom  in  four  special  places.  This  puts  the  water- 
chamber  into  communication  with  the  quicklime-chamber 
and  heat  is  soon  generated.  After  a  sufficient  length  of 
time  the  tin  is  turned  right  end  up,  the  air-tight  lid  is 
removed,  and  the  food  found  to  be  warmed  to  the  edible 
point. 

We  now  come  to  all  those 

Things  that  Make  Food  Palatable. 

"  Something  Sweet"  is  the  title  of  an  attractive  brochure 
distributed  by  Henry  Tate  &  Son  (Limited),  Liverpool 
and  London,  and  we  may  answer  the  Samsonian  riddle  by 
the  reply  and  query,  "What  is  sweeter  than  pure  sugar, 
and  what  sugar  is  purer  than  Tate's?"  Pure  white  sugars' 
for  syrups  are  a  department  in  this  firm's  manufactures 
of  interest  to  chemists  and  druggists.  Tate's  mineral- 
water  crystals  have  recently  been  introduced,  and  have 
caught  on. 

Cerebos^  (1903)  (Limited)  had  little  to  report.  "Same 
old  thing,"  was  the  reply  in  response  to  our  query  what 
was  new.  There  is  no  doubt  the  "  Cerebos "  gets  about, 
When  in  a  French  town  a  few  weeks  ago  the  writer  noticed 
that  free  samples  of  it  were  being  handed  into  the  houses. 
The  company  mean  to  conquer  the  earth,  and  follow  the 
methods  of  the  conquerors  in  Alexander's  day,  by  cover- 
ing with  salt  the  towns  they  invade — without,  however, 
the  preliminary  measure  of  razing  them  to  the  ground  The 
Salt  Union  (Limited),  41  Eastcheap,  E.C.,  also  seek  to  woo 
the  trade  by  an  attractive  exhibit. 

Tidman  &  Son  (Limited),  Wapping,  E.,  have  on  view 
many  things  besides  their  sea-salt  (including  the  new  penny 
packet).  A  sea-soap  which  lathers  as  well  in  sea-water  as 
an  ordinary  soap  does  in  soft  water  will  undoubtedly  fill 
a  known  demand.  Another  item  among  the  soaps  is 
Tidman's  "  Herbal  Skin-soap,"  in  Ad.  cakes.  A  table- 
salt  which  does  not  cake  is  offered  in  packets  to  retail 
at  If/.,  6d.,  and  Is.  A  wide  assortment  of  tooth  and  hair 
brushes,  perfumery,  feeding-bottles,  and  other  druggists' 
sundries  complete  the  exhibit. 

Ingram  &  Royle  (Limited),  26  Upper  Thames  Street, 
exhibit  all  the  known  brands  of  mineral  waters,  including 
table-waters,  and  "  Rosbach  "  had  a  show  all  to  itself  by 
itself.  Stephen  Smith  &  Co.  (Limited)  revived  the  weary 
with  a  glass  of  Hall's  wine,  and  make  a  good  exhibit  of 
high-class  wines. 

W.  &  A.  Gilbey  (Limited)  receive  their  agents  in  a 
stand  worthy  of  their  importance,  perhaps  the  most  tasteful 
stall  in  the  whole  exhibition.  It  is  a  double-ended  re- 
production in  miniature  of  their  Pantheon  in  Oxford 
Street.  Here  we  found  tonic  port,  quinine,  sherry,  and 
invalid  port  among  other  things. 

Stone  &  Son  (Exeter)  are  best  known  for  essence  of 
rennet ;  but  they  stray  into  other  fields,  from  which  they 
have  distilled  "  Essence  of  Flowers  of  Devon."  Furniture- 
cream,  starch-gloss,  packed  drugs,  butter-powder,  and  milk- 
preservative  are  other  lines  of  theirs. 

Newball  &  Mason,  Nottingham,  are  in  their  customary 
prominence.  The  greater  part  of  their  1,200  square  feet 
of  space  is  occupied  by  three  offices  where  friends  and 
customers  may  be  interviewed  screened  from  public  gaze. 
We  were  asked  to  taste  a  cup  of  coffee  prepared  from 
Mason's  coffee  essence,  and  found  it  goes  a  long  way 
towards  the  desired  goal— that  is  to  say,  while  it  has  not 
the  flavour  of  the  beverage  that  a  turbaned  Turk  would 
make  for  you,  it  is  better  than  the  stuff  called  coffee 
turned  out  by  the  majority  of  "cook-generals."  Mr 
Perry  reported  that  the  essence  is  being  stocked  more  and 
more  by  chemists.  Among  the  range  of  7>^d.  and  Ad.  salts 
shown  here  are  "Health  Salt,"  Dr.  Jacob  Townsend's 
liver-salt,  and  blood-salt.  The  winter  sale  of  Mason's 
wine  essences  in  all  fruit  flavours  has  more  than  commenced 
lor  the  season.    They  are  legally  safe  to  sell,  as  they  are 


just  what  they  are  said  to  be.  Our  attention  was  drawry 
to  Mason's  cloudy  ammonia  for  the  household,  in  12,  16, 
and  20  oz.  bottles,  and  lemonade  salts  in  packages  from 
gib.  to  14  lb.,  and  in  larger  drums. 

Essence  of  coffee,  pure  or  mixed  with  chicory,  coffee  and' 
milk,  cocoa  and  milk,  chocolate  milk  in  tins,  and  a  variety 
of  culinary  flavouring-essences  are  exhibited  by  T.  &  H. 
Smith  (Limited),  the  well-known  Edinburgh  chemists. 
Thomas  Symington  &  Co.  have  a  somewhat  similar  display. 

M.  Escoffier,  the  chef  of  the  Carlton  Hotel,  is  an  expert 
cuisinier  whose  sauces  attracted  the  attention  of  some 
epicures,  who  determined  to  exploit  them.  Thereupon 
Escoffier  (Limited)  was  established  at  6  Ridgmount' 
Street,  Tottenham  Court  Road,  W.C.  The  base  of  all  the 
preparations  is  French  wine  vinegar.  The  specialities  are 
only  for  high-class  trade,  and  in  no  small  measure  filter  to 
the  public  through  the  hands  of  chemists.  They  include 
Escoffier  pickles,  chutney,  "Sauce  Robert,"  "Sauce 
Diable,"  and  "  Sauce  Melba."  Several  crowned  heads  are 
already  included  in  the  list  of  habitual  users  of  Escoffier 
sauces. 

Cure  and  Prevention. 

Daisy  (Limited),  Leeds,  are  in  the  gallery.  In  additions 
to  their  "  Daisy  "  they  now  offer  an  assortment  of  new  pre- 
parations— "Daisy"  hair-wash,  shampoo-powders,  foot- 
powder,  and  nit-powder,  at  5s.  8d.  per  gross,  "  Babbs  "  at 
5s.  per  gross,  and  infant-powder  at  3s.  8d.  per  gross. 

The  Nicol  Remedy  Company.  2  Exeter  Street,  W.C, 
have  a  series  of  preparations  which  they  exhibit  for  the  first 
time.  Mr.  Charles  D.  Nicol  was  on  the  Salvation  Army 
International  Medical  Staff,  and  introduced  his  chocolate- 
coated  tablets  (the  nature  of  which  is  Bland)  into  the 
Women's  Training  College  for  Salvation  Army  work.  This 
was  the  beginning  of  it.  As  medicine  specialists  the  com- 
pany supply  Nicol  remedies  of  twenty  different  sorts  foK 
different  diseases,  in  Is.  1-^d.  to  4s.  6d.  packages. 

The  "  Sanitas  "  Company  (Limited)  have  a  new  half- 
crown  "  Sanitas  "  eucalytus  disinfectant.  An  absorbent 
material  takes  up  a  supply  of  eucalyptus  oil  and  throws  it 
off  gradually.  It  requires  charging  about  once  a  week,  at  a 
cost  of  about  sixpence.  The  company  supply  the  oil  in. 
suitable  bottles,  which  retail  at  6d.  and  Is.  The  shilling 
"Sanitas"  dentifrice  and  "Sanitas"  moth-paper  are  also 
worthy  of  mention.  The  "Sanitas"  soaps  are  going  well, 
especially  the  threepenny  wrapped  cake  of  eucalyptus  soap. 

Tugwood  &  Witton,  Shad  well.  E.,  have  made  the  wordi 
"  Audesol  "  their  own  as  a  distinguishing  name  for  their 
antiseptic  and  disinfecting  preparations.  "  Audelin  "  is  a 
new  fluid  which,  added  to  water,  without  soap  or  soda, 
makes  an  excellent  scouring-liquid.  It  has  been  taken  up' 
by  many  theatre-managers,  who  report  favourably  of  its- 
utility.  Its  sphere  extends  into  the  household  and  indus- 
trial fields.  The  "  Owl"  brand  of  moth-tablets  and  moth- 
papers  is  theirs.  The  Parozone  Company  (Limited)  show 
their  bleaching-fluid,  starch,  and  "  Evergreen  "  ammonia. 

The  visitor  to  the  show  for  the  first  time  always  admires- 
the  fine  stearine  statuary  ornamenting  the  stall  of  Price's 
Patent  Candle  Company  (Limited).  So,  indeed,  does  the 
visitor  for  the  twelfth  time.  The  busts  of  the  King  and 
Queen,  and  of  Bartholdi's  statue  of  Liberty,  are  very  fine- 
indeed.  Among  the  specialities  made  by  the  firm  which 
interest  the  drug-trade  are  toilet-soaps  in  bars,  cakes,  andi 
boxes,  and  "  Palmitine  Star"  nightlights  specially  adapted' 
for  food -warmers.  A  new  toilet -soap  (three  cakes  in  a  box 
retail  at  Is.  6d.)  is  called  "Ro-ti-sha,"  We  puzzled  over 
this  for  a  bit  when  the  smiling  attendant  gave  the  cue- 
rose,  thistle,  and  shamrock. 

J.  C.  &  J.  Field  have  a  kiosk  in  which  they  show  samples 
of  candles  (spermaceti,  ozokerit,  stearine,  and  paraffin),  earn 
de  Cologne  soap,  and  an  attractive  selection  in  their 
"  Fleur-de-Lys  "  specialities.  Young's  Paraffin  Company 
(Limited)  also  exhibit  their  illuminating  and  lubricating 
products. 

To  attempt  to  describe  the  exhibit  of  W.  B.  Fobdham  & 
Sons  (Limited),  which  is  in  the  gallery,  is  no  small  task, 
so  many  and  so  varied  are  the  sundries  shown.  Among  the- 
specialities  of  interest  to  our  readers  we  noted  toilet-papers, 
glues  and  gelatines,  Marshall's  cement,  brushes  for  toilet 
and  other  purposes,  Thet  ford  pulp  ware,  the  "  Kozy  "  foot- 
warmer  (recently  described  in  the  C.  <(•  1).),  "Selvyt" 
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polishing-cloths,  baskets  and  hair  sieves,  "Octopus"  anti- 
incrustators,  v  War  Office  "  bottles  (really  1-gal.  jars  with 
wire  drop  handles),  "  Fels-Naptha "  soap,  "Bluebell" 
metal-polish,  and  mortars  and  pestles.    This  is  sufficiently 

Miscellaneous 
to  start  a  new  section.  Next  we  touch  the  brave  display  by 
Spratt's  Patent  (Limited).  Here  are  all  the  animal  foods 
and  medicines  for  which  they  are  so  well  known.  The 
department  of  polishers  and  shiners  (blackings  and  polish- 
ing pastes)  is  well  represented  by  Raimes  &  Co.  (with 
"  Globe  "  metal-polish),  Day  &  Martin  (Limited),  William 
Berry,  W.  G.  Nixey,  Bluebell  Polish  Company 
(Limited),  F.  Kuetgens  ("Rocket"  polishes),  and  the 
Swift  Polish  Manufacturing  Company. 

J.  Defries  &  Sons  (Limited),  Houndsditch,  E.C.,  make 
a  good  display  of  Pasteur-Chamberland  filters.  A  new 
filter  for  industrial  purposes  which  is  already  used  by  some 
large  brewing  companies  permits  the  user  to  make  his  own 
cylinders.  A  perforated  copper  cylinder  covered  with 
calico  is  the  essential  feature,  and  by  immersing  this  in  the 
proper  composition  a  plaster  covering  is  given  through 
which  the  water  filters  inwards.  The  capacity  of  the  filter 
may  be  as  great  as  is  desired,  apparatus  being  provided  with 
any  number  of  cylinders. 

The  Lamson-Paragon  Supply  Company  (Limited),  Can- 
ning Town,  E.,  those  pioneers  in  the  department  of  busi- 
ness-records, have  a  few  things  not  before  exhibited.  The 
unsatisfactory  nature  of  an  impression  made  by  black  leaf 
offered  a  field  for  improvement,  and  their  efforts  seem  to 
have  been  attended  with  success.  They  adopt  for  the 
direct  record  a  thin-texture  paper  strong  enough  to  take  the 
pen.  Combined  with  a  special  leaf  they  get  a  record  on  the 
second  copy  much  more  distinct  than  by  the  old-fashioned 
method,  and  not  so  liable  to  be  made  indecipherable  by 
handling.  Any  pens  not  too  fine  and  not  too  soft  are  suit- 
able, but  the  company  supply  points  for  the  purpose. 
Manifold  postcards,  in  which,  of  course,  the  indirect  im- 
pression is  made  upon  the  postcard,  have  been  improved 
in  a  similar  manner.  Gummed  receipt-books  and  gummed 
manifold  syphon-return  books  are  also  shown. 

Advertising-novelties  are  another  section  in  which  there 
is  no  lack  of  candidates  for  business,  and  Mansell,  Hunt, 
Catty  &  Co.  (Limited)  are  entitled  to  a  place  in  this  class 
as  the  makers  of  the  well-known  bottle-caps. 

There  is  quite  a  number  of  exhibitors  who  were  at  the 
Confectioners'  Exhibition,  reported  a  fortnight  ago,  and  it 
is  unnecessary  to  refer  to  them  again. 


"(Repeating  ©lb  prescriptions. 

MR.  WALTER  SCHROEDER,  Deputy-Coroner  for  Cen- 
tral London,  held  an  inquest  at  Hampstead  on  Sep- 
tember 20  regarding  the  death  of  Miss  Beatrice  Mary 
Ingram  (26),  2  Elm  Place,  Hampstead,  who  committed 
suicide  by  taking  a  quantity  of  morphine. 

Evidence  was  given  that  deceased's  mother  for  ten  years 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  having  morphine  injections.  On 
Saturday  deceased,  who  had  of  late  been  in  a  very  despond- 
ing condition,  told  her  sister  that  she  had  taken  the  bottle 
of  morphine  because  she  was  so  miserable.  She  was  attended 
to  by  Dr.  Williams,  but  died  the  following  morning  owing 
to  the  morphine  taken. 

Mr.  Arthur  F.  Pickford,  chemist  and  druggist,  88  Chalk- 
Farm  Road,  said  the  deceased  had  been  known  to  him  for 
some  years  as  a  customer,  and  for  the  last  three  years  he 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  serving  her  with  a  bottle  of  mor- 
phine, which  he  knew  was  for  her  mother.  On  Friday  night 
she  came  and  asked  him  for  the  usual  quantity.  He  told  her 
that  he  had  not  any  made  up  then,  so  would  send  it  up  in  the 
morning,  which  he  did. 

The  Coroner  asked  if  a  prescription  from  a  medical  man 
was  produced. 

Mr.  Pickford  replied,  "  No."  He  had  made  it  up  so  often, 
and  knew  Miss  Ingram  so  well,  that  he  did  not  think  it  was 
necessary  to  have  the  prescription  produced  each  time.  The 
prescription  was  an  old  one. 

Dr.  Archer  said  that  the  prescription  was  written  by  his 
late  father  some  eight  or  ten  years  ago. 

A  juror  asked  what  amount  of  morphine  was  supplied,  and 
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whether  the  usual  precautions  were  taken  as  to  labelling  the 
bottle.  8 

Mr.  Pickford  replied  that  he  supplied  a  shillingsworth, 
and  that  it  was  given  in  a  blue  bottle  and  properly  labelled.' 

The  Coroner  said  that  the  morphine  was  in  a  proper 
poison-bottle  and  properly  labelled.  He,  however,  pointed 
out  that,  although  Mr.  Pickford  was  within  his  legal  rights 
in  supplying  the  morphine,  yet  it  was  a  very  unwise  thing 
to  keep  on  supplying  poisonous  drugs  on  the  strength  of  an 
old  prescription.  He  had  known  of  cases  in  which  persons 
desiring  to  commit  suicide  had  obtained  poison  by  taking 
old  prescriptions  to  chemists.  Of  late  there  had  been  much 
correspondence  on  this  question  of  chemists  supplying 
patients  and  others  with  medicines  on  old  prescriptions ;  in 
fact,  many  were  only  copies  of  prescriptions  by  men  who  had 
been  dead  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Pickford  said  he  did  not  now  remember  whether  this 
prescription  was  signed  or  not. 

The  Coroner  said  that  it  seemed  to  him  a  large  amount  to 
supply  at  one  time. 

Mr.  Pickford  said  that  what  was  supplied  was 
240  minims,  or  g  oz. 

The  Coroner  said  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  the 
present  practice  of  chemists  of  supplying  on  old  prescriptions 
was  discontinued,  and  he  knew  from  other  cases  that  ha* 
come  before  him  some  chemists  were  in  favour  of  this,  but 
could  not  put  it  in  force  unless  the  whole  of  them  did. 

Mr.  Pickford  said  that  he  quite  agreed. 

The  Coroner,  proceeding,  said  it  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  Mr.  Pickford  was  quite  within  his  legal  rights  in 
supplying  the  morphine,  for  he  took  the  precautions  laid 
down  in  the  second  schedule  of  the  Act. 

Mr.  Pickford  said  that  on  Saturday  night  deceased  was 
brought  to  his  shop  by  her  sister,  and  he  asked  her  what 
was  the  matter,  and  she  said  that  she  had  taken  the  whole 
of  the  morphine  that  he  had  sent  up  that  morning.  He 
asked  her  what  possessed  her  to  do  it,  and  she  replied, 
"Because  I  was  tired  of  life.  Do  you  think  I  shall  get 
better  ?  "    He  at  once  took  her  to  Dr.  Williams's  surgery. 

Dr.  Williams  then  gave  evidence,  and  was  followed  by 
Dr.  Stafford  Hill  Archer,  whose  father  had  attended  Mrs. 
Ingram  and  given  her  the  morphine  injection  prescription. 
After  other  evidence,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accord- 
ance with  the  medical  evidence,  adding  :  "  The  jurors  are  of 
opinion  that  the  practice  of  supplying  poisonous  drugs  on 
production  of  old-dated  prescriptions  without  the  authority 
of  the  medical  attendant  of  the  patient  should  be  discon- 
tinued." 


M.  Rene  Meret  (29),  a  French  barrister  who  had  been 
living  in  Upper  Bedford  Place,  W.C.,  for  some  weeks, 
died  there  on  Sunday  last  from  morphine-poisoning.  Mr. 
Walter  Schroeder  held  an  inquest  on  September  21,  when 
it  transpired  that  M.  Meret  had  acquired  the  morphine- 
habit,  and  Dr.  Brown,  of  Russell  Square,  deposed  that 
he  had  probably  injected  about  2\  grains  of  morphine. 

Mr.  Walter  Temple  Cooper,  chemist,  Oxford  Street, 
stated  that  his  senior  assistant  made  up  the  morphine  for 
Meret  on  Saturday  from  a  prescription  which  he  presented. 

The  Coroner  :  Do  you  take  any  notice  of  signatures  on 
prescriptions  ? — No. 

Then  anyone  who  signs  his  initials  at  the  foot  of  a 
prescription  can  obtain  morphine  ? — Yes. 

The  Coroner  :  We  find  that  the  prescription  in  this  case 
was  written  by  Meret  himself. 

Mr.  Cooper  agreed  with  the  Coroner  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  prevent  morphine  being  obtained  except  on 
properly  authenticated  prescriptions,  and  that  the  same 
prescription  should  never  be  used  twice. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure, 
and  added  a  rider  to  the  effect  that  the  practice  of  supply- 
ing poisonous  drugs  on  production  of  old-dated  prescrip- 
tions without  the  authority  of  the  medical  attendant  of  the 
patient  should  be  discontinued,  and  that  a  new  prescription 
should  be  supplied  on  each  occasion  bearing  the  full  name 
of  the  medical  man. 


Miss  Selway,  who  until  lately  was  employed  at  a  chemist's 
shop  in  Chester,  was  to  have  been  married  in  London  on 
Wednesday  to  a  Chester  postal  clerk,  but  on  Tuesday  he  re- 
ceived from  the  girl's  family  a  message  to  say  that  she  had 
left  home. 
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Scientific  proorcss. 


New  Remedies. — Rexotan  is  a  new  astringent  prepared  by 
Aufrecht  by  the  condensation  of  tannic  acid  and  urea  by 
means  of  formic  aldehyde.  It  has  the  formula  Ci.HmN.Oi,.- 
Methylene-hi-ppuric  acid  is  a  new  preparation  of  hippuric 
acid,  formed  by  the  action  of  a  paraformic  aldehyde  on  hip- 
puric  acid.    It  melts  at  151°. 

The  Atomic  Weight  of  Iodine. — Kothner  and  Aeuer 
("Berichte,"  1904,  2536)  have  made  some  elaborate  redeter- 
minations of  the  atomic  weight  of  iodine,  to  which  Stas,  in 
his  classic  researches  on  the  haloid  atomic  weights,  assigned 
the  value  125.9  (as  compared  with  hydrogen  =  1).  From  the 
analysis  of  extremely  pure  ethyl  iodide,  and  from  the  dry 
synthesis  of  silver  iodide,  the  authors  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  atomic  weight  of  iodine  cannot  be  less  than  126.011, 
as  compared  with  hydrogen  as  unity. 

The  Chemistry  of  Rhubarb. — Tschirch  has  examined 
the  constituents  of  rhubarb-root  grown  in  Berne  ("  Pharm. 
Port.,"  1904,  441),  and  finds  that  the  active  principles,  all  of 
the  oxymethylanthraquinone  series,  are  identical  with  those 
already  fully  described  by  him  as  isolated  from  other 
rhubarbs.  From  rhein  extracted  from  this  root  he  has  pre- 
pared several  well-defined  derivatives,  of  which  diacetyl- 
rhein,  CsIUCJLO^O,,,  melting  at  247°  to  248°,  is  perhaps 
the  best-defined  for  identification-purposes. 

Synthesis  of  Peptides.— A  paper  covering  twenty-five 
pages  of  the  "  Berichte  "  (1904,  2,086),  by  Emil  Fischer,  has 
just  been  published  dealing  with  the  synthesis  of  the  poly- 
peptides. The  paper  is  too  long  for  useful  abstraction,  but  it 
is  important  to  draw  attention  to  it  as  a  classic  research  on 
Ihose  indefinite  bodies  which  were  wont  to  be  almost  excluded 
from  the  region  of  exact  chemistry,  and  which  Emil  Fischer 
has  done  so  much  to  elucidate.  He  shows  that  these  bodies 
are  chiefly  glycin,  alanin,  and  leucin  derivatives. 

A  New  Acid  in  Gall-nuts.  —  Kunz-Kraus3  and  Schelle 
have  isolated  a  new  acid  from  gall-nuts  to  which  they  give 
the  name  "  cyclogallipharic  acid  "  (Archiv  der  Pharmazie," 
1904,  257).  It  is  easily  extracted  from  the  residues  of  tannin- 
making  by  a  series  of  crystallisations  from  acetic  acid,  and 
finally  from  alcohol  or  petroleum  ether.  The  acid  crystal- 
lises in  prisms,  insoluble  in  water,  soluble  in  most  organic 
solvents.  Ferric  chloride  gives  a  blue  precipitate.  Its  for- 
mula is  C2.H31.O3.  It  is  monobasic,  and  yields  a  mono-acetyl 
derivative. 

Primula  Camphor. — By  steam-distillation  a  camphoraceous 
body  has  been  obtained  from  the  root  of  Primula  vcris,  which 
has  been  examined  by  H.  Brunner  ("  Pharm.  Central.,"  1904, 
688).  It  crystallises  in  leaflets  melting  at  49°  C.  and  boiling 
at  200°  C,  and  has  the  formula  C,iHi2Os.  On  oxidation  with 
chromic  acid,  or  on  treatment  with  potash,  it  yields  salicylic 
acid.  From  300  kilos,  of  the  roots,  170  grams  of  the  Primula 
•camphor  is  obtained.  A  liquid  body  of  sp.  gr.  1.2155,  boiling 
at  255°,  has  been  obtained  by  Brunner,  which  is  stated  to 
have  the  formula  CI2HmOs,  and  is  probably  a  methyl  ester  of 
meta-methoxysalicylic  acid. 

The  Action  of  Li^ht  on  Santonin. — According  to 
Francesconi  and  Maggi  ("  Gazz.  Chim.  Ital.,"  33,  65)  the 
characteristic  alterative-products  of  santonin  due  to  the 
action  of  light  are  best  obtained  by  allowing  100  grams,  dis- 
solved in  1,200  c.c.  of  normal  potash,  to  be  exposed  to 
brilliant  light  for  two  months.  After  precipitation  with 
hydrochloric  acid,  the  mass  obtained  is  treated  with  ether, 
from  which  photo-santoninic  acid,  melting  at  259°,  is 
obtained.  This  body  has  the  formula  C3«H«209,  and  is  a 
dibasic  acid.  It  is  slightly  lsevorotatory,  [Va  =  — 1C°.  The 
authors  find  that  dextrotropo-santonin  is  formed  by  the 
action  of  light  in  the  presence  of  hydrochloric  acid,  together 
with  an  acid  resin.  They  consider  that  photo-santoninic  acid 
is  a  condensation-product  of  santoninic  acid  and  phbto-san- 
tomc  acid  in  the  nascent  state. 

The  Chemistry  of  Galangin — Two  important  papers  on 
the  active  principle  of  galangal-root  bv  Kostanecki  and  his 
pupils  appear  in  the  "Berichte"  (1904,  2803).  This  prin- 
ciple, galangm,  was  obtained  from  the  root  in  1881  by  Jahns. 
He  stated  that  it  had  the  formula  C,.H,„0„  and  contained 
three  OH  groups.  On  decomposition  bv  melting  with  alkali, 
he  found  benzoic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  and  a  phenolic  body.  The 
present  authors  have  now  established  the  constitution  of 
galangin  beyond  doubt,  by  effecting  a  complete  svnthesis  of 
it  from  simpler  compounds.  They  have  proved  that  it  is 
1.  3.  dioxyflavanol,  the  synthetic  specimen  being  identical  in 
all  respects  with  the  natural  substance,  which  is  a  crystalline 
body  melting  at  about  215°.  At  the  same  time  they  have  pro- 
pared  an  isomeric  dioxyflavanol  which  resembles  galangin 
in  every  respect,  but  having  its  hydroxy  groups  in  different 
positions  as  regards  the  aromatic  nucleus.

Sir  William  Ramsay 

is  contributing  useful  service  to 
chemistry,  and  to  science  generally,  by  his  persistent 
criticisms  of  the  academic  titles  and  degrees  which  cost 
so  much  time  and  labour  and,  after  all,  mean  so  little  as 
regards  real  ability.  "  A  parrot-like  ability  to  repeat  what 
has  been  told  them,  and  a  knack  in  gauging  the  idiosyn- 
cracies  of  an  examiner "  may  secure  university  degrees, 
but  it  needs  other  qualities — mental  faculties  which  pre- 
paration for  examinations  only  tends  to  blunt  or  bury — to 
win  such  letters  as  K.C.B.  and  F.R.S.  Sir  William 
Ramsay  is  attacking  a  profitable  industry  when  he  declares 
that  "examinations  have  greatly  retarded  the  advance  of 
knowledge  and  research  in  England."  This  is  a  serious 
charge,  but  it  is  one  which  is  acquiring  momentum ;  and  it 
is  hopeful  for  the  next  generation  to  find  testimony  from 
such  influential  witnesses  against  the  procrustean  system 
which  during  the  past  half-century  we  have  been  dignify- 
ing with  the  name  of  education.  Another  topic  dealt  with 
by  Sir  William  Ramsay  was  the  association  of 

Universities  and  Industries. 

According  to  a  scientific  friend 
of  his — and  apparently  he  endorses  the  observation — 
"most  of  the  changes  that  have  been  introduced  in 
industry  have  had  their  origin  in  universities."  The  refer- 
ence appears  to  be  to  chemistry  particularly,  and  in  that 
connection  it  may  be  fairly  true.  The  great  modern 
developments  of  synthetic  chemistry  have  mostly  been 
effected  by  men  who  have  acquired  at  least  some  of  their 
knowledge  at  universities.  But  a  very  large  collection  of 
exceptions  and  omissions  could  be  arrayed  even  in  the 
ranks  of  chemical  science.  In  other  branches  of  industry 
and  discovery  it  is  really  astonishing  how  little  universities 
have  contributed  to  the  march  of  social  progress.  The 
professions  of  engineering,  metallurgy,  electric  develop- 
ment, photography,  medicine,  and  mechanics,  which  have 
made  giant  strides  in  the  memory  of  living  persons,  would 
find  it  difficult  reasonably  to  attribute  many  of  their  im- 
provements to  university  aid.  Edison,  Swan,  Marconi, 
Bessemer,  Maxim,  Wheatstone,  Stephenson,  Faraday, 
Davy,  and  Dalton  are  names  which  occur  to  the  mind  in 
calling  over  the  researches  that  have  led  to  the  most 
prominent  changes  in  industries.  These  were  not  uni- 
versity men.  But  they  make  up  a  nice  little  batch  of 
samples  which  the  universities  would  find  it  difficult  to 
match. 

Trade-mark  Law  in  France, 

so  far  as  it  applies  to  medi- 
cinal products,  is  not  in  a  satisfactory  state.  This  is 
illustrated  by  the  "Adrenaline"  case  reported  last  week. 
For  many  years  the  law  as  it  was  interpreted  was  quite 
simple  and  reasonable.  A  medicament  could  not  be 
patented,  but  a  particular  manufacture  might  be  trade- 
marked.  The  success  of  antipyrin  directed  specific  atten- 
tion to  this  condition.  Certain  French  chemical-manufac- 
turers exploited  this  instance  as  a  shocking  example  of 
how  the  law  worked.  They  could  make  exactly  the  same 
article,  they  said,  but  they  could  not  sell  their  product 
because  the  doctors  would  insist  on  prescribing  it  by  the 
name  which  had  been  registered  by  a  German  firm.  So 
they  urged  that  fancy  names  applied  to  particular  medi- 
cines should  not  be  allowed  to  be  registered,  though  they 
did  not  object  to  a  firm  applying  a  general  trade-mark  to 
its  products.    Then  they  went  further.    I  am  not  aware 


whether  any  case  concerning  antipyrin  itself  was  contested, 
but  in  1898  M.  Petit  was  the  defendant  in  two  actions  in 
which  the  registered  trade-marks  "  Chloralose "  and 
"Salol"  were  challenged.  M.  Petit  was  fined  in  the  first 
courts  in  respect  of  both,  but  the  judgments  were  reversed 
in  the  Court  of  Appeal  where  it  was  held  that  the  registra- 
tion enabled  manufacturers  to  evade  the  obvious  intention 
of  the  law  which  refused  to  sanction  the  patenting  of 
medicinal  compounds.  Registration  could  only  be  valid  if 
the  names  were  strictly  fancy.  "  Chloralose"  and  "  Salol  " 
were  not  fancy  enough,  and  presumably  "Adrenaline"  has 
the  same  defect. 
Chemists'  Associations 

will  now  be  setting  to  work.  Re- 
ports of  their  discussions  are  among  the  compensations 
for  the  cold,  dreary  months  approaching.  They  furnish 
the  most  directly  articulate  expression  of  what  the  trade 
is  thinking  about,  worrying  about,  hoping  for.  The  value 
of  their  discussions  would  sometimes  be  enhanced  if 
provision  were  made  as  far  as  possible  for  the 
effective  presentation  of  both  sides  of  an  argument. 
The  Federation  could  do  a  useful  service  by  preventing 
the  narcotism  of  a  too  perfect  unanimity.  Last  year 
medicine-stamps,  territorial  representation,  and  co-opera- 
tive buying  were  the  prominent  topics  of  discussion.  These 
can  hardly  provide  material  for  another  session.  The 
medicine-stamp  business  is  a  chose  jugcc,  territorial  repre- 
sentation is  merely  visionary,  and  co-operative-buying 
schemes  are  of  strictly  local  concern.  We  may  therefore 
hope  for  some  new  ideas  this  winter.  That  chemists' 
associations  have  drifted  from  2«a?t-scientific  bodies  into 
organisations  of 
A  Trade-union  Character — 

that  is  to  say,  unions  for  the 
promotion  of  mutual  trade  interests — is  not  at  all  a  result 
to  be  deplored.  And  now  that  they  have  started  in  that 
direction  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  will  gradually  feel  their  way 
a  good  bit  farther.  Co-operative  selling  may  become  as 
important  as  co-operative  buying.  Something  of  the  kind 
was  advocated  last  year  in  Yorkshire,  and  several  times 
ideas  of  compounding,  advertising,  displaying,  and  selling 
some  pharmaceutical  specialities  co-operatively  have  been 
propounded.  These  schemes  have  generally  aborted,  prin- 
cipally for  the  reason  that  they  have  been  too  compre- 
hensive. They  could  not  succeed  without  large  expendi- 
ture, and  a  call  of  five  pounds  per  member  for  a  pure 
adventure  would  wreck  the  most  brilliant  of  conceptions. 
The  Sydney  Scheme 

referred  to  in  Mr.  A.  E.  Morton's 
letter  last  week  is  a  type  of  many  possibilities.  The 
associated  chemists  of  that  city  are  sending  monthly 
circulars  to  the  medical  profession  there,  aiming  to  show 
them  how  not  to  prescribe.  Advice  of  this  kind  needs  to 
be  tendered  very  delicately,  but  obviously  it  can  be  offered 
better  by  an  association  than  by  an  individual.  But  there 
are  many  other  circulars  dealing  with  paying  lines,  to 
which  no  objection  could  be  taken,  which  might  with 
advantage  be  distributed  co-operatively.  Individual  cost 
would  be  reduced,  and  advice  given  by  a  multitude  of 
counsellors  would  be  heightened  in  effect.  If,  too,  experts 
on  side-lines,  such  as  photography,  optics,  analysis, 
veterinary  treatment,  and  agricultural  and  horticultural 
chemicals,  would  prepare  lectures  showing  in  detail  how 
best  and  most  profitably  to  work  those  sections  of  the 
chemist's  business,  afterwards  discussing  points  with  the 
audiences,  such  lectures  would  be  worth  paying  for;  and 
they  would  be  valued  in  proportion  to  the  fee  paid  for 
them.

medicine  stamp-duty.  They  include  scores  of  well  known 
domestic  medicines,  common  to  the  whole  trade,  which  are 
nobody's  property,  and  have  never  been  proprietary,  but 
which,  owing  to  the  use  of  the  possessive  case,  or  (its 
equivalent)  the  surname  in  parentheses,  are  by  the 
authority's  ruling  liable  to  duty.    To  name  a  few,  we  have 

Sir  Andrew  Clark's  liver-pills. 

Christison's  pills. 

Dale's  plaster. 

Dobell's  aperient. 

Easton's  syrup. 

Gregory's  pills. 

Gregory's  powder. 

Griffith's  mixture. 

Hamilton's  pills. 

Heberden's  ink. 

Huxham's  tincture  of  bark. 

Parrish's  syrup  of  phosphates. 

Rubini's  essence  of  camphor. 

Scott's  ointment. 
Each  of  these  is  liable  to  stamp-duty.    We  have  recently 
•had  a  correspondence  with  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
in  regard  to  them,  especially  in  respect  to  the  use  of  such 
titles  as 

Liver-pills  (Clark). 

For  many  years  the  Board  did  not  regard  the  parentheti- 
cal surname  as  equivalent  to  the  possessive  case,  but  we 
gather  that  during  recent  years  retailers  and  manufacturers 
alike  have  used  the  parenthetical  form  with  a  force  which 
makes  the  form  as  proprietary  as  the  possessive  case  itself. 
It  is  impossible  to  gainsay  this ;  we  know  that  the  form  is 
so  used,  and  although  not  universally,  still  so  commonly 
that  the  Board  have  some  justification  in  regarding  it  as 
suspect.  In  the  matters  of  lozenges,  for  example,  it  is 
now  many  years  ago  since  they  declared  that  "  Smith's 
cough-lozenge "  stamped  on  the  lozenge  involved  liability 
to  duty,  but  they  expressly  allowed  "  Cough-lozenge 
(Smith)  "  to  go  duty-free.  This  is  no  longer  the  case. 
But  we  understand  that  the  Board  are  not  unconscious  of 
the  fact  that  the  present  principal  legal  adviser  of  the 
Government  has  declared  that  such  medicines  as  "  Gregory's 
powder,"  which  have  never  been  proprietary,  whose  com- 
position is  well  known,  and  which  are  commonly  named  in 
the  possessive  case,  are  not  dutiable  medicines  in  the 
terms  of  the  Act.  The  best  evidence  of  the  non-pro- 
prietary nature  of  any  medicines  in  this  class  is  the 
authoritative  publication  of  their  formulas.  It  is  obvious 
that  common  knowledge  in  a  district  of  the  composition 
-of  a  medicine  known  and  sold  locally  under  a  possessive- 
case  name,  cannot  suffice  for  administrative  purposes ;  the 
formula  must  be  accessible  to  anybody,  therefore  published 
in  some  well-known  book  of  reference.  The  purpose  of 
this  note  is  to  ask  the  assistance  of  our  subscribers  in 
tracing  the  original  publication  of  the  formulae  for  pre- 
parations such  as  we  have  named  above,  and  to  communi- 
cate to  us  also  the  formula?  of  preparations  which  have  a 
local  reputation,  and  which  are  known  to  the  public  and 
are  sold  under  a  possessive-case  name,  but  have  never  been 
proprietary  articles  or  sold  as  stamped  medicines.  Should 
the  trade  co-operate  with  us  in  this  matter,  we  believe  that 
greater  freedom  in  selling  small  quantities  of  popular 
.medicines  will  result. 


Winter  Work. 

"What  are  the  Chemists'  Associations  in  Great  Britain  to 
do  this  winter?  "  is  the  question  a  trade  leader  put  to  us  the 
■other  day  ;  and  we  replied  that  "  Xrayser  "  gives  them  hints 
in  his  page  this  week.  The  interrogator  seemed  sceptical 
■about  our  popular  contributor's  seriousness  as  '  a  guide, 


philosopher,  and  friend  of  Chemists'  Associations,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  counsel  us  to  urge  upon  Associations  the  necessity 
of  making  the  Shop-hours  Act  the  subject  of  at  least  one 
night's  consideration  during  the  winter  session.  There- 
upon he  began  to  expound  the  Act  in  a  learned  but  peculiar 
manner. 

Undoubtedly  this  is  a  question  in  which  chemists  and 
druggists  are  very  much  interested,  because  they  are  one  of 
seven  classes  of  shopkeepers  who  have  practically  been 
legislated  out  of  the  benefits  of  a  measure  which  they  were 
willing  to  abide  by.  But  there  are  differences  of  opinion 
on  this  point.  It  is  asserted  by  some  that  chemists  and 
druggists  are  really  not  excluded,  because  there  is  not  a 
single  one  in  the  United  Kingdom  whose  place  of  business 
strictly  conforms  to  the  definition  in  the  Act.  By  Sec- 
tion 2,  Sub-section  4,  it  is  declared  that 

Nothing  in  a  closing  order  shall  apply  to  any  fair  lawfully 
held  or  a  bazaar  for  charitable  purposes,  nor  to  any  shop 
where  the  only  trade  or  business  carried  on  is  one  or  more 
of  the  trades  or  businesses  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to  this 
Act. 

Now,  the  schedule  refers,  inter  alia,  to  "the  sale  of 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances."  It  is 
clear,  therefore,  that  no  order  can  be  made  under  the  Act 
which  will  close  any  chemist's  shop,  because  it  is  a  place 
where  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  are 
sold.  The  reply  to  this  is,  however,  that  the  total  pro- 
hibition only  refers  to  shops  where  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances,  but  nothing  else,  are  sold  ;  therefore 
that  orders  as  regards  chemists'  shops  may  be  made  by  local 
authorities  on  the  request  of  the  majority  of  chemists  in  the 
district.  Then  Sub-section  5  of  Section  2  comes  in,  and 
this  provides  that 

Where  several  businesses  or  trades  are  carried  on  in  the 
same  shop,  and  any  of  those  trades  or  businesses  are  of  such 
a  nature  that  if  they  were  the  only  trades  or  businesses 
carried  on  in  the  shop  the  closing  order  would  not  apply  to 
the  shop,  the  shop  may  be  kept  open  after  the  closing-hour 
for  the  purposes  of  those  trades  and  businesses  alone,  but 
on  such  terms  and  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  specified 
in  the  order. 

It  is  possible  to  read  this  sub-section  so  as  to  include 
chemists'  shops;  for  if  the  business  carried  on  therein  is  of 
a  composite  character,  Sub-section  4  will  not  apply  to  them 
at  all.  There  are  some  chemists'  shops  which  are  ostensibly 
composite.  The  majority  of  Irish  druggists,  for  example, 
have  grocery  sides  to  their  shops ;  some  chemists  emphasise 
stationery  as  a  side-line,  devoting  one  window  to  such  goods 
and  another  to  pharmacy ;  others  make  photography  a 
strong  feature  of  their  business,  and  so  on.  The  apparent 
object  of  Sub-section  5  is  to  ensure  that  if  the  grocers, 
stationers,  or  photographic  dealers  of  a  district  decide  to 
close  at  specific  hours,  the  orders  made  shall  also  apply, 
inter  alios,  to  chemists  who  sell  such  goods  as  well  as 
medicines,  etc.  ;  and  the  sub-section  enables  the  local  autho- 
rity to  lay  down  conditions  on  which  the  sale  of  medicines 
will  be  conducted  after  the  closing-hours.  These  condi- 
tions, it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose,  are  not  with  the 
object  of  regulating  the  sale  of  medicines,  but  for  pre- 
venting the  sale  of  groceries,  stationery,  or  photographic 
materials.  The  latter  considerations  are  of  secondary  in- 
terest to  chemists  and  druggists  compared  with  the  question 
whether  they  have  power  of  initiative  to  make  out  a 
prima  facie  case  which  will  justify  the  local  authority 
in  making  a  closing  order  applying  to  the  chemists' 
shops  of  a  district.  When  the  local  authority  proceed  to 
give  effect  to  such  a  request  they  are  at  once  met  with  the 
terms  of  Sub-section  4,  and  have  to  ignore  Sub-section  5 
because  it  is  persons  who  sell  medicines,  etc.,  who  apply,  so 
that  no  question  of  more  than  one  trade  arises.  It  follows 
that  the  local  authority  cannot  compel  a  minority  of 
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chemists  and  druggists  to  conform  to  the  hours  of  closing 
which  the  majority  in  a  district  agree  to.  Moreover,  apart 
from  that  weakness  of  human  nature  which  makes  one  man 
out  of  a  hundred  spoil  the  aspiiations  of  ninety-nine,  it  has 
to  be  borne  in  mind  that  chemists  and  druggists  who  might 
close  their  shops  according  to  an  order  of  the  local  autho- 
rity, would  thus  allow  it  to  interfere  with  the  sale  of  medi- 
cines, etc.,  and  probably  be  breaking  the  law.  The 
exemption  has  been  put  in  the  Act  for  public  convenience, 
and  in  order  that  such  sale  may  not  be  interfered  with. 
We  have,  therefore,  the  ridiculous  position  that  chemists 
may  voluntarily  close  their  shops  any  time  they  like,  but  if 
they  invoke  the  powers  of  the  Shop-hours  Act  to  enfcrce 
their  resolution  they  are  met  with  the  prohibition  of  Sub- 
section 4,  which  the  man  in  the  street  may  insist  upon  being 
respected.  This  shows  the  absurdity  of  the  position,  and 
the  need  for  consideration  by  Chemists'  Associations. 

The  position  as  we  state  it  is,  we  believe,  well  known  to 
parliamentarians.  Mr.  Cochrane,  who  had  charge  of  the 
Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons,  had  his  attention  called  to 
it,  but  did  not  see  his  way  to  substitute  for  the  item  in  the 
schedule  Lord  Avebury's  more  precise  clause  as  regards 
pharmacy,  which  is  as  follows  : 

A  pharmaceutical  chemist,  or  chemist  and  druggist,  or 
registered  druggist,  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  fine  under  this 
Act  for  supplying  medicines,  drugs,  or  medical  appliances 
after  the  hour  appointed  by  an  order  made  under  this  Act 
for  the  closing  of  shops  ;  but  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  authorise  the  shop  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist  to  be  open  after  the  said  hour,  save  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Lord  Avebury  would  have  moved  the  insertion  of  this 
clause  when  the  Bill  went  to  the  House  of  Lords,  but  he 
feared  to  jeopardise  the  enactment  of  the  Bill  and  benefit 
to  many  classes  of  shopkeepers  by  opposing  temporary 
exclusion  of  one  class.  It  is  possible  to  have  the  Act 
modified  in  the  next  Session  of  Parliament,  but  it  is  sug- 
gested, before  this  is  done,  that  an  attempt  should  be  made 
to  see  what  can  be  got  out  of  the  Act  for  chemists  and 
druggists,  so  that  if  it  fail  in  application  to  them  they  may 
have  all  the  stronger  case  to  present  to  Parliament. 


The  Customs  Revenue. 

The  forty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1904,  was  issued  on 
Wednesday.  The  gross  yield  of  revenue  collected  during 
the  year  amounted  to  55,120,365/..  or  after  deduction  of 
drawbacks  and  repayments  to  33,921,322?.  This  is  718,700/. 
less  than  the  Budget  estimate  for  the  year,  and  539,400/. 
less  than  the  net  yield  for  1902-3.  The  amount  paid  in  to 
the  Exchequer  in  1903-4  was  33.850,000/. — a  decrease  of 
583,000?.,  due  mainly  to  the  abolition  of  the  duty  on  grain. 
The  consumption  of  dutiable  articles  did  not  upon  the 
whole  show  its  normal  rate  of  increase,  and  although  there 
were  substantial  advances  in  the  case  of  tea  and  tobacco, 
these  were  counterbalanced  by  a  considerable  falling-off  in 
the  consumption  of  foreign  wines  and  spirits.  About  a  quar- 
ter of  a  million  of  the  decrease  was  due  to  the  introduction 
of  the  system  of  refining  sugar  in  bond.  The  import-duty 
on  cocoa  yielded  a  revenue  of  270,900?.  in  1903-4,  as  against 
225,800?.  in  1902-3— an  increase  of  45,100/.,  or  20  per  cent. 
Comparison  with  the  three  years  preceding  1903-4  is  diffi- 
cult, as  the  South  African  war  swelled  the  clearances  of 
those  years  to  a  large  extent.  A  greater  demand  was 
apparent  for  foreign  manufactured  cocoa,  the  increase  in 
the  quantity  retained  for  consumption  in  1903-4  having 
been  1,940,000  lbs.    The  clearances  of  cocoa-butter  again 


fell,  and  were  one-half  the  quantity  for  the  preceding  year, 
as  the  following  figures  show  :

The  net  yield  of  the  duty  on  foreign  spirit  amounted  to 
4,458.182/.— a  decrease  of  281.600/.,  or  5.9  per  cent.,  as  com- 
pared with  1902-3.  The  quantities  of  foreign  spirit  retained 
for  home  consumption  fell  from  9.785.976  gals,  in  1902-3  to 
8,438.772  gals,  in  1903-4  (duty  received  4,458,182/. )  —a  de- 
crease of  1,547,204  gals.,  or  13.7  per  cent.  The  greater  part 
of  the  decrease  was  on  account  of  spirit  for  methylating. 
upon  which  only  the  differential  duty  of  5d.  per  gal.  is 
charged.  From  1897-8  to  1899-1900,  the  quantity  of  foreign 
spirit  used  for  methylation  was  normal,  but  owing  to  a 
fall  in  the  price  of  foreign  plain  spirit  (due  to  German 
unloading)  there  was  from  1900-1  to  1902-3  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  quantity  so  treated.  In  1903,  however,  the 
price  again  advanced,  the  average  value  of  the  imports  (in 
casks)  being  9.2</.  per  proof  gal.,  against  only  7.4(?.  per 
proof  gal.  in  1902.  The  rise  was  partly  due  to  the  failure 
of  the  home  and  German  potato-crops,  which  increased  the 
value  of  potatoes  on  this  and  other  markets,  and  made  it 
more  profitable  for  the  foreigner  to  export  potatoes  to  this 
country  than  to  distil  spirit  from  them.  Apart  from  the 
large  diminution  in  the  quantity  of  foreign  spirit  used  for 
methylation,  the  falling-off  in  the  quantity  retained  for 
other  consumption  amounted  to  486,900  gals.,  or  5.7  per 
cent.  Of  perfumed  spirits  in  bottle  the  quantity  retained 
for  home  consumption  was  32,895  bottles  and  4.523  casks, 
the  total  amount  of  duty  received  on  these  being  30,127/. 
and  3,920/.  respectively.  The  additional  Id.  per  gal.  pre- 
ferential duty  imposed  in  1902  on  foreign  spirit  yielded 
8,655/.,  of  which  1,402/.  was  paid  for  spirit  taken  for  methy- 
lating. 

It  is  curious  that  the  consumption  of  rum  has  increased, 
while  that  of  other  spirits  has  diminished.  The  receipts 
from  brandy  were  70,000/.  less,  owing  to  the  higher  prices 
for  genuine  brandy  and  the  shorter  supply.  The  sugar- 
duties  yielded  a  net  increase  of  1,247,200/.,  or  27.8  per  cent. 
This  increase  was  due  to  extensive  forestalmenls  before 
the  Brussels  Convention  came  into  force.  Sugar  products 
(including  saccharin)  yielded  149,800/.,  against  128,640/. 
during  1902-3.  Tea  brought  to  the  revenue  an  increase  of 
584,000/.,  part  of  which  was  due  to  foreslalments ;  and 
tobacco  also  increased  by  175,586/.,  the  revenue  from  this 
source  moving  with  greater  regularity  than  that  from  any 
of  the  other  dutiable  goods.  Wine-duties  yielded  188.000/. 
less,  partly  owing  to  depression  in  trade.  The  consumption 
of  chloral  hydrate  was  slightly  greater,  the  amount  of  duty 
collected  being  1,331/.,  against  1,204/.  in  1902-3;  chloroform 
yielded  30/.,  or  16/.  more,  and  the  receipts  from  collodion 
were  12/.,  an  increase  of  5/.  Acetic  ether  produced  251/., 
or  68/.  more ;  butyric  ether  yielded  518/.  and  sulphuric- 
ether  139/.,  being  9/.  and  12/.  more  than  in  1903.  Ethyl 
chloride  presents  an  increase  of  73/.  on  a  total  of  452/.,  and 
iodide  of  ethyl  brought  the  trifling  sum  of  2?.  to  the 
revenue.  Transparent  soap  in  the  manufacture  of  which 
spirit  has  been  used  produced  82?.  only,  or  40/.  less  than  the 
year  before.  The  importation  of  saccharin  for  home  con- 
sumption increased  by  practically  162,000  oz.,  the  amount 
charged  with  duty  being  496,729  oz.,  which  yielded  31,046/. 
net.  Condensed  milk  brought  roughly  70,000/.,  soy  880/.. 
and  tamarinds  in  syrup  138/.  Many  of  the  duties  on  sugar- 
products  yielded  infinitesimal  amounts  to  the  revenue,  while 
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no  doubt  the  estimation  of  the  sugar  cost  the  country  more 
than  the  tax  obtained,  and  gave  the  importers  trouble  that 
the  profits  would  not  pay  for.  Such  are  the  results  of  in- 
direct taxation,  and  the  effect  of  carrying  the  law  to  the 
logical  conclusion  in  illogical  practice. 

Duty-free  Alcohol  in  Use. 

We  mentioned  in  commenting  upon  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  report  (see  G.  <L-  D.,  September  10,  page  473) 
that  certain  quantities  of  spirit  free  from  duty  had  been 
used  in  the  arts  and  manufactures  during  the  past  two 
years,  under  the  powers  granted  by  Section  8  of  the 
Finance  Act.    This  week  further  particulars  have  been 
published  by  the  Treasury  in  response  to  an  order  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  made  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Louis 
Sinclair.    It  appears  from  this  that  during  1902-3  there 
were  fifty-four  applications  for  the  use  of  duty-free  spirit 
for  trade-purposes,  and  of  these  eight  were  granted.  The 
lucky  persons  who  obtained  permission  received  341  proof 
gals,  of  spirit  that  year.    Last  year  thirty  more  applied  for 
exemption,  and  four  obtained  it  (thus  making  twelve  who 
are  enjoying  the  privilege),  and  the  amount  of  spirit  sup- 
plied duty-free  was  206,452  proof  gals.    These  figures  are 
less  than  those  given  a  fortnight  since,  but  the  difference  is 
made  up  by  the  quantities  for  scientific  and  educational 
purposes.    In  1902-3  sixty-five  applications  for  the  latter 
were  received,  and  forty-nine  were  granted,  358  proof  gals, 
of  spirit  being  used;  last  year  out  of  fifty-three  applications 
twenty-seven  were  granted,  making  seventy-five  on  the  list, 
and  these  used  2,272  proof  gals,  of  exempted  spirit. 
The  Air  we  Breathe. 
The  annual  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  contains  an  account  of  an  investigation 
by  Dr.  Mervyn  Gordon,  on  contamination  of  the  atmo- 
sphere of  inhabited  rooms  by  acts  of  coughing,  sneezing, 
singing,  and  speaking.      He  examined  the  saliva  of  a 
number  of  healthy  persons,  with  the  result  that  he  ascer- 
tained that  various  streptococci  are  extremely  abundant  in 
ordinary  saliva,  and  that  Strejitococeus  brevis  is  commonly 
present  therein  to  the  amount  of  at  least  ten  millions  to 
the  cubic  centimetre  of  the  secretion.    This  streptococcus 
is  readily  detectable  because  it  produces  definite  change  of 
colour  on  culture  under  specified  conditions,  and  Dr.  Gordon 
ascertained  that  minute  quantities  of  saliva  can  be  recog- 
nised by  the  presence  of  this  streptococcus.    Dr.  Gordon, 
first  in  a  small  and  then  in  a  large  room,  observed  the  effect 
of  loud  speaking  in  distributing  droplets  of  the  saliva  of 
the  orator  through  space.      He  found  by  means  of  Petri 
dishes  charged  with  nutrient  broth  and  set  about  the  rooms 
that  before  "  oration  "  there  were  no  S.  brevis  or  other  strep- 
tococci of  saliva  in  them,  but  during  and  immediately  after 
"oration"  by  a  series  of  speakers  he  proved  that  their 
orations  disseminated  droplets  of  saliva  generally  through- 
out the  air  of  the  room,  and  to  a  distance  of  40  feet  from 
the  speakers.    Dr.  Gordon  has  thus  demonstrated  a  method 
of  proving  air-contamination  which  may  ultimately  be  of 
great  practical  importance,  and  far  more  trustworthy  than 
the  tests  of  gaseous  impurity,  or  excess  of  carbon  dioxide. 
Who  Discovered  Pepsin  ? 
The  "  Freeman's  Journal  "  refers  in  a  recent  note  to  "  Dr. 
Ellis,  of  91  Lower  Leeson  Street,  Dublin,  the  inventor  of 
pepsin,  who  is  in  his  ninety-fifth  year  and  is  the  oldest 
member  of  the  Irish  medical  profession."    The  gentleman 
here  referred  to  is  Dr.  George  Ellis,  who  graduated  as 
B.A.  at  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  in  1831,  and  as  M.B.  in 
1834.    He  wrote  an  article  on  "  Rennet-wine "  in  1862, 
and  this  probably  is  what  the  "  Freeman's  Journal"  refers 
to,  because  pepsin  was  first  isolated  and  named  by  Schwann 
in  1836.    It  was  a  long  time  before  it  became  a  recognised 
medicine.    We  observe  that  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist 


axd  Druggist,  writing  in  January,  1863,  said  :  "  The  idea 
of  using  pepsin  obtained  from  the  stomachs  of  various 
animals,  as  a  remedy  in  indigestion  and  stomach  com- 
plaints, is  not  by  any  means  new.  Indeed,  we  thought  it 
had  long  been  exploded,  but  a  notice  in  Galignani  of  a 
communication  recently  received  by  the  French  Academy 
of  Medicine  from  Mr.  Hogg,  proves  that  it  is  still  haunting 
some  medical  men."  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  upon 
what  ground  the  claim  is  made  that  Dr.  Ellis  invented 
pepsin.

A  No.  I. — Vol.  2  of  the  "Journal  of  the  Sassiety  of 
Chomical  Industry  "  was  published  in  New  York  on  Sep- 
tember 10.  to  celebrate  the  meeting  there  of  another 
Society  of  similar  name.

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Trade  Law. 

Sale  or  Return  At  the  Manchester  County  Court  on  Sep- 
tember 19,  before  Judge  Parry,  the  Tarolene  Manufacturing 
Company,  Chorlton-on-Medlock,  brought  an  action  to  recover 
141.  12s.  for  goods  supplied  to  Richard  Parkinson,  plumber, 
Hovlake,  Cheshire.  It  appeared  that  Mr.  Ed.  Cowley, 
traveller  for  the  plaintiff  company,  went  to  Hoylake  to 
appoint  an  agent  for  that  district  for  the  sale  of  the  com- 
pany's products,  and  met  the  defendant,  who  agreed  to 
become  agent  for  the  Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  districts,  and 
gave  an  order  for  two  gross  of  Is.  tins  of  tarolene  disin- 
fectants (91.  12s.) ;  six  dozen  6d.  ditto  (free) ;  two  gross  of 
patent  ruby  crystals  (51.),  and  four  dozen  ditto  (free).  The 
free  samples  were  for  gratuitous  distribution.  Circulars 
were  also  supplied,  on  which  the  defendant's  name  appeared 
as  sole  agent  for  the  districts  named.  Several  accounts  had 
been  rendered,  but  nothing  had  been  paid.  The  defence 
was  that  the  defendant  had  no  shop  or  showroom,  that  ho 
only  employed  one  man,  that  notwithstanding  the  sending 
of  a  boy  round  to  distribute  the  circulars  and  samples  no 
business  had  been  done;  and  moreover  the  plaintiff's  traveller 
had  distinctly  said,  when  the  defendant  was  appointed  agent, 
the  goods  supplied  were  to  be  on  sale  or  return.  His  Honour 
said  it  was  an  ordinary  business  transaction,  and  in  the  in- 
voices and  accounts  nothing  had  been  said  about  sale  or 
return,  and  no  contract  of  that  kind  was  made.  If  that  had 
been  intended  it  should  have  been  made  plain  at  the  begin- 
ning. The  fact  was  that  the  defendant  had  made  a  bad 
speculation.  He  had  returned  the  goods,  but  they  were  not 
accepted.  There  would  be  judgment  for  the  amount  claimed, 
with  costs,  the  amount  to  be  paid  bv  monthly  instalments 
of  11. 


The  American  Soda-fountain  Company 
v.  Stiles  (Limited). 

In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington,  this  case  was  mentioned.  It  was  stated  that 
an  interim  injunction  had  been  granted,  and  the  parties  had 
now  arranged  that  the  matter  should  stand  over  until  the 
second  motion-day  next  sittings,  the  injunction  being  con- 
tinued in  the  meantime. 


Dentists  Act. 

Private  Interests  as  a  Bar  to  Action. 
In  Glasgow  Sheriff  Court  on  Monday,  September  19, 
before  Sheriff  Boyd,  the  Registered  Dentists'  Association 
of  Scotland,  266  St.  George's  Road,  Glasgow,  brought  a 
complaint,  with  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  Pro- 
curator-Fiscal, against  Oscar  Farkasch  being  allowed 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  Hygienic  Institute 
at  30  Elmbank  Street,  Glasgow.  The  ground  of  the  com- 
plaint was  that  the  respondent,  not  being  a  qualified 
dentist,  contravened  Section  3  of  the  Dentists  Act  of  1878. 
A  number  of  the  leading  dentists  of  the  city  were  present 
in  court.  The  complainants  were  represented  by  Mr. 
McEwen,  writer,  while  Mr.  J.  Spens,  advocate  (instructed 
by  Mr.  G.  Gunn,  writer)  appeared  for  respondent. 

Before  allowing  his  client  to  plead,  Mr.  Spens  sub- 
mitted that  the  complaint  as  laid  was  irrelevant,  in  re- 
spect that  there  had  not  been  set  forth  the  peculiar  interest 
which  it  was  necessary  by  the  law  of  Scotland  for  a  pri- 
vate prosecutor  to  have,  and,  further,  that  the  two  speci- 
fied contraventions  of  the  Act  were  in  no  sense  relevant  to 
the  facts.  In  support  of  his  objections,  counsel  quoted  a 
number  of  legal  authorities,  and  stated  that  the  action  was 
purely  one  of  trade  jealousy.  He  contended  that  the  com- 
plainants had  their  remedy,  if  any,  in  a  civil,  and  not 
in  a  criminal,  action.  In  regard  to  the  second  objection, 
it  was  averred  that  the  respondent  wrote  to  a  Glasgow 
newspaper  stating  that  he  was  not  a  dentist.  Had  he  said 
he  was  a  dentist  counsel  could  have  understood  the  com- 
plaint, but  he  entirely  failed  to  see  how  in  any  way  that 
could  be  claimed  as  a  contravention  of  the  Act.  Mr. 
Spens  also  argued  that  there  was  nothing  to  connect 
Farkasch  with  the  Hygienic  Institute. 

Mr.  McEwen,  in  reply,  said  that  on  the  face  of  the 
complaint  it  was  stated  that  Farkasch  carried  on  business 
in  the  name  of  the  Hygienic  Institute,  and  that  as  pro- 
prietor he  took  and  used  the  name  of  "dentist."  As 


regarded  the  objection  that  the  respondent  wrote  a  letteu 
stating  that  he  was  not  a  dentist  Mr.  McEwan  said  that 
that  only  showed  the  artfulness  of  Farkasch. 

Sheriff  Boyd  intimated  that  lie  would  give  his  decision 
on  the  relevancy  next  Wednesday,  and  the  case  was 
adjourned. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Spirit  of  Nitrous  Ether. 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  September  16.  A.  A. 
Nicholls  and  S.  Long  were  summoned  by  the  local  Borough. 
Council  for  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre  which  was  deficient  in  one  case  to  the  extent 
of  40  per  cent,  in  ethyl  nitrite  and  in  the  other  case  to  the 
extent  of  50  per  cent.  Mr.  Williams,  the  Town  Clerk  of 
Hackney,  was  present  with  his  witnesses,  and  Mr.  Kirby 
was  there  with  expert  witnesses  for  the  defence  ;  but  when 
the  cases  were  called  Mr.  Williams  rose  and  said,  "  With 
your  Worship's  permission,  I  will  withdraw  both  sum- 
monses." He  gave  no  reason  ;  but  from  a  very  pronounced 
odour  in  Court,  it  was  suspected  that  something  had  gone 
wrong  with  the  sample  bottles.  However,  Mr.  Kirby 
thereupon  replied,  "As  my  clients'  names  appear  on  the 
list  and  have  been  mentioned  in  Court,  I  beg  to  say  that  I 
have  evidence  to  show  that  no  offence  has  been  committed. 
My  clients  are  particularly  careful  to  sell  their  drugs  at 
full  strength."    Mr.  Bros  :  The  summonses  are  struck  out. 

Formalin  as  a  Preservative. 
Two  cases  illustrating  difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to 
the  properties  of  formalin  were  heard  by  the  Greenwich 
Magistrates  on  September  20,  when  milk-dealers  were  sum- 
moned for  selling  milk  containing  0.001  per  cent,  of  formic 
aldehyde,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  injurious  to  health. 
For  the  defence  Dr.  Samuel  Rideal,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst 
for  Chelsea,  said  he  had  given  evidence  before  the  Royal 
Commission  on  the  question.  He  had  never  known  formalin, 
to  be  injurious  to  health,  and  there  is  not  one  tittle  of 
evidence  to  show  that  1  part  in  100,000  is  injurious  to  the 
health  of  even  a  sucking  child.  Dr.  Harris,  medical  officer 
of  health  for  Lewisham,  said,  however,  that  after  taking 
every  day  for  ten  days  a  pint  of  milk  containing  1  part  of 
formalin  in  100,000  he  felt  a  considerable  amount  of  dis- 
comfort and  nausea.  Dr.  Toogood,  superintendent  of 
Lewisham  Infirmary,  said  he  had  made  experiments  and 
found  he  could  tolerate  formalin  up  to  1  part  in  5,000. 
after  that  it  made  him  sick.  There  was  no  doubt  that 
1  part  in  100,000  retarded  digestion.  The  Magistrates  im- 
posed fines  of  5/.,  and  21.  12?.  6d.  costs  in  each  case. 


Bankruptcies  ant>  failures. 


Be  Henry  Richard  Duncan,  43  Tontine  Street,  Folkestone-,- 
chemist. — This  debtor  was  publicly  examined  in  bankruptcy 
at  the  Guildhall,  Canterbury,  on  September  15,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Furley.  In  reply  to  questions  put  by  Mr.  do  Wet, 
representing  the  trustee  (Mr.  H.  H.  Barton),  debtor 
mentioned  the  facts  about  his  business  career,  which 
we  have  already  reported  (September  10,  page  464).  He  ad- 
mitted swearing  an  affidavit  in  which  tho  total  amount  of 
his  liabilities  was  put  down  as  369/.  This  was  done  by  Arm- 
strong, who  also  made  out  the  list  of  his  creditors.  Arm- 
strong would  not  put  down  Mr.  King's  name.  Debtor's 
father's  claim  was  not  put  down,  nor  was  that  of  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb  (Limited).  He  wrote  and  asked  Armstrong 
to  send  him  a  list  of  the  creditors,  but  the  letter  was  never 
answered.  Armstrong  was  in  a  great  hurry,  and  debtor 
merely  glanced  through  the  deed.  lie  was  in  complete  igno- 
rance of  its  contents.  It  was  true  that  since  tho  deed  was 
signed  he  had  been  paying  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb 
30s.  a  week  off  their  old  account.  Ho  had  been  doing  that 
under  an  interim  order.  Part  of  the  weekly  payments  he 
believed,  was  cash  for  goods  he  had  been  having  from  them. 
The  Official  Receiver  having  asked  debtor  questions  regard- 
ing his  action  against  King,  which  never  came  off,  the  exami- 
nation was  closed.  Mr.  de  Wet  stated  that  tho  validity  of 
tho  deed  would  have  to  be  decided  by  the  Judge. 

Re  Henry  Winstanney  Whitelock,  Iato  of  Market  Place, 
Romford,  Chemist  and  Druggist.— Tho  first  meeting  of  credi- 
tors herein  was  held  on  September  21,  at  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court,  before  Mr.  E.  S.  Grey,  Official  Receiver.  The 
debtor  stated  that  he  was  in  employment  until  1397,  when,. 
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with  400/.  advanced  by  his  father,  he  purchased  a  business 
at  the  above  address.  He  traded  there  until  last  March,  but 
being  unable  to  do  so  with  success  he  then  sold  the  business 
for  400/.,  having  previously  arranged  with  the  creditors  to 
pay  them  a  composition  of  10s.  in  the  pound.  Mr.  A. 
Tebbutt,  of  Sutton  &  Co.,  76  Chiswell  Street,  E.G.,  sub- 
sequently obtained  judgment  against  him  for  83/.  odd,  and 
presented  a  petition  upon  which  the  receiving  order  was 
made.  The  debtor  adds  that  about  two  years  ago  he  entered 
into  a  verbal  arrangement  with  another  person  to  run  a 
branch  business  at  Chadwell  Heath.  The  partner,  however, 
withdrew  from  the  arrangement,  and  he  (debtor)  carried  on 
the  business  alone  for  a  time,  but  without  success.  Ho 
launched  an  action  against  the  partner  for  breach  of  con- 
tract, but  lost  it.  To  this,  combined  with  depression  in  trade, 
want  of  capital,  and  loss  by  fire,  the  failure  is  attributed. 
No  accounts  have  been  filed,  but  the  debtor  estimates  that  he 
owes  900/.  for  money  lent,  30/.  in  respect  of  tradesmen's 
accounts,  and  the  petitioning  creditor's  debt  of  83/.,  which 
he  disputes  except  as  to  20/.  odd.  There  are  no  assets  what- 
ever. On  the  ground  that  the  creditors  had  not  all  received 
notice  of  the  proceedings,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  for  a 
week. 

Be  Chaeles  Lamb,  trading  as  Charles  Lamb  &  Co.,  61  Mark 
Lane,  E.C.,  Chemical  Merchant  and  Agent. — This  debtor 
was  publicly  examined  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on 
Tuesday,  September  20.  He  stated  that  he  had  carried  on 
the  business  of  a  chemical  merchant  and  agent  since  1880. 
He  started  with  a  capital  of  1,000/.,  one  half  of  which  he 
borrowed  from  his  wife.  The  trading  was  successful  for  some 
years  and  brought  in  an  average  profit  of  500/.  a  year.  In 
1891,  owing  to  bad  debts  made  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
business,  he  arranged  with  the  creditors,  who  accepted  a 
composition  of  7s.  bd.  in  the  pound  on  liabilities  of  about 
3,000/.  _  Resuming  business  he  traded  until  July,  1902,  when 
he  again  failed  owing  to  bad-debt  losses.  He  then  assigned 
his  estate  (which  mainly  consisted  of  book-debts  amounting 
to  600/.)  to  a  trustee  acting  on  behalf  of  the  creditors.  The 
liabilities  then  amounted  to  2,700/.,  but  one  half  of  the  credi- 
tors did  not  trouble  to  sign  the  deed,  although  they  did  not 
actively  dissent  from  it,  and  their  liabilities  consequently 
had  to  be  included  under  the  present  proceedings.  Since 
July,  1902,  he  had  only  made  a  profit  of  about  100/.  a  year, 
while  his  drawings  had  been  at  the  rate  of  400/.  per  aniium. 
The  present  failure  was  due  to  want  of  business,  excess  of 
expenditure  over  profits,  and  family  illness.  The  examina- 
tion was  concluded.

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  members  was  held  at  the  Royal 
Hotel,  Bradford,  on  Tuesday  evening,  September  20, 
Alderman  Henry  Dunn  presiding. 

A  Drapers'  Request. 
A  letter  from  the  Drapers'  Chamber  of  Trade  (London) 
was  read  in  regard  to  the  law  as  to  the  liability  of  husbands 
for  their  wives'  debts,  and  asking  the  Association  to  support 
a  proposed  amendment  making  the  law  more  stringent.  The 
Association  was  also  asked  to  support  a  movement  against 
the  payment  of  premiums  as  being  derogatory  to  the  interests 
of  traders  generally.  The  Chairman  jocularly  observed  that 
there  is  an  effective  remedy  against  such  liability,  and  that 
is  not  to  get  married.  The  letter  was  allowed  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

The  late  Mr.  A.  H.  Waddington. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley)  said  that  he  had 
to  report,  in  reference  to  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Wadding- 
ton,  that  there  were  letters  of  condolence  from  the  Dewsbury 
Association,  from  Mr.  Pickard  (Ossett),  and  others,  and 
that  there  was  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Waddington  acknowledg- 
ing the  expression  of  regret  from  the  Association. 

The  Chairman  said  he  had  also  received  like  communica- 
tions from  Mr.  Rhodes  (Mirfield)  and  from  the  Wakefield 
Association.  It  was  very  nice  indeed,  he  said,  to  know 
what  good  feeling  there  was  on  occasions  of  this  kind  among 
the  Associations.  Later  the  Chairman  read  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Richard  Bremridge  expressing  his  sympathy. 

Other  Correspondence. 

One  of  the  members,  writing  about  co-operative  buying, 
complained  that  two  articles  were  not  in  stock  by  those*  who 
should  have  had  them,  and  it  was  explained  that  this  was 
temporarily  only. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Barclay  wrote  with  respect  to  the  Glyn-Jones 
testimonial.  The  Hon.  Secretary  said  he  believed  it  was 
desired  that  as  many  individuals  as  possible  should  sub- 
scribe, and  Mr.  A.  Hanson  undertook  to  forward  donations. 

Report  of  the  Year's  Working. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  presented  the  ninth  annual  report, 
which  showed  that  seventeen  general  meetings  and  six 
Council  meetings  had  been  held,  the  average  attendance  at 
the  latter  being  8.6.  The  names  of  those  who  had  assisted 
in  the  work  were  mentioned,  and  feeling  reference  made  to 
the  late  Mr.  Waddington.  The  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion (on  the  books)  is  sixty-nine — a  decrease  of  four — but  the 
Association  is  really  in  a  healthier  condition,  and  further 
accessions  to  the  membership  are  expected. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  the  Chairman  com- 
mented upon  the  several  items. 

Mr.  Metcalfe  (Hon.  Treasurer)  made  a  financial  statement 
and  seconded  the  motion.  The  accounts  showed  that,  with 
a  balance  from  the  preceding  year  of  21.  15s.  5d.  and  sub- 
scriptions 32/.,  the  total  receipts  were  44Z.  5s.  5d.  There 
was  a  small  adverse  balance.  Certain  items  were  criticised, 
and  then  the  motion  was  adopted  unanimously. 


Election  of  Officers. 

The  Chairman  at  the  outset  of  this  business  expressed 
his  desire  to  be  relieved  of  the  office. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Mitchell  said  the  feeling  of  the  Council  was 
unanimous  for  Mr.  Dunn's  re-election,  and  he  moved  ac- 
cordingly. Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley  seconded,  and  Messrs. 
Silson,  Watson,  and  Hanson  supported.  The  motion  was 
carried  with  acclamation.  The  Chairman  accepted  the 
position  on  the  distinct  and  definite  understanding  that 
there  should  be  a  change  next  year. 

Messrs.  Marshall  and  Gregory  were  elected  Vice- 
Presidents. 

The  Chairman  moved  a  special  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Priestley,  who,  he  said,  had  dis- 
charged his  duties  in  an  admirable  fashion,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation owed  much  to  him.  Messrs.  Hanson  and  Watson 
seconded.  Mr.  Metcalfe  was  re-elected  Hon.  Treasurer 
and  Mr.  Priestley  was  also  re  elected  Hon.  Secretary. 

In  succession  to  Messrs.  R.  T.  Silson,  L.  B.  Sutcliffe,  and 
H.  W.  Gregory,  retiring  members  of  the  Council,  Messrs. 
Stead,  Gordon,  Firth,  W.  Rimmington,  Mitchell,  Hanson, 
Waddingham,  and  Smithers  were  nominated,  the  vote  being 
in  favour  of  Messrs.  Rimmington,  Hanson,  and  Firth. 

An  Alteration  of  the  Rules 
was  effected  so  as  to  confine  the  operations  of  the  Association 
to  bond-fide  trading  members  of  the  Association,  and  after 
some  arrangements  in  connection  with  the  syllabus  for  the 
forthcoming  session  the  business  of  the  meeting  came  to  a 
close. 

There  was  an  intimation  from  the  Chairman  and  the 
Hon.  Secretary  that  at  the  initial  meeting  of  the  session 
the  chief  topic  will  deal  with  co-operative  trading  and  an 
extension  of  the  system.  The  meeting  will  be  held  on 
October  4.

The  Testing  of  Quinine  Sulphate. 

Sir. — With  the  wish  not  to  take  up  too  much  of  your 
•valuable  space,  when  commenting  upon  Dr.  Paul's  paper  on 
testing  quinine,  I  gave  none  of  the  experimental  data  from 
which  my  conclusions  were  drawn.  As  I  have  evidently 
iailed  to  convince  Dr.  Paul,  I  add  a  few  such  data  from 
very  many  contained  in  my  note-book. 

To  test  the  very  point  in  question,  four  samples  of 
quinine  of  good  quality,  by  different  makers,  were  taken, 
and  the  successive  solutions  obtained  by  repeated  re- 
crystallisation  were  tested  as  Dr.  Paul  directed  some  years 
ago — viz.,  by  evaporation  of  the  cold  solution  to  small 
bulk  and  shaking  with  ether  and  ammonia.  All  four 
samples  by  the  test  of  Ph.  Ger.  II.  gave  identical  results, 
5  c.c.  of  the  aqueous  solution  taking  7  c.c.  of  solution  of 
ammonia  to  make  a  clear  solution.  The  results  were  as 
follows  :

Another  test  was  made  of  the  same  samples  by  the  very 
method  now  proposed  by  Dr.  Paul — viz.,  the  samples  were 
■dissolved  in  boiling  water,  after  crystallisation  the  solutions 
evaporated  to  one-fifth  and  allowed  to  crystallise ;  the 
solutions  then  gave  of  cinchonidine  from  B  3.0  per  cent., 
from  C  2.0  per  cent.,  and  from  D  2.3  per  cent. 

I  could  give  many  other  examples  of  similar  results,  but 
I  think  I  have  given  enough  to  show  that  I  am  justified  in 
saying  that  "  if  the  solution  of  the  quinine  is  allowed  to 
crystallise  fully,  and  still  more  if  the  solution  is  evapo- 
rated and  allowed  again  to  crystallise,  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  the  cinchonidine  present  in  the  sample  will  be 
found  in  the  crystal."  Moreover,  the  proportion  in  the 
solution  tested  is  so  uncertain  that  the  test  is  not  even 
relatively  accurate. 

Then  as  to  the  proposal  to  judge  of  the  amount  of 
cinchonidine  present  by  the  time  when  it  begins  to  crystal- 
lise from  an  ethereal  solution.  Even  with  a  mixture  of 
pure  quinine  and  pure  cinchonidine  the  tendency  to  super- 
saturation  makes  the  crystallisation  of  cinchonidine  very 
uncertain,  and  any  impurity  very  greatly  increases  the 
difficulty.  Dr.  Paul  speaks  of  5  per  cent,  of  cinchonidine 
as  the  probable  amount  to  be  dealt  with.  I  have  found 
in  sulphate  of  quinine  of  "good  commercial  quality"  a 
great  deal  more  than  that,  and  in  imperfectly  purified 
samples  (and  it  is  for  such  that  the  test  is  most  needed)  a 
considerable  quantity  of  other  impurities.  All  these  im- 
purities collect  in  the  mother-liquor  of  recrystallisation  and 
go  into  solution  in  the  ether,  and  not  only  do  not  crystallise 
•out  with  the  cinchonidine.  but  greatly  retard,  even  if  they 
do  not  prevent,  its  crystallisation. 

Twenty  years  ago  nine-tenths  of  the  quinine  of  commerce 
was  made  from  the  barks  of  Cinchona  succirubra  and  C. 
officinalis,  and  by  the  time  it  was  sufficiently  refined  to 
pass  muster  an  accurate  test  for  cinchonidine  was  practi- 
cally a  test  of  the  purity  of  the  salt.  Now  nine-tenths  of 
the  quinine  in  the  market  is  made  from  cultivated  cali- 
sayas,  chiefly  Java  Ledijcriana  barks,  which  contain  but 
small  quantities  of  cinchonidine;  and  therefore  a  test  for 
cinchonidine  alone,  however  accurate,  is  not  satisfactory. 
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I  confess  to  have  felt  a  prejudice  against  the  ammonia- 
test,  as  the  results  are  arbitrary,  and  it  is  most  difficult  to 
obtain  quantitative  results  as  to  the  amount  of  impurities 
present ;  but  experience  of  many  hundreds  of  comparative 
tests  has  convinced  me  that  as  a  standard  of  purity  it  is  far 
more  satisfactory  than  the  mere  cinchonidine-tests. 

It  is  a  standard  that  is  wanted  for  a  Pharmacopoeia. 
The  question  is.  Is  the  sample  of  a  sufficient  purity  to 
pass?  That  question  the  test  of  the  Codex  Francais,  when 
carefully  applied,  answers  more  certainly  than  any  other 
test  I  know.  The  further  questions  how  much  better  or 
how  much  worse  than  the  standard  the  sample  may  be 
cannot  be  so  satisfactorily  determined  by  the  test;  but  the 
answers  to  these  questions  are  not  requisite  to  the  inten- 
tion of  a  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  manufacturer  must 
answer  them  for  his  own  purpose  by  more  complete 
methods  of  analysis  not  needed  or  desirable  in  an  official 
test.

Anaesthetic  Chloroform. 
Sir, — We  should  like  to  notice  briefly  your  article  with 
reference  to  Messrs.  Wade  and  Finnemore's  paper.  In  the 
first  place,  we  might  say  that  our  acetone  chloroform  was 
on  the  market  and  in  considerable  use  before  the  late  Mr. 
A.  H.  Mason  endeavoured  to  introduce  the  so-called 
"ketone  chloroform";  secondly,  that  it  has  long  been 
known  to  us  that  small  quantities  of  ethyl  chloride  may  be 
formed  under  certain  conditions  in  the  manufacture  of 
chloroform.  But  we  have  always  contended,  and  still 
maintain,  that  chloroform  which  has  been  properly  prepared 
and  carefully  purified  contains  the  merest  traces  of  foreign 
bodies,  whether  the  chloroform  is  made  from  acetone  or 
alcohol.  The  specific  gravity  of  chloroform  before  reduc- 
tion, and  its  boiling-point,  preclude  the  possibility  of  its 
containing  any  considerable  amount  of  ethyl  chloride. 
When  distilled  through  a  Le-Bel-Heminger  tube  the  frac- 
tionation of  "  acetone  "  chloroform  and  "  alcoholic  "  chloro- 
form give  practically  the  same  results,  the  starting-point 
of  the  distillation  being  58°  to  59°,  from  which  the  ther- 
mometer quickly  rises  to  61°,  and  the  remainder  distils 
over  at  61°  to  61.5°.  While  we  fully  appreciate  the  value 
of  Messrs.  Wade  and  Finnemore's  research,  it  may  be  per- 
missible to  remark  that  ^  or  J-  grain  of  ethyl  chloride  in  an 
anaesthetic  dose  of  chloroform  seems  a  small  quantity  to 
exercise  a  marked  difference  on  the  effect  of  the  chloroform. 
It  does  not  consist  with  our  experience  that  there  are  more 
complaints  by  medical  men  with  reference  to  "acetone" 
chloroform  than  as  to  "alcoholic."  We  do  not  agree  with 
your  suggestion  that  the  next  edition  of  the  B.P.  should 
prescribe  an  addition  of  ethyl  chloride  to  the  official  chloro- 
form. A  mixture  of  that  kind  should  be  a  separate  pre- 
paration like  spiritus  chloroformi.  Of  course,  it  is  quite 
easy  to  supply  a  mixture  of  any  prescribed  strength.

Citronella-oil  Tests. 

Sir, — On  page  520  of  your  last  issue  you  give  some  de- 
tails of  the  suggestions  of  the  Director  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
Gardens  of  Ceylon  as  to  the  future  precautions  for  en- 
suring the  export  of  citronella  oil  of  good  quality.  In  a 
nutshell,  this  amounts  to  a  recommendation  to  accept  as  a 
standard  the  test  recently  put  forward  by  Mr.  Bamber. 
We  have  hitherto  refrained  from  discussing  this  test  at 
any  length,  although  we  referred  to  it  and  pointed  out  its 
failure  to  detect  certain  adulterants  (see  C.  <fc  D.,  Vol. 
LXIIL,  p.  1061).  In  view  of  this  suggestion  from  a  Govern- 
ment official,  it  becomes  necessary  for  those  interested  on 
this  side  in  the  analysis  of  citronella  oil  to  express  definite 
opinions. 

Without  going  into  the  matter  more  fully  at  the  present, 
we  can  say  that  the  test  will  not  bear  examination  as  a 
quantitative  method,  and  will  certainly  not  be  adopted 
here,  so  that  disputes  will  only  become  more  frequent  and 
more  involved  by  its  adoption  in  Ceylon.  The  test  is  not 
based  on  adequate  experimental  data,  and  from  its  very 
nature  cannot  give  accurate  results  in  all  cases,  although 
it  might  in  a  few  individual  cases.  Apart  from  our  own 
views  on  this  matter,  we  may  reproduce  the  remarks  of 
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Messrs.  Schimmel  &  Co.  from  their  last  "Report."  They 
say— 

The   results  clearly  show  that  Bamber's  test  renders 
satisfactory  services  for  the  qualitative  estimation  of  an  oil, 
and  in  a  few  cases  shows  an  adulteration  where  the  ordinary 
Schimmel's  test  fails.      With  regard  to  the  quantitative 
estimation  of  the  adulteration,  however,  the  new  test  is  a 
failure.  .  .  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  probable  that  with 
Bamber's  method  there  will  just  be  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  in  which  unadulterated  oils  are  considered 
objectionable  because  they  do  not  pass  Bamber's  test. 
Considering  that  the  bulk  of  the  citronella  oil  exported 
from  Ceylon  finds  its  way  to  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
that  the  Leipzig  analyses  are  a  most  important  factor  in 
the  question,  there  appears  to  be  no  chance  of  any  arrange- 
ment by  which  Bamber's  test,  if  adopted  as  a  home  standard 
in  Ceylon,  will  be  accepted  on  the  European  markets.

Some  Emotions  and  Assertions  about  Women. 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  "  Lyndwood  "  makes  the  as- 
sumption that  all  the  women  who  enter  pharmacy  are  badly 
trained.  This  is  very  far  from  being  the  case.  I  have 
been  acquainted  with  nearly  thirty  lady  pharmacists,  who 
have  formed  a  large  proportion  of  the  ladies  who  have 
passed  the  Minor  during  the  last  few  years,  and  the 
majority  of  them  have  received  their  training  from  regis- 
tered chemists.  This  training  has  been  a  real  one  in  phar- 
macy and  in  chemistry,  and  not,  as  in  the  case  of  many 
apprentices,  an  initiation  into  the  duties  of  an  errand-boy 
and  general  "  Smike."  "  Lyndwood's  "  suggestion  of  an 
alteration  in  the  three-years'  clause,  which,  as  he  truly  says, 
is  at  present  a  farce,  would  do  nothing  to  prevent  pharmacy 
being  flooded  with  untrained  and  incompetent  men  who  are 
at  present  so  common.  Has  he  never  met  with  an  appren- 
tice whose  master  regarded  him  as  a  source  of  cheap  labour, 
who  had  not  dispensed  a  dozen  prescriptions  in  his  three 
years,  and  who  had  never  seen  a  chemical  test  performed 
or  a  tincture  prepared?  There  are  many  such  to  be  found, 
and  a  few  minutes'  talk  with  one  of  the  examiners  or  with 
anyone  who  has  had  to  teach  young  pharmacists  would 
convince  him  that  the  supply  of  untrained  men  is  a  much 
greater  danger  to  pharmacy  than  the  few  women  who  enter. 
The  latter  seldom  go  behind  the  counter,  while  the  former 
are  responsible  for  the  very  low  esteem  in  which  most  of 
the  public  hold  the  chemist. 

"Lyndwood's"  statement  that  the  examiners  "do  not 
require  such  a  high  standard  from  an  irresponsible  girl  as 
from  a  man  "  is  a  libel  that  can  only  be  excused  by  his 
ignorance  of  the  examiners  and  the  examination.  Probably 
a  larger  percentage  of  the  women  candidates  than  of  the 
men  pass  the  Minor,  but  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in 
general  the  women  who  wish  to  take  more  than  the  "  Hall  " 
certificate  have  had  a  better  education  than  the  rank-and- 
file  of  apprentices,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  they  recognise 
that  steady  work  is  necessary  to  ensure  passing  an  examina- 
tion, while  not  a  few  men  consider  that  two  nights  a  week 
at  a  music-hall  and  another  at  Earl's  Court  form  an  ex- 
cellent preliminary  to  the  ordeal. 

The  only  reasons  than  can  cause  anyone  to  fail  at  the 
fourth  attempt  are  insufficient  study,  incompetence,  or 
excessive  nervousness.  What  has  the  man  of  forty  been 
doing  during  his  twenty-odd  years'  experience  that  he  has 
not  tried  to  qualify  before?    A  man  of  that  age  can  hardly 


be  expected  to  commence  study,  after  so  much  rusting, 
with  much  chance  of  success.  Many  good  men  fail  in  the 
Minor  through  nervousness,  and  many  incompetent  men, 
get  through  because  they  can  show  their  little  knowledge 
to  the  best  advantage  and  the  examiners  put  down  their 
blunders  to  trepidation;  but  the  latter  class  does  not  con- 
tain an  undue  proportion  of  women.  It  does  not  appear 
that  the  action  of  a  "stores"  in  substituting  unqualified 
persons  of  one  sex  by  unqualified  persons  of  the  other  can 
have  much  effect  on  the  profession  of  pharmacy.

Sir, — On  reading  "Lyndwood's"  assertions  in  the 
G.  <L-  D.  of  September  17  as  to  the  indifferent  training,  low- 
salary,  and  general  incompetency  of  women  pharmacists, 
the  reply  which  the  orator  Anna  Dickinson  made  when 
taunted  with  the  inferior  intelligence  of  her  sex  seems  to 
me  to  be  appropriate  in  this  case — viz.  "  That  if  Providence 
has  endowed  some  women  with  little  intelligence  it  is  to 
match  some  of  the  men." 

(1)  Indifferent  Training. — From  my  own  observation  the 
girl  apprentice  has  a  better  chance  of  acquiring  the  trade 
thoroughly  and  accurately  than  the  youth.  In  an  average 
shop  the  apprentice  (Scottish  apprentices,  at  least)  gets 
little  or  no  dispensing  during  the  first  two  years.  His  time, 
is  taken  up  with  message-going,  dusting,  filling  bottles  of 
castor  oil,  washing  bottles,  anything  and  everything  but 
dispensing.  The  girl  apprentice  is  exempt  from  these 
duties,  except  the  dusting,  and  is  able  to  devote  her  time 
solely  to  the  dispensing-counter  and  the  general  routine  of 
the  shop-work. 

(2)  Low  Salary. — A  qualified  woman,  if  her  training  and 
experience  warrant  it,  can  command  the  same  salary  as  a 
man,  but  many  women  are  unable  to  stand  the  long  hours 
and  close  confinement  of  shop-life,  and  prefer  a  situation 
with  easier  hours  and  correspondingly  lower  salary. 

(3)  Incompetency. — I  do  not  think  "Lyndwood"  need 
worry  himself  with  the  fear  that  the  profession  will  be 
flooded  with  "incompetent  women."  These  women,  if  they 
ever  enter  it,  are  weeded  out  by  the  examinations  as  harshly 
as  the  men.  The  Minor  is  too  stiff  for  an  incompetent 
woman  to  emerge  as  a  qualified  chemist  and  druggist  . 

It  is  a  slur  on  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  say  that  they 
pass  "  irresponsible  girls  "  at  the  expense  of  the  men.  There 
is  not  much  irresponsibility  about  the  girl  of  the  twentieth 
century.  She  has  her  living  to  get  as  well  as  a  man,  and  the 
reason  a  girl  with  three  years'  experience  may  pass  where  a 
man  of  twenty  years'  ditto  fails  is  that  she  throws  her 
whole  heart  and  soul  into  her  work,  and  employs  neither 
alcohol  nor  tobacco  as  aids  to  her  intelligence.  As  to  the 
man  of  forty  who  failed  at  his  fourth  attempt,  I  have  known 
a  girl  only  pass  on  her  fourth  attempt.  Their  failure  only 
shows  that  they  were  not  fit  to  pass.  What  do  you  think 
of  the  man  of  forty  (unqualified  but  in  a  responsible  posi- 
tion) who  sent  to  a  neighbouring  chemist's  for  Jij.  syrup., 
ejusdem  on  getting  the  following  :

It  is  men  of  this  type  who  fail,  and  rightly  so.

Sir, — Several  thoughts  strike  one  after  reading  "Lynd- 
wood's "  letter  in  your  last  issue.  The  old  grievance  of  a. 
person  having  passed  the  Minor  without  performing  three 
or  four  years'  drudgery  in  a  chemist's  shop  is  certainly 
stale,  and  would  not  crop  up  so  often  except  that  the 
chemist  is  the  loser,  in  that  cheap  labour  is  no  longer 
obtainable.  The  old-fashioned  apprenticeships  are  gone 
out,  and  why  ?  For  the  simple  reason  that  the  pupils  were 
not  trained  in  dispensing  medicines,  but  in  porter's  work, 
filling  penny  tins,  putting  up  various  advertised  quackery, 
with  plenty  of  paint-mixing  and  selling,  etc.,  all  of  which* 
is  of  no  use  to  a  candidate  for  the  Minor.  I  know  per- 
sonally that  in  a  large  business  in  this  town  (Nottingham) 
the  apprentices  do  this  until  the  last  year  of  their  appren- 
ticeship. The  employer  would,  I  presume,  sign  the  three 
years'  dispensing  declaration ;  and,  this  being  so,  can 
chemists  afford  to  grumble  when  ladies  get  signed  up  who 
have  served  three  years  at  actual  dispensing,  but  not  neces- 
sarily behind  a  chemist's  counter  ?    A  lady  who  has  dis- 
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pensed  for  three  years  for  a  doctor  has  done  far  more  than 
she  would  have  done  in  twice  the  time  at  an  average 
chemist's.  Speaking  from  experience,  1  can  say  that  the 
dispensing  done  at  doctors'  is  in  every  way  as  good  and 
accurate  as  that  done  at  chemists,  in  spite  of  the  false  ideas 
which  some  chemists  cherish  of  medical  dispensing.

A  C.O.D.  Memorial. 
Sir. — The  subjoined  memorial  has  been  signed  by  eighteen 
Worthing  chemists  and  sent  to  the  Postmaster-General. 
Lord  Stanley  having  requested  the  public  to  make  known 
to  him  their  wishes  in  regard  to  the  "  cash-on-delivery " 
system,  I  would  suggest  that  chemists  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  combine  to  send  him  protests. 

The  pages  of  the  Press  every  day  show  that  great  efforts 
are  being  made  to  influence  public  opinion  in  favour  of  the 
large  central  stores.  Great  advertising  concerns  in  the  big 
cities  will  be  enabled  by  this  system  gradually  to  acquire 
practically  the  whole  trade  of  the  country— especially,  and 
at  first,  in  small  articles  such  as  those  sold  by  chemists. 
One  large  London  firm  is  said  to  have  computed  that  the 
"cash-on-delivery"  system  would  mean  a  gain  to  them  of 
1.000?.  during  the  first  year  of  its  introduction.  All  these 
gains  to  the  large  stores  will  mean  losses  to  chemists  work- 
ing their  own  businesses.

The  undersigned,  being  qualified  chemists  and  druggists 
residing  in  the  borough  of  Worthing,  beg  strongly  to  urge 
objections  against  the  proposed  adoption  by  the  Post  Office 
of  the  "cash-on-delivery"  system. 

The  adoption  of  this  proposal  would  mean  the  practical 
extinction  of  the  present  system  of  small  efficient  chemists' 
shops  by  which  the  necessities  of  the  public  in  every  part 
of  the  country  are  now  supplied.  These  shops  cannot 
remain  self-supporting  should  their  trade  be  restricted,  by 
any  action  on  the  part  of  the  Post  Office,  merely  to  supply- 
ing those  few  articles  which  it  would  be  inconvenient  for 
the  groat  central  stores  (for  legal  and  other  reasons)  to 
supply. 

The  "  cash-on-delivery "  system  can  only  result  in  the 
aggrandisement  of  a  small  number  of  large  departmental 
stores,  the  centralising  of  trade  into  a  few  wealthy  areas, 
and  in  the  destruction  of  those  most  useful  members  of  the 
community  -the  chemists  and  druggists. 

Letters  in  Brief. 

The  late  James  Bronte.- -Dr.  Chat.  F.  Forshaw,  writing 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  says  :  "  Mr.  Rawlinson  does  not  seem 
to  think  that  there  is  any  connection  with  the  Brontes  of 
Haworth  and  the  Brontes  the  Irish  pharmacists.  This  is.  of 
course,  only  a  surmise  on  his  part,  but  now  I  have  got  the 
clue  I  intend  to  fathom  the  matter  to  the  bottom.  It  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  Rev.  Patrick  Bronte  himself  was  a 
born  Irishman,  and  that  the  name  Bronte  is  an  exceptionally 
uncommon  one.  The  present  family  of  Brontes  in  Ireland 
may  not  be  able  to  trace  the  remotest  connection  with  their 
gifted  namesakes,  but  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  untiring  re- 
search would  be  rewarded  by  information  which  Yorkshire 
litterateurs  have  desired  these  forty  odd  years." 

Cassaripe,  usually  spelt  Cassareep.  l/>.  J.  Ii.  Jackson 
writes:  "  This  is  the  juice  expressed  from  the  tuberous  root 
of  the  mandjocca  or  bitter  cassava  plant  (Manihot  utilissima). 
When  freed  from  starch — which  forms  tapioca  and  concen- 
trated by  heat,  this  juice  becomes  a  thick,  black,  treacly- 
looking  substance,  or  cassareep;  the  poisonous  principle 
(hydrocyanic  acid)  being  dissipated  by  the  heat,  the  juice 
becomes  a  wholesome  ingredient  in  the  preparation  of  made 
dishes  in  the  West  Indies,  and  is  imported  to  this  country 
for  use,  it  is  said,  as  a  basis  of  the  best  table-sauces.  It  is 
usually  imported  in  common  black  wine-bottles,  and  I  believe 
can  be  obtained  from  Messrs.  Crosse  &  Blackwell." 

.7.  A".  /.  (246/74)  writes:  "'Cassaripe'  is  the  inspissated 
juice  of  the  bitter  cassava  plant  (Manihot  utilissima.)  This 
juice  is  highly  poisonous,  but  the  heat  used  in  concentrating 
it  into  the  semi-solid  known  as  cassaripe  destroys  its  poisonous 
qualities.  Cassaripe  is  a  powerful  antiseptic,  and  is  used  in 
a  10-per-cent.  ointment  in  corneal  ulcers  and  other  infectious 
diseases  of  the  eye.  It  is  sometimes  incorporated  with  atro- 
pine or  pilocarpine.  It  is  this  cassaripe  which  makes  the 
renowned  '  West  India  pepper-pot '  which  is  commonly  used 
in  the  tropics  as  a  preservative,  a  solution  poured  over  meat 
seeming  to  preserve  it  indefinitelv.  It  is  not  obtainable  in 
London  yet.  but  is  imported  into  the  United  States,  I  believe, 
by  Messrs.  Theodore  Metcalf  &  Co.,  Boston." 


Legal  Queries. 

Labels  to  be  marked  "  Liable "  or  "Not  liable "  to  medicine  stamp- 
duty  should  be  sent  to  the  Editor  in  duplicate  and  with  a  stamped 
and  addressed  envelope  for  return  of  the  marked  ones,  if  desired. 


245/46.  Vinnm. — It  is  not  an  offence  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  sell  as  non-alcoholic  wine  (e.g., 
raspberry)  a  syrup  flavoured  with  essence  made  from  the 
fresh  fruit.  There  has  been  one  conviction,  but  in  that 
case  it  was  shown  that  natural-fruit  essence  had  not  been 
used.  In  any  case  proceedings  should  properly  be  taken 
under  the  Merchandise-marks  Act  for  false  description, 
although  that  can  also  be,  but  never  has  been,  done  under 
the  S.  F.  &  D.  Acts. 

244/7.  Xanthos. — The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  no 
longer  permit  grocers  and  shopkeepers  who  are  not  chemists 
to  sell  wines  of  any  character,  however  medicated,  without 
a  wine-licence.  If  such  a  preparation  as  that  which  you 
mention  is  labelled  "  Nervine  tincture,"  and  is  sold  as 
such  without  a  wine-licence,  it  may  be  a  serious  matter  for 
the  retailer  if  the  Board  find  it  out.  It  appears  that  there 
is  no  Act  which  specifically  permits  the  sale  of  medicated 
wines  as  medicines,  the  use  and  sale  of  medicines  made 
with  spirits  or  spirituous  liquors  alone  being  provided  for, 
and  the  privilege  is  confined  to  physicians,  apothecaries, 
surgeons,  and  chemists.  The  Board  have  told  us  that  this 
provision  does  not  cover  wines. 

241/47.  Liscard. — There  is  nothing  on  your  "  compound 
syrup  of  hypophosphites  "  label  to  make  it  liable  to  medicine 
stamp-duty.  No  proprietary  right  is  claimed  in  it,  nor  is  it 
held  out  for  the  relief  or  cure  of  any  human  ailment  ;  but 
if  you  recommend  it  by  a  showcard  or  otherwise  you  will 
certainly  require  to  put  "  B.P.C'.Form."  on  the  label  or 
refer  to  the  appropriate  formula  in  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas." The  same  should  also  be  done  on  the  showcard 
to  save  trouble.  The  Revenue  officer  was  wrong  in  regard 
to  the  "  Pinol  Creosote,"  but  you  should  send  the  duplicate 
labels  to  the  Secretary,  Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  Stamps 
Department,  Somerset  House,  W.C.

As  you  do  not  mention  the 
quantities,  we  cannot  say  whether  the  ointment  will  do 
injury  or  not. 

227/31.  Pestle. — The  Rat-poison  recipe  (phosphorus  5'j. 
syrup  "commercial"  giv:,  and  "thirds"  q.s.)  does  not 
look  promising,  but  if  freshly  prepared  the  mixture  would 
kill  the  rats  sure  enough. 

233/5.  Dn/r/.s. — If  you  refer  to  this  year's  C.  <(■  1). 
Diary  you  will  find  dozens  of  formula;  for  household 
embrocation. 

237/52.  Hire. — Charges  for  Hiring  Surgical  Appliances, 
Bed-rests.  2s.  6cl.  per  week;  I.R.  water-beds,  10.?.  per 
week;  electro-magnetic  machines,  10  percent,  of  their  value 
per  week;  crutches,  2?.  6d.  or  more  per  week. 

23P/17.  Hyoscyartllis. — Antiseptic  Fluid  for  Hairdressers. 
Razors,  brushes,  etc.,  are  best  sterilised  by  heat,  failing 
which  the  most  harmless  yet  potent  fluid  is  a  solution  of 
formalin  1  oz.  in  a  pint  of  water.  The  articles  should  be 
washed  with  water  and  liquid  soap,  then  dipped  in  the 
formalin  solution.  Liquid-soap  for  the  purpose  is  made 
as  follows  :

236/43.  Enfield  asks  for  a  formula  for  an  ink  to  write 
on  paper  so  that  it  can  be  transferred  to  the  film  of  a 
negative,  thus  printing  through  as  a  positive  on  the  paper. 
He  might  try  transfer- varnish  coloured  with  eosin,  or 
diluted  water-glass  coloured  with  the  same  dye. 

235/38.    W.  J. — Terebinthina  Vencta  Facta : 

Yellow  resin  3  lbs. 

Oil  of  turpentine    1  pint 

Melt  the  resin,  remove  from  the  fire,  and  add  the  turpentine 
with  constant  stirring. 

234/70.  H.  E.  D. — Combined  Toning  and  Fixing  Bath 
The  "  P.F."  formula  has  generally  been  highly  praised. 
The  deposition  of  sulphur  is  inevitable,  but  much  of  the 
trouble  is  avoided  by  making  a  batch,  setting  it  aside  (in 
bulk)  for  a  few  weeks,  then  filtering  and  bottling  im- 
mediately. The  following  is  a  simpler  form  for  P.O. P.

boiler-insurance  companies  have  forbidden  the  use  of  alka- 
line boiler-fluids  in  boilers  insured  with  the  companies  on 
account  of  the  corrosion  which  the  fluid  causes. 

229/15.  T.  J. — "  Hydrargyri  oleas  10  per  cent."  means 
the  B.P.  1885  preparation,  the  percentage  indicating  the 
quantity  of  mercuric  oxide  used.  When  Professor  Mar- 
shall introduced  mercuric  oleate  to  the  medical  profession 
in  1872,  he  mentioned  three  strengths,  containing  5,  10, 
and  20  per  cent,  of  mercuric  oxide.  The  precipitation- 
process  of  the  present  Pharmacopoeia  does  not  yield  a  pure 
oleate,  as  the  soap  employed  contains  stearate  and  palmi- 
tate  of  soda. 

227/47.  .7.  E.  J.  (Mafeking).— The  mercuric  oleate  of 
the  present  Pharmacopoeia  is  stronger  than  the  prepara- 
tion in  the  B.P.  1885.  The  latter  contained  much  free 
oleic  acid.  The  official  ung.  hydrargyri  oleatis  is  a  good 
strength  to  use  fov  ringworm. 

243/27.  Amicus. — (1)  There  is  no  method  of  writing  on 
china  or  earthenware  that  is  as  permanent  as  the  decora- 
tions put  on  before  glazing.  If,  however,  it  is  only  com- 
paratively temporary  marks  that  are  needed,  a  little  Bruns- 
wick black,  such  as  is  used  for  stoves,  answers  all  right. 
A  more  permanent  method  would  be  by  using  a  file  or 
emery-wheel.  (2)  We  described  a  method  of  cleaning 
greasy  sponges  in  the  O.  <£■  D.,  March  12,  page  446.

The  completion  of  the  first  volume  of  this  new  scientific 
monthly  enables  us  to  estimate  its  probable  value  to  tech- 
nology. Previous  attempts  to  popularise  the  higher 
branches  of  science  (in  theory  or  application)  have  failed 
'because  editors  have  either  worked  single-handed  or  with 
inadequate  capital.  The  Editor  of  "Technics"  is  singu- 
larly happy  in  being  free  from  these  impediments,  so  that 
he  has  been  able  to  command  the  assistance  of  leading 
scientists  and  to  secure  the  help  of  less-known  but  most 
competent  men  in  industrial  applications  of  science,  and  the 
magazine  is  produced  in  excellent  style.  Moreover,  the 
first  volume  has  demonstrated  that  British  industry  is  the 
'dominating  factor  in  the  make-up  of  the  magazine,  series 
of  well-illustrated  articles  serving  to  explain  to  the  initi- 
ated what  new  methods  are  serviceable  for  progress. 
Several  of  these  have  direct  bearing  upon  chemical 
.industry.  Nor  are  education  and  theory  neglected,  and  the 
first  volume  contains  two  noteworthy  articles,  one  by 
Prof.  Tilden  on  the  Eoyal  College  of  Science,  and  another 
■by  Sir  William  Ramsay  on  Atomic  Structure.  "  Technics" 
is  also  particularly  strong  in  electric  technology.  Each 
number  is  published  at  ninepence  net. 

The   Examination  of    Waters  and    Water-supplies.  By 
J.  C.  Thresh,  D.Sc,  M.D.,  D.P.H.    Pp.  xvi+460. 
14s.  net.    (London  :  J.  &  A.  Churchill.) 
Between  soloid  water-analysis  and  the  present  work 
there  is  a  great  gulf — but  it  is  one  that  has  been  success- 
fully bridged  by  the  author.     Dr.  Thresh  is  well  known 
as  a  sanitary  expert,  and  in  this  direction  the  present 
volume  will  be  welcomed.    Chemically,  there  is  practically 
nothing  new  in  the  book,  but  it  is  a  collection  of  the  most 
useful  information  possible  on  this  subject.  Frankland's 
combustion  process,  which  is  still  used  by  many  well- 
known  analysts,  is  dismissed  somewhat  contemptuously 
with  the  remark,  "  No  doubt  it  will  shortly  only  be  re- 
membered in  chemical  histories."    Wanklyn's  albuminoid- 
ammonia  process  is  discussed  without  any  acknowledg- 
ment to  Wanklyn,  whose  name  is  not  even  appended  to 
it,  except  in  the  index.    The  author  prefers  the  copper- 
zinc  couple  method  for  the  determination  of  nitrates,  and 
states  that  it  is  the  only  one  in  which  he  has  perfect  con- 
fidence.     He  would  never  think  of  using  the  picric-acid 
method.    The  reviewer,  in  common  with  a  large  number 
•of  analysts  who  have  had  experience  of  a  wide  nature  in 
water-analysis,  thinks  the  copper-zinc  couple  one  of  the 
most  untrustworthy  of  methods  and  finds  the  picric-acid 
method  far  more  satisfactory.    The  microscopic  and  other 
information  is  uniformly  good.      The  author  lays  much 
stress — and  rightly  so — on  a  knowledge  of  the  geological 
aspect  of  the  ground,  and  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
source  of  the  supply,  and  in  this  respect  much  useful  in- 
formation is  given.      This,  together  with  a  couple  of 
chapters  on  rivers,  streams,  service-reservoirs,  etc.,  covers 
about  fifty  pages.    The  details  of  the  chemical  analysis  of 
water,  including  some  valuable  considerations  on  the  In- 
terpretation of  Results,  and  the  equally  important  question 
•of  the  bacteriological  and  microscopic  examination,  natur- 
ally take  up  the  bulk  of  the  work,  and  in  respect  to  the 
former  there  is  every  evidence  of  its  being  up  to  date, 
since  we  find  the  method  for  the  detection  of  radium  in 
water  given.    Nineteen  plates  show  a  most  useful  selection 
of  typical  water-organisms,  and  they  have  the  virtue  of 
being  really  like  what  one  discovers,  which  cannot  always 
be  said  of  microscopic  plates,  which  are  very  often  so 
eclectic  that  one  never  finds  a  single  case  in  which  the 
specimen  resembles  the  plate.    Typical  tables  of  analyses 
of  various  waters  from  different  neighbourhoods  and  from 
different  geological  strata  are  given,  and  are  of  the  greatest 
use  in  assisting  the  analyst  to  come  to  a  right  conclusion 
as  to  the  meaning  of  some  of  his  more  difficult  figures. 
There  are  numerous  useful  tables  incorporated  in  the  text, 
and  as  a  text-book  on  water-analysis  we  may  say  definitely 
that  it  covers  far  more  ground  than  any  other  English 
■work  and  is  certainly  the  best  book  on  the  subject  that 
faas  so  far  appeared.

The  exports  of  star  aniseed  oil  from  Pakhoi  during  1903 
amounted  to  1,600  lbs.  (159/.),  against  19,333  lbs.  (4,720/.) 
during  1902. 

Red  Korean  Ginseng  to  the  extent  of  110,909  lbs. 
(100  459/.)  was  exported  from  Korea,  against  85,201  lbs. 
(122^304/. )  in  1902. 

During  1903,  83,780  cwt.  of  carbide  of  calcium  was 
exported  from  Gothenburg,  compared  with  65,720  cwt.  in 
the  preceding  year. 

During  1903  the  exports  of  ginseng  from  Yokohama 
amounted  to  455,617  lbs.  (27,810/.),  against  328,168  lbs. 
(2,3171/.)  during  1902. 

The  British  Consul  at  Vera  Cruz  reports  that  there  has 
been  a  great  increase  in  the  demand  for  chicle  for  the  Ameri- 
can market  for  chewing-gum.  It  was  almost  all  secured  by 
one  firm.

T3USINESS  in  drugs  and  chemicals  is  not  so  good,  nor 
-L*  the  volume  of  business  so  large,  as  that  of  last  week. 
The  markets,  however,  continue  steady,  with  few  note- 
worthy features  or  alterations  in  values.  Peppermint  oil 
is  again  the  leading  article  of  interest,  and  a  further  advance 
has  to  be  noted  in  American  and  Japanese  oils ;  menthol  is 
also  firmer.  Cod-liver  oil  is  firm,  and  in  greater  request. 
Quinine  continues  under  a  cloud,  and  in  opium  a  small 
•business  has  been  done  at  unaltered  prices.  Ipecacuanha 
is  selling  fairly  well  at  a  slight  improvement  on  the  auction 
prices.  Strophanthus  is  now  held  for  more  money.  Lyco- 
podium  is  very  scarce,  and  the  new  crop  is  delayed.

Fenugreek.— Slow  of  sale,  at  8s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for  good 
Morocco. 

Glycerin. — A  Continental  advice  states  that  the  demand 
has  still  further  slackened,  and  a  decline  in  the  price  of 
crude  glycerin  has  taken  place.  This  is  attributed  to  offers 
being  made  from  abroad  from  the  large  stocks  previously 
amassed  against  anticipated  orders  from  Japan,  which, 
however,  have  not  come  to  hand.  Distilled  and  refined 
qualities  can  now  be  obtained  a  few  marks  per  100  kilos, 
cheaper,  but  there  is  still  a  possibility  that  the  approaching 
winter  demand  may  eventually  tend  to  better  prices.

Liquorice-root. — The  exports  of  liquorice-root  from 
Damascus  during  1903  amounted  to  1,900  tons,  valued  at 
8.550/.  The  U.S.A.  is  credited  with  taking  50  per  cent., 
and  the  U.K.,  France,  and  Germany  the  remainder.  Com- 
menting on  these  figures  the  British  Consul  at  Damascus 
states  that  the  yield  of  liquorice  was  extraordinarily  abun- 
dant— so  much  so  that  he  was  inclined  at  first  to  question 
the  accuracy  of  the  figures  according  to  which  the  amount 
of  the  export  was  twice  as  much  as  usual,  but  he  was 
finally  convinced  of  their  accuracy.  Damascus  liquorice 
has  been  so  steadily  driven  out  of  the  European  market  of 
late  years  by  its  Aleppo  rival  that  one  had  begun  to 
expect  its  total  disappearance  as  an  article  of  export  with- 
in the  near  future,  but  it  would  seem  that  there  is  some 
hope  for  it  yet. 

Lycopodium  is  still  very  scarce  on  the  spot,  the  principal 
holder  asking  3s.  2d.  per  lb.  and  upwards  according  to 
quantity.  Extreme  rates  prevail  in  Hamburg,  and  the  crop 
appears  to  be  unaccountably  late  this  year. 

Menthol. — The  firmer  tone  noted  last  week  continues, 
the  spot  quotation  for  Kobayashi  being  10s.  6d.,  but 
nothing  higher  than  10s.  has  yet  been  paid.  Suzuki  for 
October- November  shipment  is  quoted  8s.  l^d.  per  lb., 
c.i.f.

Privately  the  market  for  Singapore 
is  firm,  with  a  fair  demand,  5%d .  to  5f|-<7.  per  lb.  spot 
having  been  paid  for  fair  and  barely  fair ;  and  for  arrival 
large  quantities  have  changed  hands  at  6d.  for  July-Sep- 
tember and  August- September  shipment,  and  5ff<7.  to  5|c/. 
for  August-October.  White  pepper  privately  is  dearer  on 
the  spot,  several  hundred  bags  having  been  sold  at  8±d. 
per  lb.  for  fair.  Singapore  and  good  Penang  at  l^d.  to 
l^d.  For  arrival  the  sales  include  10  tons  for  September- 
November  shipment  at  lid.,  c.i.f.,  and  Penang  at  7|<2., 
c.i.f.  At  auction  11  cases  of  fair  Penang  Cloves  were 
offered  and  partly  sold  at  lOd.  for  fair  picked.  Privately 
a  fair  speculative  business  has  been  done  at  fluctuating 
but  generally  easier  prices,  including  August-October  at 
6^d.  to  6fgd.,  October-December  at  5^d.,  and  January- 
March  at  5-^d.  to  5g<7.  per  lb.  To-day  the  market  closes 
steady  with  sales  of  500  bales  including  August-October  at 
6{J,<7.,  October-December  5^d.  to  3±d.,  January-March 
5^d.,  and  March-May  5-fed.

Sugar  of  Milk. — The  British  Consul  at  Milan  states  that 
the  exports  from  that  place  (as  shown  by  the  Customs  re- 
turns) amounted  to  371  tons  in  1903.  against  569  tons  in 
1902.  of  which  the  United  Kingdom  received  310  tons,  the 
U.S.A.  35  tons,  Germany  14  tons,  and  France  12 
tons.  It  may  be  remembered  that  the  1902  export 
figures  to  the  United  Kingdom,  published  in  our  issue  of 
October  10,  1903,  page  629  (which  we  obtained  from  the 
same  source  as  the  above),  were,  at  the  time,  challenged 
as  being  incorrect,  a  London  agent  estimating  the  export  to 
this  country  at  nearer  50  tons  than  540  tons. 

Vanilla. — At  auction  about  300  tins  were  offered,  of 
which  about  100  sold  at  unaltered  rates.  The  quality  was 
mostly  poor,  being  damp  and  out  of  condition.

Wax,  Bees'. — The  exports  from  Angola  during  1903 
amounted  to  828  tons.  From  the  Consular  district  of  Dar- 
al-Baida  (which  includes  the  ports  of  Dar-al-Baida,  Rabat, 
Saffi,  Mazagan,  and  Mogador),  5.436  cwt.  was  exported 
last  year,  against  5,887  cwt.  in  1902.  Saffi  exports  showed 
a  decline  of  600  cwt.  The  bulk  of  the  exports  went  to 
Germany.  According  to  the  British  Consul  at  Dar-al- 
Baida,  "some  parcels  of  beeswax  heavily  adulterated  in 
Mogador  with  paraffin  wax  were  returned  from  Hamburg 
to  be  refined  in  Mogador  ;  the  wax  turned  white  after  a 
time;  this  was  cheaper  than  having  it  rendered  down  in 
Europe." 


Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  steady  business  continues  to  be  done  in  the  heavy- 
chemical  market  in  practically  all  departments,  and  the 
general  tone  may  be  described  as  fair.  Demand  on  both  home 
and  export  account  is  a  fairly  active  one  for  the  season.  A 
fair  amount  of  business  for  next  year's  delivery  has  been 
passing.    Values  all  round  are  well  maintained. 

Alkali-produce. — Recent  quotations  continue  to  rule  in  this 
branch,  and  orders  are  coming  in  well.  Bleaching-powder 
shows  no  quotable  change,  though  here  and  there,  owing  to 
special  circumstances,  orders  may  be  put  through  at  shaded 
figures.

German  jSpirit-market. 

The  "Frankfurter  Zeitung  "  states  that  the  Berlin  Spirit 
Centrale  notifies  that,  the  committee  have  decided  to  raise  the 
preliminary  (Abschlagsprcis)  price  paid  to  the  distillers  oil 
account  from  50m.  to  57m.  per  100  litres  from  October  1.  This 
is  for  spirit  of  full  strength  and  applies  to  the  home  trade. 
This  step  is  due  to  the  very  unfavourable  reports  of  the 
previous  returns,  and  of  the  prospects  of  this  year's  potato- 
crop. 

Monazite  Sand. 

The  present  position  of  the  market  in  thorium  nitrate,  tho 
preparation  made  from  monazite  sand  and  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  incandescent  mantles,  is  that  the  principal' 
Brazilian  monazito-beds  in  the  State  of  Bahia  are  in  the  hands 
of  a  Hamburg  firm,  which  supplies  only  five  thorium  fac- 
tories, two  of  which  are  in  Berlin,  and  the  others  in  Vienna, 
Hanover,  and  Hamburg.  No  other  works  can  obtain  sand 
from  these  beds,  which  is  the  variety  most  suitable  for 
thorium-manufacture.  Contrary,  however,  to  widespread 
opinion,  good  Brazilian  monazite  sand  is  by  no  means  scarce. 
The  stock  in  Hamburg  at  the  end  of  July  was  about  3,000  tons 
of  the  best  sand,  containing  about  180,000  kilos,  of  thorium 
earth,  which  represents  about  150.000  kilos,  of  thorium  nitrate, 
equal  to  about  eighteen  months'  requirements  of  the  whole 
trade.  Tho  selling-price  of  thorium  nitrate  was  at  that  time- 
about  11.  8s.  per  kilo.  The  monopoly  of  the  less  important 
monazite-sand  beds  in  the  Brazilian  State  of  Espirito  Santo 
belongs  to  a  leading  Hamburg  shipping  firm,  which  has 
undertaken  to  export  1,200  tons  yearly  and  to  pay  the- 
Brazilian  Government  about  17,000/.  per  annum  for  ten 
years.  The  sand  in  Espirito  Santo  is  more  mixed  with  ex- 
traneous matter  than  is  the  case  with  that  found  in  Bahia. 
and  consequently  the  treatment  of  the  former  is  a  more  costly 
operation. 

European  Olive  Oil. 

Messrs.  Bruckner,  Lampe  &  Co.,  of  Berlin,  have  Issued 
the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  forthcoming  European 
olive  oil  crop:  "A  gradually  advancing  tendency  having 
been  noticed  since  the  middle  of  June  in  the  most  important 
production  districts  of  Southern  Italy  (Apulia)  and  Southern 
France  (the  Riviera),  higher  prices  were  quoted  at  the  begin- 
ning of  July.  During  July  and  up  to  the  present  date  prices 
have  further  increased  owing  to  the  pronounced  unfavourable- 
prospects  of  the  harvest.  In  consequence  of  the  unusual 
dryness  and  heat,  which  were  experienced  not  only  in  Ger- 
many but  also  in  Southern  Europe,  the  olives  have  fallen 
olf  in  large  quantities,  so  that  a  full  harvest  cannot  be  ex- 
pected. In  addition,  the  trees  yielded  abundantly  last  year, 
so  that  in  any  case  a  smaller  harvest  is  expected  this  year,  as 
many  of  the  trees  are  not  bearing  fruit.  Quite  small  yields- 
are  expected  from  Calabria  and  Lecce,  which  produce  tho 
fine  table-oils.  In  spite  of  this,  a  large  number  of  buyers 
from  North  Italy  and  the  Riviera  are  already  staying  in 
Southern  Italy  and  buying  the  fine  sorts  at  disposal  at  high 
prices.  In  these  circumstances  it  appears  advisable  to  cover 
requirements  at  once  for  a  long  period,  as  a  complete  change- 
in  the  market,  which  is  now  rising,  is  not  to  be  expected."
